TEMPTATIONS. 


Subject of Theodore Lyman Frost's Sermon at 
the Baptist Church last Sunday Morning. 


At the Baptist church, Manchester, 
last Sunday morning, Rev. Theodore 
Lyman Frost, the pastor, preached on 
the above subject. His text was found 
in Matt. 6:13—‘‘Lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil.’’ 
Following are a few excerpts from his 
sermon: 

“Daily bread, both physical and 
spiritual, is necessary for your life and 
mine, but it cannot nourish us as it 
should. We must look out for the 
future. Sin is lurking along the pathway 
of our lives and we must guard against 
it. We are inclined to feel that we are 
above these ordinary temptations. 
While we feel most secure we must 
watch very carefully lest we fall. There 
are a great many Christians that have 
started out and almost at the end of the 
course have yielded to the temptations. 

“What do we mean by ‘lead?? ~The 
word comes from a word meaning to 
bear, to test. The word also comes 
from the Greek word meaning to try. 
The word ‘deliver’ needs no comment. 
The word ‘evil’ means not simply some 
impersonal evil, but it means the evil 
one. Jesus Christ recognized that evil 
was not a product of some personal 
force, but that it came from some evil 
being. Some people believe they have 
out-grown the personal evil, but Jesus 


Christ recognized that there was an evil - 


personality that was continually fighting 
against the good. 

*“ What are the lessons which this pe- 
tition teaches? Notice in the first place 
the difference between temptations and 
testings. God cannot tempt man. 
Man is tempted when led away by his 
own lusts. God cannot lead us into 
temptation. You may ask: ‘‘ Did not 
God tempt Job?’? No, God lead Job 
into a place where Satan could tempt 
him. When God is leading us we must 
expect to be tempted; yet he is strong 
enough to keep us from these tempta- 
tions of life. Goddid not tempt Abra- 
ham. He tested him. 

““ The conclusion we may come to is 
that we are tempted by the evil in our 
own lives, in the lives of others and by 
the evil one himself. The God who 
loves us, only tries and tests us that we 
may become stronger. 

‘* An opportunity not used aright may 
be atemptation. Men take these oppor- 
tunities and abuse them, and the result 


is they sink deeper and deeper into sin 
and degradation. They are steps down- 
ward because they will not use these 
opportunities to climb to the heights. 
Men are subjected to temptations to de- 
grade man. ‘They trample and scorn 
their opportunities. As an_ illustration, 
riches are temptations, or opportunities 
to squander life in drink and in foolish 
extravagance. All these riches which 
some men possess may simply be a 
means whereby they can scatter sunshine 
along their pathway. Poverty need not 
be a temptation but an opportunity to be 
free from vice and from selfishness. 
Sickness can be an opportunity or it can 
become a temptation. Health is either 
a temptation or an opportunity. It can 
be a wonderful opportunity. How many 
there are, even in Manchester, that are 
taking the vigor and manhood from their 
lives and prostituting these things in sin 
and vice, and the result is temptation. 
The very business a man occupies him- 
self may be a temptation. It may so 
absorb him that he forgets the opportu- 
nity to live nearer to God. ‘The occu- 
pation of a minister is either a tempta- 
tion or an opportunity. How many 
have lost spiritual life simply because 
they have become too familiar with 
divine things and handled them careless- 
ly. Some have shunned their honest 
debts. The Christian life may be a 
temptation or an opportunity unless we 
take the Christ that is in our hearts and 
use it and let the world see that we are 
sweeter and brighter. If it simply 
means to be sour and disagreeable then 
our Christian life has become to us a 
temptation rather than an opportunity. 

‘* Let us offer this petition ‘Lead us 
not into temptation but deliver us from 
evil.’ We need God’s care and pro- 
tection. 


“* People dread to look into the future. 
Some would rather die than meet temp- 
tation. 


““ We may have to pass through many 
temptations and trials and testings, and 
we can rejoice that we have the temp- 
tation because it gives us a chance to 


show what is in our life and prove the . 


real value of our religion. Then we 
can stand in the very presence of our 
King and Savior. 


“* Does not your statement show in- 
consistency when you pray to be deliy- 
ered from temptation and then say you 
have joy in temptation? I think not. 
It is natural that we should be delivered 
from temptation and to ask God not to 
lead us into the places of evil. We are 
conscious of our own weakness, so we 


North Shore Towns and Cities Bene- 
fited by Inheritance Tax. 


Personal property approximating $30, - 
000,000 in value which has hitherto es- 
caped taxation has been placed on the 
valuation lists of various towns and cities 
of the commonwealth by the state tax 
commissioner, working in conjunction 
with the local assessors throughout the 
commonwealth. 

The property, consisting largely in 
shares of stock in business corporations, 
has been discovered largely through the 
workings of the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, requiring the 
state tax Commissioner to place at the 
disposal of the local assessors such in- 
formation as he may secure through the 
inheritance tax law. The law creating 
supervisors of assessors has also proved 
very helpful, as these new officials have 
a roving commission under which they 
go all over the commonwealth assisting 
local assessors. They also have author- 
ity to examine records in registries of 
deeds, probate courts, etc., and such in- 
formation as they gather through these 
sources is also placed at the disposal of 
local assessors. 

-The law regarding the inheritance tax 
has affected Manchester materially, the 
total net tax valuation being increased by 
nearly $750,009. 

Most of the increase came from a 
source found through information fur- 
nished by the state tax commissioner’s 
office. ‘This information concerned one 
assessment only, however, that of Rob- 
ert C. Hooper, which is for $747,362 
entirely personal property, of which 
$67,000 had previously been assessed. 

The other amount is for $68,000, as- 
sessed under the will of Edward E. Rice 
for the benefit of Elizabeth Rice, which 
was reported to the Manchester board 
and assessed for the first time this year. 

Beverly gets $179,125 additional prop- 
erty, with a tax value this year of $3116.- 
77, and Gloucester gets $64,100, with a 
tax value of $1217.90. 

The town of Dover shows the enor- 
mous discovery of $6,152,000, with a 
tax value of $60,289.60.

Gypsy Moth Suppression. 


One of the first things which the new 
Legislature will have to take up is the 
matter of the proposed consolidation of 
the gypsy moth and the state forestry de- 
partments. A few weeks ago Supt. 
Kirkland, in charge of the work of sup- 
pressing the gypsy and browntail moth, 
resigned. 

Gov. Guild then believed that the 
gypsy moth department might be merged 
with the forestry department and _ that 
State Forester Rane might preside over 


both, with gain to the state, 
from a financial standpoint. 

It was also felt in the executive de- 
partment that this combination might be 
effected without legislation. The  at- 
torney general’s department was ‘con- 
sulted, however, and advised that the 
legislature undoubtedly intended that the 
gypsy moth department should be a sep- 
arate institution, and that to change this 
the legislature itself would have to act. 

State Forester Rane, might, of course, 
have been made superintendent of the 
gypsy moth work and continued as_ state 
forester. He could draw, however, no 
added compensation for his increased 
labor and responsibilty. 

Gov. Guild will therefore take no 
further action. He wil! leave the matter 
to his successor, but it is well known that 
Lieut. Gov. Draper and Gov. Guild are 
in accord as to what ought to be done 
here.

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Now that the holidays are over the 
minds of the citizens are turning toward 
the annual town meeting as the next great 
event of interest locally. The old pro- 
verbial ‘‘political pot’? is beginning to 
boil, and we are lead to believe that it 
will boil this year in good old fashioned 
style. It isa little too early yet to men- 
tion the names of any of the candidates- 
to-be, thought we understand candidates 
will not be lacking for most of the im- 
portant offices. 


THERE is a growing sentiment among 
many that a slight change in our present 
arrangement of holding our town 
election and town meeting might be for 
the better. A great many towns hold 
their election one week and their annual 
meeting the week following. This has 
a good many things inits favor. “The 
town reports, as arule, are not out and 
distributed among the voters until the 
Friday or Saturday before town meeting 
on the first Monday in March, and the 
voters consequently have very little time

to peruse the report and acquaint them- 
selves with the recommendations of of- 
ficers and committees. Through no 
fault of the auditor, nor of the printer, is 
this occasioned, but the fiscal year does 
not end until February 1 and it is very 
difficult for the report to be edited and 
published in less thana month. Further, 
our appropriation committee never have 
sufficient time to go into the various arti- 
cles of the warrant. They have to rush 
their report through and get it printed 
before town meeting, and the voters have 
little or no time to peruse this important 
document. 

By holding the election of officers on 
the first Monday in March as usual and 
then adjourning to the second Monday 
for the annual meeting much of this dif- 
ficulty wouldbe overcome. ‘The excite- 
ment of election would be over and the 
voters would be better prepared to think 
over the reports and the business which 
they then know is to come before the 
meeting. 

-While we do not advocate a departure 
from the old style form of town meeting, 
we do think, now that the town has 
grown so in its expenditures, if not in 
area and population, any departure which 
would expedite matters and aid the citi- 
zens in acting more intelligently on the 
questions before them, would bea step 
in the right direction. 

A great many of the towns hold their 
annual election and meeting on separate 
dates as above outlined. 


WE read in the papers how the Port- 
land Board of Trade are taking steps to- 
ward trying to induce President-elect 
Taft to spend the summer on the Maine 
coast, and it emphasizes all the more 
strongly the need of some organization 
here on the North Shore—at Manchester. 
There ought to be something along 
the line of a board of trade or improve- 
ment society to take up such matters as 


these, and now that the annual town 


meeting is approaching, the need of such 
an organization grows all the 
apparent.

ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY .D. f., LAMSON. 


James Thomson, the poet of the 
*“Seasons,’? was born Sept. 11, 1700, 
and thus barely escaped belonging by 
birth as well as by culture and- environ- 
ment to the eighteenth century, the cen- 
tury of fine wits, of artificial poets and of 
fashionable moralists. His father was a 
country parson in the extreme south of 
Scotland; his youth was passed among 
the breezy hills and moors of a Border 
parish, aside from the influences of city 
life, his early rural associations giving a 
tone to all his writings. His education 
was obtained at Edinburgh, and was of 
the ordinary prosaic type of the time; 
his attention, we may suppose _ being 
given chiefly to the Humanities, as he 
begun early in his student life to show an 
appreciation of the poetic side of nature, 
and to cultivate the art of verse-making; 
a teacher at Jedburgh having, it is said, 
great influence in moulding his taste be- 
fore he entered the university. 

Thomson at first thought of the minis- 
try as a profession, but after five years in 
the Divinty Hall he abandoned the idea, 
and going up to London launched upon 
the uncertain sea of literary life. He 
was without employment, without 
money, and with few friends, practically 
alone in the great city; saddened by the 
recent death of his mother, he began 
composing the first of his poems on _ the 
seasons, © Winter,’’ and the lines 

*“Welcome, kindred glooms 

Congenial horrors, hail,”’ 
no doubt expressed his own forlorn mood 
onthe approach of the winter of 1725. 
The complete work was not published 
until- 1730. Meanwhile, and later, 
Thomson wrote many other poems, 
among them “‘ Liberty,’’ which he in- 
intended to be his masterpiece, but which 
never gained great acceptance; the 
masque of “ Alfred,’’ which contained 
the song ‘‘ Rule Brittannia;’’ and the 
“Castle of Indolence,’’ his last work 
published the year of his death, 1748. 
This is by some considered the best of 
his works; but the general verdict is in 
favor of the “‘ Seasons.”’ 

The classical school had wearied the 
public taste with its art and frigidity; the 
time was ripe for the advent of a_ writer 
of verse with a simple theme, a_ poetical 
coloring of common life, and manly 
sentiment. It is no wonder that ‘Thom- 
son took by surprise a generation accus- 
tomed to burlesque, refined inanity, and 
themes remote from everyday life; and 


TOTALLY DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Residence of David Betts at Manchester a Total Loss, Last Night, 


Origin of Fire Unknown. 


The 12-room two and a half story re- 
sidence of David Betts, off Pine street, 
Manchester, was totally destroyed by fire 
last night. While those who first saw 
the fire say it started in the end of the 
house where the kitchen is located, the 
exact cause of the fire is unknown. 

‘The alarm was sounded shortly after 
seven o'clock after a telephone to the 
engine house summoned the department. 
Though record time was made to the 
scene when the hose wagon arrived there 
the house was even then a mass of flames. 
Aided by the strong breeze the Hames 
soon became beyond control and _ spread 
to all parts of the house. 


The firemen put up a good fight. but . 


were powerless to overcome the head- 
way that had been obtained. The force 
from the water mains was hardly sufhici- 
ent to throw astream over the house. 
The steamer was brought in use later. 

A big crowd gathered to see the fire. 
The all out was sounded about nine 
o'clock. The building was totally de- 
stroyed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Betts lived in the house 
alone, their son being in California. 
Yesterday morning Mr. and Mrs. Betts 
left home about nine o’clock for Boston, 
driving over the road as far as Lynn. 
‘They returned last evening about 7.30 
and as they turned up Pine street from 
the main road they saw the crowds flock-

ing to the fire, but not until they came 
within sight of the fire did they realize it 
was their own home that was being de- 
stroyed. Mrs. Betts was overcome and 
had to be taken from the carriage and 
into the house of a neighbor. 

Mr. Betts said to the Breeze man 
that when they left home inthe morning 
they left a fire in their kitchen range and 
one ina parlor stove. It didn’t seem 
possible that the fire could have started 
from either of these sources, as the fires 
would naturally have almost burned 
themselves out by that time. 

Asked as to the value of the house 
Mr. Betfs said he had built it from 
foundations to attic, and had driven every 
nail in it himself. It was built after the 
cottage style, and was quite attractive. 
It was not wholly finished inside. He 
said he valued the house at $9000 or 
$10,000. $5000 insurance is carried on 
it through the agency of William J. 
Johnson. 

Smith’s Express Co. lost a valuable 
horse through the fre. A pair of the 
company s horses was used to haul the 
steamer to the scene. ‘The fire had 
been reached and the horses were just 
brought to a stop when one of the pair 
fell over, dead. “The animal had been 
fed only a short time before.

Thomson was not only an 
easy versifer, but he had an eye which 
nature bestows only upon a poet, and a 
heart to feel for all mankind; and the 
high praise must be given to him that 
his poems contain 


** Not one immoral, one corrupted thought, 
One line which, dying, he would wish to blot.

These lines from the Hymn on the 
Seasons’ give a fair idea of his muse: 


‘These, as they change, Almighty Father, 
these 

Are but the varied God. The rolling year 

Is full of thee. Forth in the pleasing Spring 

Thy beauty walks, thy tenderness and love. 

Wide flush the fields; the softening air is balm; 

Echo the mountains round; the forest smiles; 

And every sense and every heart is joy. 

Then comes thy glory in the Summer months, 

With light end heat refulgent. Then thy sun 

Shoots full perfection through the swelling year; 

And oft thy voice in dreadful thunder speaks-— 

And oft at dawn, deap noon, or falling eve, 


By brooks and groves 
gales. 

Thy bounty shines in Autumn unconfined, 

And spreads a common feast for all that lives. 

In Winter, awful thou, with clouds and storm, 

Around thee thrown, tempest o’er tempest 
roll’d, 

Majestic darkness! On the whirlwind’s wing, 

Riding sublime, thou bidst the world adore, 

And humblest nature with thy northern blast.”

But no single selection can do justice 
to his varied and tuneful measures; his 
Eolian harp, gives voice to all the melo- 
dies of the Seasons, from Summer’s 
gentlest zephyr to the roar of Winter’s 
tempests; his skillful hand strikes now 
the tenderest and now the most tragic 
chords of nature’s lyre; the only really 
unworthy passage is the ridiculous bath- 
ing scene, a remarkable instance of 
bathos. 

The generous impulses of the poet are 
expressed in a noble stanza inthe “‘ Castle 


of Indolence:”’

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“TY care not, Fortune, what you me deny; 

You cannot ‘rob me of iree Nature’s prace, 

You cannot shut the windows of the sky, 

Through which Aurora shows her brightening 

face; 

You cannot bar my constant feet to trace 

The woods and lawns, by living stream, at eve 

Let health my nerves and finer fibres brace, 

And I their toys to the great children leave; 

Of fancy, reason, virtue, nought can me be- 
reave. 

Thomson loved a quiet, meditative 
life, and his verses reflect his thoughts 
and his environment as the calm surface 
of a lake mirrors the peaceful heavens 
that bend above it, and the green-clad 
hills that embosom it in their embrace. 
His name is not a name to conjure with, 
but it is a name suggestive of gentle 
manners, a healthful mind, and a poetic 
imagination. If not great in any other 
sense of the word, he was great in na- 
turalness and simplicity. 


No Dogs Permitted in B. & M. Passen- 
ger Coaches ; Must go as Baggage. 
Beginning with the first day of Janu- 

ary the Boston and Maine railroad 

adopted a new rule with regards to the 
conveyance of dogs on passenger trains, 

—that is, new for this road, though the 

rule is practiced in England. 

While in recent years the rules of the 
road have forbidden the taking of such 
animals into the passenger coaches, yeta 
majority of passengers have violated the 
rule and it has not been rigidly enforced, 
especially if the passenger seemed to be 
of some importance. 

Repeated complaints about this, es- 
pecially since rabies has been so_preval- 
ent, have led the company to adopt a 
rule that no dogs will be allowed in the 
passenger coaches under any conditions, 
no matter how big or little the dog, nor 
how big or how insignificant the owner. 

All dogs must be taken to the baggage 
car and paid for the same as excess 
baggage. This charge will be on actual 
weight in accordance with the excess 
baggage tariff. More than all, owners 
or care takers of dogs must sign a release 
of all liability on the part of the com- 
pany for damage to the animal. 

No dog will be rated at less than 100 
pounds. Dogs exceeding $25 in value 
or intended for bench shows, etc., will 
not be accepted for transportation in 
regular baggage service. The tendency 
of this rule will be to send more business 
to the express company, and _ possibly 
that may have something to do with the 
issuance of the regulation.

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Manchester Records Show 65 Births, 37 
Deaths, 20 Marriages for the Year 1908. 


We present on pages 6 and 7 of this 
week’s issue the vital statistics of the 
Town of Manchester for the year 1908 
just closed. In brief there were 65 
births, 37 deaths and 20 marriages for 
the year. In 1907 there were 58 births, 
32 deaths and 22 marriages. 

Manchester’s reputation as a health 
resort is emphasized again this year by 
the small number of deaths recorded. 
For a population averaging very nearly 
3000, 37 deaths in a year is very small. 
The figures are all the more interesting 
when it is realized that of the 37, seven 
died in infancy (less than one year) and 
23 died when over 50 years, and of the 
latter number four were over 90. It 
will be seen therefore that only seven 
died at ages between infancy and 50. 

Of the 65 births 38 were boys and 27 
girls and their parentage varied in stand- 
ard from Polish immigrant to United 
States senator.

THE ITALIAN RED CROSS. 
Miss Louisa P. Loring of Pride’s 


Crossing, secretary of the Essex Division 
of the American Red Cross, sends the 
Breeze the following information con- 
cerning the Italian Red Cross: 

‘* This society is thoroughly organized 
and its officers are competent to deal 
with the conditions now existing. 

“©The Red Cross has large hospitals 
in the principal cities served by the most 
competent doctors and nurses’ It has 
also several hospital trains, stations for 


relief at railway stations and docks, field 
hospitals and corps of litter bearers and 
first aid men. ‘The litter bearers are 
mounted on bicycles, on the scene of 
action they dismount and fasten the 
bicycles together two make to wheeled 
litters. 

““'The funds of the Society can be 
used for war or army relief only, but the 
Society is generously subsidized by the 
national and municipal governments, as 
well as by general subscriptions for its 
civil undertakings. Among the latter, 
the preventive treatment of malaria in 
the Campagna and Pontine marshes is 
of great importance; by its means, the 
victims of the disease have been reduced 
from 26 to less than one per cent of the 
population; 30,745 cases were treated in 
1907 and sanitary lessons given, as well, 
by the nurses and doctors in charge. 

“Tn 1907 the first aid relief on the 
docks in Genoa treated 2,254 accidents 
and 3,635 in the sulphur mines in Sicily. 

‘“The American Red Cross sent a 
little over $11,000 to the Italian Red 
Cross for the relief of the sufferers by the 
eruption of Mount Vesuvius; the report 
of the Red Cross work after that catas- 
trophe gives an excellent idea of careful 
administration and accurate accounting. 


‘* Registration and investigation to 
prevent fraud, rigid sanitary rules, the 
purchase of tools and agricultural imple- 
ments, and every effort made to make 
the people self supporting and self reliant. 


‘“The Red Cross takes part in the 
regular military manoeuvres, contributing 
hospitals, field hospitals, doctors, nurses 
and bearers, all of which will now be 
used in the earthquake relief.’’

Plan for Industrial Schools. 


The Lynn Item has the following to 
say regarding industrial schools: 

*“ The suggestion has been made _ that 
Lynn and its neighbors co-operate in es- 
tablishing industrial schools. A _ plan 
like the following has been proposed: 
Let Lynn establish a shoe trade school 
for Lynn, Salem, Beverly, Peabody and 
Danvers. Let Salem establish a leather 
trade school for Salem, Lynn, Peabody 
and Danvers. Let Beverly establish a 
machinery school for Beverly, Lynn, 
Salem, Peabody and Danvers. 

‘“This arrangement would enable 
each community to concentrate its efforts 
on a particular school. Thereby it could 
establish a superior school. If either 
community attempted to spread itself out 
over two or three kinds of industrial 
schools it would waste much of its ef- 
forts. It would get two or three small 
inferior schools instead of one large first- 
class school. 

““Tt is possible, however, that Lynn 
could successfully maintain two schools, 
one for the shoe trade and one for the 
machinery trade. But Lynn might find 
it more advantageous to send its students 
of the leather trade to a leather trade 
school in Salem rather than to attempt to 
maintain a leather trade school itself. In 
return, it could accept pupils from Salem 
in its shoe trade school. 

** Primarily, an industrial school is 
established for the particular needs of a 
city. But it may prove advantageous for 
the industrial schools in the city to ac- 
cept pupils from surrounding towns up- 
on payment of a tuition fee, just as High 
schools in the cities now accept pupils 
from nearby towns upon payment of 
tuition fees. 

‘“* The idea of Lynn and its neighbors 
co-operating in industrial education may 
be worthy of the attention of the Essex 
County Board of Trade.’’

Plans for Observance of Lincoln Centennial 
Anniversary. 


A joint committee from Preston Post and 
W. R. C. and the Lyceum committee of the 
Baptist church, held a meeting in G. A. R. 
hall on Monday evening to consider plans for 
the observance of the centennial anniversary of 
Lincoln’s birth. 

A centenary service in honor of Lincoln 
will be held in the Baptist church on Sunday 
evening, Feb. 7. . Preston Post, the W. R. 
C. and also the fire companies will attend in a 
body. 

‘The committee discussed a number of plans 
for Feb. 12, but decided to use the program 
issued by the National G. A. R. as a basis 
and follow it as closely as possible. 

There will be a public meeting on Feb. 12 
in the evening at the school hall. The pro- 
gram will include singing, prayer, the Gettys- 
burg Address, and an address by some_ public 
speaker of the G. A. R. The program will 
be printed in full when all the arrangements 
have been completed. 

To carry out this program successfully and 
ina manner befitting so great an occasion 
funds will be needed by the committee, and as 
plans develop an appeal to the public will 
probably be made. 


Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost of the Baptist 
church, Manchester, will preach here Sunday 
morning in exchange with Rev. Mr. Pond. 
His theme will be “‘ He That Overcometh.’’ 
Mr. Frost has been at Manchester but a few 
months and he is having remarkable success, 
some 15 or 20 persons uniting with the church 
during his-brief labor there thus far.

MAYOR TROWT’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


I desire, on this special occasion, to 
express my gratitude to my Fellow 
Citizens who have so highly honored 
me and for the confidence which they 
have reposed in me, and it shall be my 
greatest effort to still further merit it. 
I shall spare no energy and will devote 
my time and ability to the affairs of 
Beverly and with the help and assist- 
ance of you Gentlemen: will so con- 
duct municipal affairs that it will 
bring credit upon ourselves and a 
benefit to our citizens. 

Gentlemen: upon you largely rests 
the responsibility. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

This Department is in good condi- 

tion; that there is only a very small 


uncollected balance due for water rates 
is to be commended. No extraordinary 


outlay is contemplated the coming 
year. 

PARKS. 
I believe it advisable to procure land 
fOr aol purposes whenever the 


financial condition of our City war- 
rants. I do not believe our financial 
condition will permit the purchase of 
further land for Park purposes this 
year. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


The City has already committed it- 
self, by accepting the “Plays~ound Act” 
provisions of which are mandatory 
and must be complied with. 

I am informed that if the City will 
provide the small amount of additional 
land required, there seems to be no 
Playground at Beverly Farms will be 
undertaken by some of the Perman- 
ent and Summer Residents. In this 
way the cost to the city will be small 
and insignificant, compared to the 
amount contributed by the Citizens. 


GYPSY MOTHS. 


An increased burden has been placed 
upon the City by the presence of 
Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths. This 
burden would be practically unbear- 
able, were it not for the generous con- 
tributions to this special work, by our 
Summer Residents, and I _ heartily 
recommend the appropriation of such 
sums as may be necessary from time 
to time for the extermination of these 
pests. 


POLICE. 


This Department has been the source 
of considerable criticism, whether war- 
ranted by facts or not, I am at this 
time unable to say. At the first op- 
portunity I shall give this Department 
my attention and it may be the sub- 
ject of further communication to you. 

The equipment is all that can 
reasonably be expected, with the ex- 
ception that I would recommend, in 
order to apprehend violators cf speed 
laws operating Automobiles, that three 
or more Motor Cycles be provided to be 
used by officers specially detailed for 
this purpose. 


STREETS. 
The subject of Streets is one which 
should have our greatest considera- 


Se 


tion. We are perhaps unfortunate in 
having such a larze wileage, which in 
itself calls for a great expense, even 
for maintenance. Orders for the ac- 
ceptance of additional streets are con- 
tinually introduced in our City Council, 
and it is of the utmost importance that 
in the future we shall carefully con- 
sider the merits of such orders before 
adopting them, as well as a strict con- 
formance to the City Ordinance. 

There is nothing that adds to the 
beauty of a City or Town, so much as 
good streets; well shad7:d and well 
cared for. A new factor in the ad- 
ditional expense of maintaining Streets, 
is the Automobile; brought about in a 
large measure by over-speeding. To 
remedy as far as may be, this evil; I 
have recommended that the Police De- 
partment be provided y ith three or 
more Motor Cycles; in order that this 
abuse may be restrained as far as 
possible. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


This Department continues to be one 
of the most efficient in the City, well 
and economically managed, with an 
excellent equipment. 

Too much cannot be said in praise 
of this Department,, the efficiency of 
which in a large measure, is due to the 
long experience and excellent judg- 
ment of the late Chief Levi K. Goodhue, 
whose death was a great loss to the 
city. 


; 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


The Public Schools should receive 
our most careful and earnest thought. 
We should do al] in our power to aid 
and support the endeavors of the 
School Committee towards an econo- 
mical and efficient administration. 

The accommodations for the Chil- 
dren of the City, would be ample, if 
available; but the increase in popula- 
tion has caused a conjestion in the 
Ryal Side and Washington Districts, 
which will have to be provided for im- 
mediately. 

All of our School Buildings are in 
excellent condition with the exception 
of that in the Washington District. 
Owing to its sanitary condition, as 
well as the heating facilities, it seems 
very necessary that some action should 
be taken along the line of improving 
accommodations in this District. 

To these matters I ask your 
earliest attention. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Public Library is an important 
factor in our community. A Com- 
mittee on the part of the City Council 
has already reported, and the matter 
of a site for a building referred to this 
City Government; recommending that 
we give the same our earliest consid- 
eration: to which report I invite your 
attention.

SEWERS. 


All of the densely populated portions 
of the City having been provided for, 
in view of our financial condition; it 
would seem that the construction of 
additional Sewers should be deferred 
until there is more urgent demand for 
them. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE. 


POOR DEPARTMENT. 


Having made a carefu] inspection, I 
find the equipment for the accommoda- 
tion of the poor of the City is in fine 
condition; management efficient and 
there does not seem to be any neces- 
sity for extra appropriations during 
the present year. 


BEVERLY HOSPITAL. 


During the past year a well 
equipped forty bed modern Hospital 
has been constructed, known as the 
“Beverly Hospital’. It is a source of 
congratulations to know that we have 
such an Institution in our midst. 

In my opinion the time has come, 
when the present City Charter should 
be revised, (and to that end I would 
recommend, the appointment of a 
Committee of the City Council to con- 
sider the subject.) 


FINANCE. 


As our City Charter provides that 
the Financial year shall begin the first 
day of January, thus preventing the 
closing of accounts earlier than De- 
cember 31, of the preceeding year; I 
therefore refer you to the reports of 
the several Boards, yet to be filed, for 
such detailed information as you may 
require, concerning the several De- 
partments. 

From the City Treasurer, I learn 
that the gross bonded debt of the City, 


December 31, 1908, is...... $1,992,500.00 
Less Sinking Funds, Esti-

Total net debt, Estimated, $1,228,500.00 


I wish to state to you, that we have 
to meet this year several extraordinary 
expenditures, such as Kernwood Bridge, 
about $22,000.00; loss in corporation 
tax, under new State Law, at least 


$25,000.00; increased School accommo- 
dations and Gypsy Moth Extermina- 
tion. 


The amount of uncollected taxes 
January 1, 1909, was,—$160,009.92. 

Investigation shows that this is due 
to some considerable extent, to the 
fact that the clerical equipment of the 
Assessors Office, is inadequate. It is 
a false idea of economy, to suggest 
even for one moment that tax bills 
should not be sent for collection at the 
earliest possible date. It is a_ fact 
that the tax bills of our City are sent 
out at a later date than almost any 
other City in the Commonwealth. In 
my opinion the remedy can be applied 
in but one manner, namely: by the 
employment of such additional clerical 
help in the Assessors Department as 
may be necessary. 

In view of the fact, that our tax rate 
is now $17.40 per thousand, an increase 
of $3.00 per thousand over 1907, it is 
very desirable that the rate this year 
shall not exceed that of 1908 and if 
possible that a reduction may take 
place. I bring this fact to your atten- 
tion for the special reason that many 
people who might otherwise become 
Tax Payers, do not, on account of our 
fluctuating rate; with the comment, 
when solicited, that they do not pro- 
pose to become citizens in any place

MANCHESTER GENEROUS SPIRITED. 


So Considered by Officials of Other Towns and Cities of the County. 


Manchester has the reputation of be- 
-ing one of the wealthiest towns in the 
state. [he tax is lower than all but a 
few towns, and more is spent here than 
in most any other town, in proportion to 
its size, in the line of improvements, for 
streets, schools, etc. 

It is this very excellent condition of 
affairs that leads Manchester’s officials to 
display such generous spirits presumably 
when a question arises as to how much 
Manchester shall ‘‘antiup’’ in such 
cases as the Gloucester “Cut Bridge,’’ 
when the various towns chipped in to 
help pay the bills. 

This question of apportionment of the 
above referred to Cut bridge, and the 


fact that Manchester was called upon by 
the county commissioners to pay such a 
large proportion of the levy has been the 
cause of more or less comment. It was 
talked of in town meeting recently, but 
nobody could answer the question as to 
why Manchester should pay so much. 

There has been a story around recent- 
ly as to the whys and wherefores of the 
thing and the Breeze presents the story 
in as concise a form as it can. 

It seems that the county commission- 
ers gave a hearing on the apportionment 
of the cost and Manchester the same as 
the other towns was asked to be repre- 
sented at the hearing. ne member of 
the board of selectmen was delegated by 


the board to attend the bea 

The story goes that in making up the 
figures as a matter of estimate in his 
own mind City Engineer Webber of 
Gloucester put Manchester down for 
$4000, but he afterwards changed this to 
$3800, thinking that Manchester would 
kick on any such figure. 

Mr. Webber and one of the county 
commissioners were the first to arrive at 
the hearing that morning and they were 
talking the thing over and the commis- 
sioner, not knowing then what Mr. 
Webber had thought personally Man- 
chester should pay, put Manchester down 
for $3500. But this was his own 
opinion, not the board’s 

Pretty soon in walked Manchester’s 
selectman. 

‘* Well,’’ spoke up one of the two, 

“we have decided off hand what you 
people ought to pay down there at Man- 
chester toward this bridge, now what do 
you think? How much do you say 
Manchester ought to be apportioned?’’ 

“I think Manchester should not be 
called upon to pay one cent more than 
$0000,’’ is said to have been the reply, 

““ six thousand dollars.’’ 

The others were greatly pleased to 
think Manchester should be so generous. 
They had placed Manchester down for 
$3800 and $3500 respectively, and now 
Manchester’s representative at the hear- 
ing was willing to double the figure -and 
give $0000. 

Well, anyway, when the hearing was 
held and the apportionment was finally 
made Manchester was  “‘ chaulked 
down’’ for $5400. 

The editor called one of the commis- 
sioners on the phone the other day to 
ask him about the story. He said he 
wasn’t in any position to make a sstate- 
ment and advised us to see somebody 
else. He wouldn’t affirm nor deny it. 


Boston & Maine vs. Moth Pest. 

The Boston & Maine railroad com- 
pany is reported to have begun a cam- 
paign against the browntail moth pest. 
The company is to fight the pest along 
the whole line and it not to confine itself 
to the vicinity of stations. 

Work by the section crews is well in 
hand on the eastern division east of 
Portsmouth and the men are finding 
more of the nests than in previous years.

THE INVESTMENT OF A LIFE. 


Subject of Sermon by T. L. Frost at Uuion 
Service Last Sunday Evening. 

The subject of Rev. Theodore Ly- 
man Frost’s sermon delivered at the 
union service held at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, Sunday evening 
was the ‘‘Investment of a Life.’’ He 
took for his text 1 Tim. 4:8,—‘‘ For 
godliness is profitable for all things hav- 
ing promise of the life that now is and 
of the life that is to come.’’ He said 
in part: 

‘The problem of investment is more 
and more difficult. Not only is it hard 
to know how to invest money (provided 
you have any), but it is almost as hard 
to know how to invest all the activities 
of our lives, bodily and spiritual. 

‘“ There are certain inquiries an inves- 
tor should make. The first oneis: Is the 
investment safe? Some stock is watered 
and you run a risk if you invest in it. 
Some companies promise rates of inter- 
est too high to be safe. Some so-called 
investments are frauds. Others have 
small capital, small surplus and uncertain 
dividends. Some banks have bad men 
on their investment committees. 

“The second question an investor 
should ask is: Is the investment profit- 
able? What will be the return on what 
I invest? A man has aright to expect 
an adequate return from what he invests. 
Every man should be a laboring man. 
Every laboring man should receive not 
only enough to support his wife and little 
ones but should be able to have some of 
the luxuries of life. Some who are in 
positions of power and influence are 
unwilling that others receive an adequate 
compensation for their toil. “The labor- 
ing man should have social justice. 

““T should like to consider with you 
godliness as an investment. Paul was a 
pretty shrewd man, and he speaks of 
godliness as being profitable.’’ 


Mr. Frost defined godliness as a 
life laid out according to God's 
will, living according to the will 


of Jesus Christ. He then asked several 
questions: 
1. “‘Is it safe? Is God safe? It is 


foolish for us to ask such a question. 
The one who is guiding the affairs of

this universe can be trusted. 

2. ““Isit profitable? Yes it is profitable 
for all things: this life and the one which 
isto come. It enriches earthly things, 
and is also prophetic of the glory of the 
heavenly. Menare willing to believe 
that religion is a good thing to die by. 
‘They would be unwilling, even the most 
godless of them, to have their bodies 
consigned to the grave without any 
funeral, just as if a funeral service and 
made-to-order funeral sermon would 
alter God’s judment of a misspent life. 
Religion, however, is good to live by. 
It lays hold of a man’s whole nature; 
purifies the body; illumines and _ sancti- 
fies the intellect; strengthens the will; 
penetrates business, amusements, social 
intercourse and private devotion. 

3. ‘‘Does it make a man less happy? 
Many make a mistake by thinking that 
godliness requires a long face. It is 
just the other way. It makes a man 
capable of enjoying life all the more, 
and when the temptations and the trials 
and sorrow roll in upon the soul they 
cannot deprive the true Christian of joy 
and peace. His life is hid with Christ 
in God. 

4. ** Godliness compared with ascet- 
icism. The godly life is not the ascetic life. 
He who is most godly seeks to invest his 
life in the lives of his fellow men. 
Christ was no monk, no ascetic. He 
came eating and drinking. Men called 
Him a glutton and a wine-bibber, but He 
was neither. We should seek to elimin- 
ate from our lives only what would de- 
base our own lives and exert an evil in- 
fluence on others. 

5. ‘“When should a life invest in god- 
liness? ‘The time for a life to invest in 
godliness is as a child. Then the life 
starts abreast of every advantage with the 
possibility of making the most possible 
out of life. The ten most important 
years in the life of an individual are from 
six to sixteen. Possibly the larger part 
of these who pass twenty-one irreligious, 
never get converted at all. 

Christ has said that except we be- 
come as little children we can in 
nowise enter the kingdom of heaven. 
Let us not expect too much of the chil- 
dren. We must not expect them to be 
perfect. We must not require of them 
a higher standard of life than we are 
willing to set before them. If the chil- 
dren go wrong, the parents and older 
Christians are largely to blame. 

“It would be wise for us to invest 
our lives in Christ now, for godliness is 
profitable for all things, having promises 
of the life that now is and of the life that 
isto come. After we have walked with 
Christ the dusty dirty streets of life in- 
troducing him to our relatives and 
friends, then at last we shall see the 
streets of the new Jerusalem and walk 
with Him the streets of gold and enjoy 
His blessed smile and presence.’’ 
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Lincoln’s Birthday—Feb. 12-—may be 
observed in Manchester by special patri- 
otic exercises in the Town hall on that 
night under the auspices of the W. R. 
C. Recognition is being given to the 
day generally. At Beverly Farms an 
elaborate program is being arranged. 


At the meeting of the Manchester 
Launch club held at the rooms of the 
Winthrop club Monday evening to con-

Some of our readers may not know of 
the rights which they have on the ponds 
and lakes in this section, especially those 
in the vicinity of Chebacco lake, in the 
woods back of Manchester. A number 
of persons that we know about have ex- 
perienced being driven off one of the 
ponds in particular and not being allowed 
to fish or skate or anything else. One 
Manchester young man, however, knew 
his rights and maintained them. Now 
Coy’s pond is considered the finest pond 
of the lot for pickerel fishing. It be- 
longs to the state and therefore anybody 
and eve.ybody has equal rights in it. A 
few weeks ago Forster Tenney and his 
father went to the pond to fish. They 
set their traps in the section of the pond 
near Princemere, the home of Frederick 
H. Prince. “They had hardly started 
when they had orders to leave there and 
go to some other pait of the pond, and 
when one of the employes failed to route 
them another tried, but the Manchester 
men knewtheir rights. A few days after- 
ward Forster Tenney went to the pond 
alone and fished in the same location. 
This time he had an encounter with Mr. 
Prince, he says, after the employes failed 
to drive him away. Among other things 
Mr. Tenney claims Mr. Prince did was 
to break up his traps set for the pickerel 
and throw his axe into the pond through 
one of the holes. Mr. Tenney took 
the matter up with a Boston lawyer and 
afew days ago he received a_ check 
through Mr. Prince’s attorney in settle- 
ment.

THE FIRST WOMAN. 


Subject of Rev. Theodore L. Frost's Sermon 
Sunday Evening at the Baptist Church, 
Manchester. 


‘*So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created he 
him; male and female created he them.’’ 
Gen. 1°27; 

Rev. Theodore Lyman Frost preached 
on the above topic at the Baptist church, 
Manchester, last Sunday evening. Fol- 
lowing are a few excerpts from his 
sermon: 

‘* Two Sunday nights ago, we con- 
sidered the subject of the first man. We 
saw his creation, his environments, his 
possibilities, and how he failed because 
he disobeyed God. 

‘“Our theme tonight is 
woman. Inthe first place, notice her 
creation. Adam was created pure and 
innocent within the beautiful garden, far 
more splendid than any palaces of today, 
where the animals were very docile and 
followed and loved their master. Even 
in the garden of paradise there was some- 
thing lacking because there was no 
woman. God saw the need and in the 
interest of man he went to work to sat- 
isfy the need. 

““ Now when we study the first two 
chapters of Genesis, we find two ac- 
counts of the creation of man and 
woman. ‘Male and female created he 
them.’ ‘Then it speaks about the rib in 
the second chapter. I believe that God 
created woman as well as man in his 
own image. How did he do it? He 
took the dust of the earth, which might 
have been organic dust, and out of the 
dust he made woman. Someone says 
“How about the rib?’ We will not pay 
any attention now to this but speak of it 
later. 

‘“T want you to understand _ that 
woman is just as much created in the 
image of God. and is just as) much a 
divine creation as man is. She isa soul, 
a personality, and a being of tremendous 
importance in this world. 

‘“ Notice in the second place her con- 
dition. She is childlike, but not childish. 

“She was sensible, and perhaps a 
litle more so than man. She had a 
marvelous possibility and a wonderful 
mind, and was capable of becoming a 
full grown woman intellectually as well 
as physically. She is by no means infe- 
riorto man. She was created as a com- 
panion and help-mate to man. 

‘* Notice in the third place man’s first 
dream in paradise. Now for the rib 
story. How can man have the same 
number of ribs on both sides if God took 


the first 
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one to make woman? As we read, it 
says that God caused a deep sleep to 
come upon man, and as he slept God 
took a rib and formed woman. Now 
the word sleep probably means a vision, 
_--a sleep in which man has a vision. 
The word used for ‘ deep sleep’ means 
in Job 4:13, a vision. Now if it means 
‘vision’ in Genesis how. does that affect 
the exposition? It means that Adam 
fell asleep, and as he slept he had a 
vision, one of the most beautiful ones. 
It seemed that God took one of his ribs 
and fashioned woman, a beautiful creat- 
ure. Then the vision ceases, and Adam 
opens his eyes on the reality, for God 
brings woman unto him. ‘This was the 
first marriage. 

‘* Notice in the fourth place woman’s 
charter of liberty. She receives her first 
charter way back in the garden of para- 
dise. How many women have their 
liberty? How many husbands treat their 
wives as they should be treated? 
Woman was represented as coming from 
man’s side to be his equal, and under his 
arm to be protected by him, and near 
his heart to be beloved. So Adam 
could look upon his wife as one 
equal to him, to share in his sorrows. 


Wherever this dream of Adam, and 
the story of this act of woman's 
creation in the image of God has 


come, there has come liberty for the 
woman. 

““Tf there is a woman who does not 
know Jesus Christ; a woman that has 
never found mercy and forgiveness; a 
woman that has received so much from 
Jesus Christ, and been madein the 
divine image of God, I should think she 
would want to turn to the Saviour and 
give herself up to him. I should think 
the man who appreciates his mother, his 
wife or his sister would want them to 
realize all that can be realized in their 
lives; I should think he would want to 
give up his life tothe Saviour that he 
might better their lives. “In the image 
of God created he them.’ Don’t you 
think that God knew what he was about 
when he wanted man to be pure and 
clean? So, as the Lord speaks to your 
heart, why not let him in?’’

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SENATOR James F. Shaw of Manches- 
ter believes that United States senators 
ought to bechosen by direct choice of 
the people instead of by vote of the Leg- 
islature, and to this end he is one of the 
prime movers in the introduction of a 
bill in the State Senate for a popular 
nomination of senator, to have the ap- 
proval of both branches of the General 
Court, as under the present law. 


AN article will be inserted inthe Town 
Warrant this year incompliance with the 
act passed by the General Court of the 
state last winter “‘to provide for the pro- 
tection of forest or sprout lands from 
fire.’’ The state forester has sent copies 
of this act to the selectmen. It reads: 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: — 

**Secrion 1. In atown which ac- 
cepts the provisions of this act or has ac- 
cepted a corresponding provision of ear- 
lier laws no fires shall be set in the open 
air between the first day of April and the 
first day of December, except by the 
written permission of the forest warden: 
provided, that debris from fields, gardens 
and orchards, or leaves and brush from 
yards may be burned on ploughed fields 


by the owners thereof, their agents or 
lessees, but in every case such fire shall 
be at least two hundred feet distant from 
any forest or sprout lands, and shall be 
properly attended until it is extinguished. 
The forest warden shall cause public 
notice to be given of the provisions of 
this section, and shall enforce the same. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this 
section shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars, or by 
imprisonment for not more than one 
month, or by both such fine and _ impris- 
onment. 


‘“Secrion 2. The provisions of the 
preceding section shall not apply to fires 
which may be set in accordance with re- 
culations and methods approved by the 
superintendent for suppressing the gypsy 
and brown tail moths. 


‘““Secrion 3. The state forester shall 
notify every town in the commonwealth 


_of the passage of this act by sending at 


least three printed copies thereof to the 
town clerk, who shall post the same in 
conspicuous places. 


‘*Secrion 4. The state forester and 
forest warden may arrest without a war- 
rant any persons found in the act of set- 
ting a fire in violation of any provision of 
this act. 


“Secrion 5. The selectmen of 
every town shall cause this act to be sub- 
mitted to the voters for their acceptance 
at the next annual meeting of the town 
after the passage of thisact. The vote 
shall be taken by separate ballot, and 
shall be “Yes’ or ‘No’ in answer to 
the following question printed upon the 
ballot: ‘Shall an act passed by the gen- 
eral court in the year nineteen hundred 
and eight, entitled ‘“ An Act to provide 
for the protection of forest or sprout 
lands from fire’’ be accepted by this 
town?’ A majority vote of the legal 
voters present and voting at such meet- 
ing shall be required for the acceptance 
of this act; and upon such acceptance 
the provisions of section twenty-four of 
chapter thirty-two of the Revised Laws 
shall cease to apply to any town which 
has previously accepted that section.’’ 


To Visit Parent Towns. 


The board of directors of the Essex 
Institute have voted a three months’ 
leave of absence to Secretary George 
Francis Dow. The secretary will this 
summer make a trip to England, France, 
Germany and possibly to St. Petersburg. 
He will endeavor to visit the parent 
towns of Essex county, such as Man- 
chester, Gloucester, Beverly, Lynn, Sa- 
lem, and other places, and he will in- 
spect public libraries and museums.

Forestry the Subject. 


Prof. Frank W. Rane, state forester 
of Massachusetts, was the speaker before 
the Manchester Woman’s club Tues- 
day afternoon.

He spoke of the necessity of 
systematizing the work already taken up 
for the conservation of our forests. 
Years ago the farmers sold their land 
outright to lumbermen for the wood 
there was uponit. If this were kept up 
it would deplete our forests, but if the 
thing were systematized, new _ trees 
planted, and looked after and not burn 
over the old stumpage land our forests 
would be growing all the time and it 
would be a matter of a few years, com- 
paritively, when a new forest would be 
in the place of that cut off. 

For the purpose of restoring these 
waste lands the state forester now has 
$10,000 a'year. Hundreds of thousands 
of trees are being planted. Last year 
there were nearly 700,000 trees set out 
in Mass. alone. Over a million will be 
planted the present year.

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Mr. and Mrs, Mead Back to Boston after their Terrible Experience and For- 
tunate Rescue from Ocean Disaster. 


Everybody has been reading with deep 
interest the past week of the terrible 
ocean disaster early last Saturday morn- 
ing when the Italian liner Florida crashed 
into the big liner Republic of the White 
Star Line, and the fortunate rescue 
largely through the use of the Marconi 
wireless system, of the passengers on both 
ships. 

Added interest was given the dis- 
aster locally, from the fact that 
two well known Manchester people, 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert W. Mead, were 
passengers on the Republic, and had left 
home only a few days before for an_ ex- 
tended trip to Europe. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mead are now back to 
Boston and are wee at the Parker 
House, where they will be glad to see 
any of thei Manchester friends at any 
time. They will be there for several 
weeks, though they will undoubtedly sail 
for Blicope again a little later. 

Bereft of all their belongings, except 
parts of their wearing apparel, and their 
money, which was in the shape of 
American Express order checks, Mr. 
and Mrs. Mead arrived in New: York 
just before noon Monday, where they 
were met by George S. Sinnicks, who 
with Mrs. Sinnicks had seen them off on 
Friday afternoon. They came on to 
Boston Monday night. 

Tuesday the editor cf the Breeze 
called at the Parker House and Mr. 
Mead related his experiences. We pre- 
sent the interview substantially as told by 
Mr. Mead, minus some of the most 
harrowing details, and  unpleasantries 
while on the Italian liner. Mr. Mead 
said: 

‘“We were in our berths when the 
collision took place, but not asleep. 

“A little before 4 0 clock, finding the 
room rather stuffy, I got up and_ partly 
opened the door for ventilation. I was 
fully awake at the time of the accident. 
We heard whistling from our vessel and 
from some otber vessel nearby for some 
moments before it occurred. 

“As I heard those other whistles 
growing nearer and nearer I realized 
that the ship was in danger, but I did 
not say anything. Suddenly the whistle 
sounded again right outside the port hole, 
as it seemed. ‘Then there was a crash 
just astern of us. We were in state- 
room No. 78, only four rooms forward 
of the rooms where the Florida’s bow 
struck us. 


“There was a grinding as if the en- 
tire ship were crumbling. She listed 
and heeled far over from the shock. 
We crawled out of our berths and turned 
on the electric light. I cried to my wife 
to hurry and make ready to go on deck. 
We said very little, but we both had the 
thought that the vessel might go down 
before we could reach the open air. 
My wife put on her waist and my_bath- 
robe, which was handy. I put on my 
shoes and stockings and climbed into my 
Coat and trousers. 

‘‘Even as we were doing so the elec- 
tric light suddenly flickered and then 
went out, telling us that the engines 
were out of commission. We threw 
open the door then and looked into the 
corridor. It was dark everywhere, but 
there was a sound of people rushing to- 

ward the companionways. There was 
little other noise and no outcry. The 
people behaved themselves quietly. 

“‘T told my wife to take hold of my 
hand and hang on for dear life; then [ 
started to find the way above decks. 
We were on an-upper deck and _ better 
suited than many of the passengers for 
escape. A stewand, it must have been, 
posted in the hall, directed us ‘This way 
out,’ and pushed me by the shoulder, as 
it was too dark to see. Soon we were 
on deck, huddled together with hun- 
dreds of our fellow-passengers, shivering 
and ill dressed, but orderly in their be- 
havior and showing perfect self com- 
mand. 

“Tt seemed as if we must stand there 
helpless an endless time. We did not 
know at what moment the ship might go 
down. ‘The hours that followed were 
perhaps the most trying of the whole ex- 
perience. Cold and wet added to. our 
distress. 
‘“The officers and crew were all at 
their posts doing excellent work. The 
captain prepared the boats and had it an- 
nounced that the ship was not yet sink- 
ing, and that the boats would be filled 
when necessary from the gangway on 
the port side and from the davits on the 
starboard. 

‘“‘T asked an officer whether there 
would be time for me to get down to 
my stateroom and pick up a few of our 
things. We were too thinly clad to 
stand the weather. Hetold me that [ 
must go down at my own risk. 

“Nevertheless, I determined to go. 
It was possible to see vaguely about the

panionways were clear now; all were on 
deck. 

“But in the corridor I found one of 
the stewardesses, perfectly calm. She 
asked the number of my room and 
brought me there, then she helped me 
to bundle what I could into a big steam- 
ershawl. Suddenly she was called away. 

‘©The physicians wanted her to at- 
tend a woman who had been injured in 
a room just aft. I, making a sack of 
my steamer shawl, carried up my wife’s 
skirt and petticoat, her handbag contain- 
ing her jewelry, etc., her cloak and our 
travelers’ money orders for $2500. 

““T found her again and held up the 
steamer shawl to shelter her from the 
wind and to hide her while she put on 
the garments. Soon afterward we were 
told that stewards would serve hot coffee 
to all hands. Sure enough, they had 
been preparing it down on the galley. 

“Tt came up piping hot, and there was 
enough for everybody. “The officers and 
men alike, the whole ship’s company, 
behaved heroically and devoted them- 
selves to the passengers with never a 
thought of themselves and their own risk. 

“Coon afterward, as it seemed—I do 
not know just when the Florida appeared 
—-little by little we were taken off. I saw 
no disorder among the first-class passen- 
gers and no fight to get to the boats, what- 
ever the steerage passengers might have 
done. 

“‘Women and children first was the 
rule, and I had to see Mrs. Mead go off 
in a deeply laden rowboat and then wait 
six hours before I knew what had become 
of her. Mrs. Mead was the second wo- 
man to get into the first boat. All the 
men had to suffer the same experience. 
It was worse for her, whe left me be- 
hind and did not know until six hours 
later whether I would be able to leave 
the sinking ship in time. 

**On the Florida they hurried us in, 
immigrants and first-class all alike. The 
food was coarse, though there was plenty 
of it. It was uncomfortable, and we 
were scarcely less anxious than we had 
been aboard the vessel we had abandoned. 

‘‘The Florida’s bow was all stove in 
and she was down by the head. We 
feared that she would sink before the 
night. 

‘* There was a good deal of disorder 
among the steerage passengers, and there 
were over 1600 of us on board. 

*“That evening the Baltic came up 
and we were transferred again, this time 
less comfortably than before. There 
was a rough scramble, and the immi- 
grants fought hard to get off. Again my 
wife left some hours before me, and we 
were separated. [I was knocked down 
in a fight with an immigrant while | was

‘©T do not mean every one should 
marry. A good many men are such brutes, 
such tyrants and so debased that no 
woman ought to be permitted to live 
with them. Some women are so cross- 
erained, so cranky and disagreeable that 
no man ought to live with such beings. 

“*Notice in the third place the con- 
dition. It was a condition of equality. 
There are men that are living not very 
far off who believe that woman is a con- 
venience, like an easy chair. They be- 
lieve she is like a slave and was only 
made to work. They think her work is 
a work of inferior quality. Is that so? 
Would that God would place that man 
in the woman’s place for a_ week! 
Would he not be glad to get back again? 
Man’s lot is often very much easier and 
softer than the woman’s. In Eden man 
stood beside his equal. Woman was 
his equal intellectually as well as  spirit- 
ually. It was also a condition of con- 
fidence and trust. Young people often 
get married and then get jealous. They 
begin to have secrets and keep them 
from each other. Shame on the man 
who cannot talk to his wife. 

‘Tt was also a condition of mutual 
helpfulness. God pity the woman. that 
is tied up to a man that is too lazy to do 
anything for her. Adam was not lazy. 
He stood by Eve and they helped each 
other. The motto of Eden could well 
have been: *Not to minister unto but 
to minister.’ Then it was a condition 
of spiritual strength. What is more 
beautiful than to:'see husband and wife 
united spiritually? What asad sight it 
is to see one with religion and the other 
without! Many a husband could make 
a Heaven on earth if he would only join 
his wife as a Christian. Perhaps it is 
the other way. If the woman would 
only accept Christ, she could make her 
home a heavenly resting place. “The 
time to reform the husband is before 
marrying. 1 don’t believe that happiness 
can come into any home that 1ts_ spirit- 
ually divided. Both Adam and Eve 
were spiritual and of the same mind, and 
both worshipped God.

tric car line? 


Ir is said that a petition from the citi- 
zens of the Cove will be presented for 
the insertion of an article in the annual 
warrant calling for the re-opening of the 
old road between Manchester Cove and 
Manchester. Presumably, if this is so, 
it will be in the particular interests of a 
citizen who has recently built a house 
off this road. We question whether the 
county commissioners would open up this 


road again. The road is part of the 
old county road running between Salem 
and Gloucester and was practically dis- 
carded over 100 years ago, when the 
present road, by the Dana property was 
opened up. It is a question, too, 
whether the railroad commissioners 
would permit a grade crossing at this 
point. 
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James Beaton of Manchester * brought 
into the office a few days ago a copy of 
the Essex Register (Salem) of April 19, 
1830, which has been in the possession 
of his sister at Gloucester for some years. 

Aside from the usual interest attached 
to an old paper in point of age, etc., this 
particular issue has an advertisement, 
which calls to mind the fact ‘that Man- 
chester was at one time the home of the 
manufactory of fire engines. Following 
is the advertisement referred to: 

‘‘Fire Encines.—For Sale, by the sub- 

scriber in Manchester, on the most reas- 

onable terms, two fire engines, with cop- 
per tubs capable of containing 125 gallons, 
and cast iron water ways, built in the best 
manner, and handsomely ornamented. 

They are constructed on the principle of 

the Boston built engines. Persons wish- 

ing to purchase, are invited to call and ex- 
amine these engines. 
‘EBENEZER TAPPAN, JR.,”” 

‘Manchester, March 29, 1830.’’ 

According to Lamson’s History of 
Manchester Col. Eben Tappan began 
building fire engines in 1826 ‘‘ without 
a previous knowledge of foundry work 
or special instruction in mechanics.’’ 
In 1832 he built the ‘‘ Torrent’’ a suc- 
tion engine, which was used in the great 
fire of 1836, and was afterward bought 
by the town. ‘‘ This engine did good 
service until laid up in ordinary, in 1885, 
a period of 53 years, a most remarkable 
record.”’ 

The Salem Dat/y Telegraph i June 6, 
1888, in commenting on this subject 
said: 

“The plans were entirely his own 
models and patterns. The village black- 
smith did the iron work under Mr. 
Tappan’s immediate supervision. “The 
brasswork came to Mr. Tappan from a 
Boston foundry in the rough, and Mr. 
Tappan’s own hand finished and fitted 
it. He also did all the work of the 
coppersmith. In short, with the aid 
alone of the blacksmith, to whom refer- 
ence is made above, the engines from 
Mr. Tappan’s hands were the result of 
his own unaided skill and industry.’’ 
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Framingham has led Natick in the in- 
auguration of a custom which should be- 
come a fixture there and in every muni- 
cipality. New Years’s day the teachers 
of the high school held a reception to 
which the parents of the pupils of the 
school were invited. Formalities were 
dispensed with and the two elements 
most important for shaping the careers 
and principles of the children were 
brought close together. “The result of 
an exchange of ideas and the discussion 
of methods looking toward a better un 
derstanding cannot fail to be for the 
greater cooperation of parents and teach 
ers. The innovation is a commendable 
one and should be adopted in Natick. 
The Natick Review.

One of the wittiest and most delight- 
ful addresses ever given in the Village 
church was enjoyed by those who were 
present in the storm last Sunday evening. 
Stanton H. King of the Sailors’ Haven, 
Charlestown, spoke on “‘ Sailors and the 
Sea’ and began with the account of how 
he himself became one of the brother- 
hood. Being one of 28 children, a ver- 
itable race of Kings, forming an appre- 
ciable part of the population of Barba- 
does, he was inspired by the example of 
his brothers and half-brothers to hoist 
anchor and set sail while still a boy of 
13. He followed the sea for 12 years, 
spending part of that time in the United 
States navy. He learnt by bitter experi- 
ence the sailors’ need of good friends 
when ashore. He does not believe in 
rescue missions for sailors any more 
than in rescue missions for ministers or 
lawyers. What a sailor wants when 
ashore is a home and a friend. He 
wants the society of good women who 
will remind him of his sisters and his 
mother and the old days of his early 
youth. The Sailors’ Haven in Charles- 
town is crowded nightly with men from 


ships. They smoke there. They play 
billiards and pool andcards. “They have 
concerts and dances. Some of the 


noblest women in Boston are on Mr. 
King’s staff of volunteer workers. The 
bar-rooms on that street have lost their 
patronage and gone away. A $50,000 
building has been erected and dedicated 
to the work. Mr. King told this story 
so humorously and with such sincerity 
and human interest that his audience 
hung on his every word going off from 
time to time into roars of laughter. He 
has promised to return in the early spring 
for a second lecture.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE. 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


We must pass over many names in the 
literary history of the latter half of the 
century under notice that are worthy of 
honorable mention. Such are those of 
Watts, of the ‘‘ Psalms and Hymns,’’ 
Butler, the great logician, Berkely, the 
idealist, Collins one of the best of the 
lyric poets, Richardson, the novelist, 
Young of the “‘ Night Thoughts,’? Ak- 
enside, author of ‘‘ The Pleasures of the 
Imagination,’’ and others once read and 
loved whose writings are little more than 
a fading memory; but a few names: that 
are better remembered remain to be 
noticed. Prominent among these, the 
author of the “Elegy written in a 
Country Church-yard’’ has perhaps the 
highest place. 

Thomas Gray was born in London of 
good parentage, and had the advantages 
of wealth and education. After his col- 
lege course at Cambridge, he made a 
tour of two years through France and 
Italy in company with Walpole, one of 
the most accomplished men of his age. 
Gray took up his residence at the uni- 
versity, and became one of the most 
studious, critical and fastidious scholars 
of thetime. In all departments of learn- 
ing, except mathematics, he may be said 
to have been a master. He was well 
versed in architecture, botany, painting 
and music, as well as in Greek and 
Roman languages and literature. 

Gray’s writings were not numerous; a> 
moderate sized volume contains all his 
verse; his poems have been called “* the 
quintessence, as it were, of thirty years 
of study and contemplation, irradiated by 
bright and fitful gleams of» inspiration.’’ 
Among his best known poems are_ his 
Ode on a Distant Prospect of Eton 
College, on the Progress of Poesy, and 
the Bard; but above all standsthe Elegy ; 
the poem on which his fame chiefly rests, 
though all his Compositions are marked 
by musical harmony and a high strain of 
sentiment and feeling,—his lyre never 
sounded a harsh or discordant note. 

Gray had the offer of the laureateship 
which he wisely declined; and after- 
wards obtained the position which he 
had much coveted of the modern History 
professorship at Cambridge; with his 
accustomed indolence, however, he de- 
layed commencing to lecture, and before 
he really entered upon his duties at the 
university, he was seized with fatal ill- 
ness which terminated in less than a 
week, July 30, 1771. He was buried 
in the beautiful churchyard of Stoke 


SERMON. 


“‘Before they call I will answer, and while 
they are yet speaking I will hear.’’? Isaiah 
65 5.24 


The above was the text selected by 
Rev. L. H. Ruge for his sermon at the 
Congregational church, Manchester, last 


Sunday evening. His subject was 
Wireless Telegraphy.’’ 

oe . . 

Wireless telegraphy is no new 


thing,’’? said Mr. Ruge. “‘We read of 
itin the Bible. This is a case of incre- 
dulity again kicked into insensibility by a 
fact. Yesterday mien sneered at Mar- 
coni; today they are dumb with the won- 
der of his work. Never sneer at any- 
thing you do not understand in matter or 
morals. Your incredulity in anything 
may simply be amore felicitous name for 
ignorance and stupidity. 

‘“A few years ago the few miles across 
the English Channel was spanned with 
out any visible means of communication. 
And yet if it was told you could span the 
distance between heaven and earth you 
would sneer. 
~ “*So many wonders have been unfold- 
ed in our day and generation that we no 
longer wonder. ‘The wonders of today 
are nothing more than the harmonizing 
of natural and supernatural law. 

“*Results with wireless telegraphy are 
what count. Aerograms that do not re 
sult in answers are no use. Prayers that 
do not result in answers are no use eith 
er. Unless your mind is properly ad- 
justed to the mind of God of course you 
can have nocommunication with him. 

*“We say men loose their head, their 
witsin time of danger. They don’t; 
they find them. Inthe zone of danger 
no one says who is who, who comes 
first, who has the highest rank, most 
money, most learning. The misery of 
the multitude tinds true level; this is 


true philosophy. 

“If there is not a ship that is safe with- 
out wireless telegraphy, there is not a 
soul safe without prayer. Answer was 
the thing that counted with the Republic. 
What good is there in prayer unless you 
get an answer! You say you have no 
power in prayer. Neither did Binns 
have power foratime. Did he say, ‘it 
is no use, I have no power, I cannot 
send a message!’ No, he just hitched a 
battery to his apparatus and went on 
praying for help. 

“It is the answer that demonstrates 
the fact of communication with God. 
If you can’t get an answer to your prayer, 
just hitch this old Bible battery to your 


soul. Attach a scriptural appeal to your 
dumb lips. No power for prayer like 
this. 


‘“The ether waves of the Baltic were 
fine, but the ether waves of the Bible 
are finer. ‘The ethe: waves of the 
Baltic reached over a hundred miles, but 
the ether waves of the Bible reach from 
earth to heaven When the soul is in 
peril it gives the dumb lips a wide range 
of words and gives eloquence to men of 
dull speech. Those wireless instru- 
ments on the Republic sang a sweeter 
song inthe ears of the passengers than 
they will, perhaps, ever hear again. 

“Air sparks above and submarine bells 
below for souls as well as for ships is 
what we need. 

“‘Sometimes our prayers and answers 
are like tangled up. aerograms and we 
get confused. Just close your ears to 
all other messages and pick out God’s 
message. God sends a distinct answer 
to our prayer; untangle it as Binn. 

‘“There is no Ship like the good old 
gospel shin when the soul realizes its 
danger.’’ 


Pogis, supposed with good reason to be 
the scene which inspired the Elegy. 

Gray was a recluse, fond of music, 
books and flowers; he always dressed 
with great nicety, though not like Gold- 
smith a fop; he wrote slowly and _fasti- 
diously, spent long mornings in study and 
nights of feverishness from ill health. 
He was shy and timid, out of keeping 
with much of his age; he has been com- 
pared to a man out of doors in a windy 
night, carefully shielding the light, but 
the light has burned on witha steady 
glow, and is likely to shed its kindly rays 
through many generations of lovers of 


English verse. 

The Elegy was published in 1750, and 
soon ran through eleven editions, and 
has ever since retained its high place 
among the most finished productions of 
poetry. It is not, like the Bard and the 
Progress of Poesy, ‘* vocal to the intelli- 
gent alone;’’ as Johnson said, ‘“‘it 
abounds with images which finda mirror 
in every soul, and with sentiments to 
which every bosom returns an echo.’”’ 

The poem is the result of almost in- 
finite care and pains, receiving many re- 
visions, which form an interesting study.

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Sad Death of Manchester Woman. 
Alarm Given by Invalid Daughter. 

The sad death last Friday afternoon of 
Mrs. Sarah F. Leach, of Manchester, 
as the result of her clothing catching fire 
and burning her to death, was briefly re- 
corded in our last issue. The exact way 
in which the accident occurred will prob- 
ly never be known. ‘The only person 
in the house at the time was Mrs. Ida 
Douglas, Mrs. Leach’s daughter, who 
is an invalid. Mrs. Douglas’ version of 
the affair was as follows: 

After dinner, Mrs. Leach laid down 
on the couch. About two o’clock she 
awoke and opened the draughts in the 
parlor stove, then went out into the 
kitchen and found that the fire was out. 
In afew minutes she came back and 
closed the draughts in the parlor stove. 
This was the last time Mrs. Douglas 
saw her mother. Mrs. Leach then set 
about to build the fire. There was a 
pan of ashes found on the kitchen floor, 
after the accident. Mrs. Leach was 
never known to use kerosene in building 
a fire, but was often known to use sugar. 
A kerosene can was found overturned in 
the dining room but the cover was 
screwed on so tightly that it would have 
been impossible for Mrs. Leach to it off. 

In a short time Mrs. Douglas heard 
her mother scream, ‘My dress is all 
afire.’’ Mrs. Douglas called for her 
mother to come to her, but she did not. 
Mrs. Leach then went into the dining 
room calling for help. Mrs. Douglas 
said she remembered her mother called 
for help four times, after that, Mrs. 
Douglas believes she (Mrs. Douglas) 
fainted, for when she came to her senses 
again the room was full of smoke, and 
she could see flames coming in from the 
bed-room door. Mrs. Douglas seized 
a bottle of smelling salts and threw it at 
the window by her bed. ‘The noise of 
breaking glass attracted the attention of 
John Bates who lived next door, and he 
came running into the house and carried 
Mrs. Douglas into his own home. 
Charles Bigwood, hearing the commo- 
tion, telephoned in the alarm from Mrs. 
Willmonton’s nearby. 

Mrs. Leach was found in front of the 
dining room window lying across her arm 
chair with her hands on the window 
sill. She was horribly burned and as 
soon as an attempt was made to move 
her, the, chair collapsed and the body fell 
to the foor. As Mrs. Leach had heart 
trouble, Mrs. Douglas believes that the 
fright carried her off without much suffer- 
ing.

Thousands of Dollars to be Spent in 
Moth Work on the North Shore 
Again This Spring. 

Col. William D. Sohier of Beverly 
Cove, a member of the Massachusetts 
highway commission, and a man who 
has done more than any other here 
or in this section of Essex county, to 
preserve the glory of the North Shore 
woods from the inroads of the brown tail 
and gypsy moth, is again planning for 
taking up the fight against the moths. 

Thousands and thousands of dollars 
have been raised by Col. Sohier and _ his 
friends among the summer colonists and 
this money has been expended to such 
excellent advantage under state supervis- 
ion, that the ravages of the pests were 


stopped and their destructive work con- 
fined to a comparatively small area. 

Col. Sohier is now planning to raise 
subscriptions among the residents of the 
North Shore. Manchester as a town 
will probably be asked to spend $7,500 
on the condition that at least $22,500 
shall be spent within the borders of the 
town. If Manchester will agree to 
make the contribution, Col. Sohier will 
endeavor to raise the other amount by 
subscription and with his well known 
energy there is but little question but 
what he will succeed. ; 

Thesame proposition will no doubt 
be placed before Beverly. 
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W. Burr of 
Dorchester has introduced a bill in the 
House which provides that: ‘‘ There 
shall be hereafter no assessment of es- 
tates in the city of Boston for the pur- 
pose of paying, in whole or in part, for 
the suppression of the gypsy and brown- 
tail moths, but the said assessment shall 
hereafter be included in the general tax 
of the city.’’ 

The News believes that this legisla- 
tion would be a step in the right direc- 
tion, as it would place upon the entire 
city the responsibility of exterminating 
the moths. ‘The moth is a public pest, 
and the man who happens to own a big 
estate is no more responsible for the ex- 
istence of the pest than the man who 
owns a small estate or is interested sim- 
ply in the streets on the public highways. 

But legislation that would place the 
responsibility for the extermination of the 
moth upon the general tax levy, would 
be even more desirable from the stand- 
pojnt of results than from the standpoint 
of equity. ‘The simple fact is that under 
the present system of responsibility divid- 
ed between property owners—many of 
them of whom are neglectful—and the 
city, which has not done its work any 
too well, the moths will never be exter- 
minated from the city of Boston. In 
fact, it is doubtful if the nuisance would 
even be lessened under the present sys- 
tem. 

Even in the Highland section of West 
Roxbury, where the West Roxbury Citi- 
zens’ Association has done very active 
and effective work, the moths are thriv- 
ing famously. 

The only way to exterminate the 
moths is to have the work done thor- 
oughly and systematically through one 
agency, and then tax the citizens accord- 
ingly. We assumethat Mr. Burr’s bill

The supper this year was prepared 
and planned by a committee of members 
of which Dr. W. H. Tyler was chair- 
man. ‘The other members were Her- 
bert Shaw, James Salter, R. A. Mitch- 
ell, Eric Wetterlow and John D. Mor- 
rison. President Salter presided at the 
after-dinner exercises when an interesting 
entertainment program was carried out. 
This included an address of welcome by 
Mr. Salter, singing by the gathering, re- 
marks, vocal and instrumental selections 
and readings. 

D. L. Bingham, Manchester’s vener- 
able librarian and oldest citizen, was the 
first speaker introduced. Mr. Bingham, 
spoke of his pleasure of being present. 
Thus far, he said, the exercises had been 
eminently satisfactory. He agreed with 
Webster, who said that “‘ The past is 
secured.’’ Mr. Bingham referred to 
his early days as a farmer boy when he 
assisted his father in raising fruit for the 
Boston market, how their farm was in 
the very center of Manchester, and allud- 
ed to the marked change in conditions 
of today. The people didn’t recognize 
the possibilities of farming then, he said. 
He spoke too of the debt we owe to 
Holland for some of the beautiful flow- 
ers and fruit as well as for their kindly 
attitude toward this country in its early 
days asa republic. ‘“The time to be 
happy is now; the place to be happy is 
here, and the way to be happy is to try 
to make others happy,’’ quoted the 
speaker. ‘The best part of religion is in 
benefiting fellow men. He closed his 
remarks by reciting the words of “‘ Abou 
Ben Adhem,’’ by Leigh Hunt. 

Miss Abbie Rust of Gloucester then 
played a violin solo, ‘‘Faust Fantasie,’ 
of Gounod, and Miss Emma Clausen of 
Gloucester gave a_ reading, ‘“Hanibal 
Hawkins.’’ The singing of ‘‘Smarty’’ 
by the company followed. 

Rev. T. L. Frost was then called up- 
on. Mr. Frost told four stories which 
took the crowd by storm. 

Lagory Wade added to his growing 
popularity as a trombone soloist in his 
rendition of ‘‘Sometime,’’? by Von 
Tilzer, and ‘‘ Love Me and the World 
is Mine,’’ by Ball.

the spirit of that royal Book of the Old 
Testament—the Salter. 

He alluded to the fact that the speakers 
were selected. each year from the clergy 
of the town, and that this year the Bill 
Taft of Manchester, ‘‘our genial and 
gentle Dr. Tyler,’’? again waylaid the 
clergy, and the funny part of it was that 
so many people came out on these oc- 
casions and ‘‘paid dollars for the privilege 
of coming to this hall and following the 
rhetorical flights of the sky-pilots of 
Manchester’ when they could hear them 
all day Sunday for nothing 

Fr. Powers illustrated his remarks by 
telling several good stories, but passing 
on to the more serious he said: 

‘* Ladies and gentlemen:—Last year I 
officiated as auditor of the accounts of 
the North Shore Horticltural Society; and 
I found on every page of the books and 
in the disposition of the vouchers evi- 
dences of scrupulous care and conscien- 
tious work on the part of the treasurer, 
the late lamented John Baker. And I 
am moved to utter the loving thought 
that if those accounts were a reflex, as 
we fondly trust they were, of the charac- 
ter of the man who itemized and com- 
piled them, the ledger of John Baker’s 
life, on that depressing and sorrowful day 
two months ago, when it was suddenly 
opened to the scrutiny of the Eternal 
Auditor, must have shown a balance on 
the right side. 

“Death is a lugubrious and fearful 
subject, and its bare mention at this ban- 
quet were a chilling ghost, did it not af- 
ford us the cherished boon of paying 
tribute to the memory of our departed 
treasurer, though, with all its gloom and 
terror, the thought of it is a very safety- 
valve on the throbbing empire of life. 
Nay, it is, in a way, the fulcrum of all 
that is worthy in life; for through it 
comes life. This was true on Mount 
Calvary; and it is none the less true 
throughout Nature’s broad domain. 

‘“You that are in this society for the 
sake of that which it promotes, you that 
delight in graceful frond and fragrant 
b'ossom, you that watch so assiduously 
the development from germ to fruit,— 
you, of all men, must realize, in your 
labor of love, the force of this truth. 
You know that the upspringing of the 
plant through the mold means the death 
of the seed; you know that, in Nature, 
perfection onthe one side demands _ sac- 
rifice on the other. 

‘Sacrifice, my friends, is the law of 
the good life— in the plant, and in our- 
selves. Kill the weeds that sprout up 
unbidden in your souls though the oper- 
ation mean pain to you,— the good 
growths will flourish; cut back your 
passion, and your virtues will bourgeon; 
swab the gypsy-moth of selfishness with 
the creosote of charity, and your tree of 
life will be goodly to behold. 

‘* Ah, ladies and gentlemen, that noble 


essence which we call life rises to its full 
stature in the exhilarating atmosphere of 
charity,—there it sounds the clarion call 
for the sterilizing of selfishness, there | it 
is ever demanding the death of the 
spirit of envy. For this life of ours is 
not a mad rush of purposeless benign; it 
is the training-school for heaven, it is the 
field wherein we must sow for an eter- 
nal reaping. Aye, be our calling in life 
what it may, we are all gardeners of the 
soul, and for every one of us the ulti- 
mate purpose of the soul’s garden is— 
erowth and fruitage for God.’’ : 

The company then sang ‘“‘ Annie 
Laurie,’’ and Miss Rust played another 
solo, ‘° Polish Dance,’’ by Scharwenka, 
and Miss Burnham sang. E. O. Orpet 
of So.

Compressed Air Fire Alarm Whistle 
for Manchester. 


As the time approaches for the com- 
pletion of Manchester’s new water sup- 
ply,—or rather, additional water supply, 
—and the substitution of gas producing 
engines at the pumping station in place 
of the present steam engines, for pump- 
ing the water, the question arises as to 
the changing of the fire alarm whistle 
again. ‘Ihe whistle was located when 
it was first installed, on the Dodge Furni- 
ture Co. mill, but several years ago it 
was moved to the pumping station. 

We understand that the fire commis- 
sioners will recommend the adoption of 
a compressed air whistle to take the place 
of the present system, when the changes 
is made this spring, and that an article 
will be inserted in the town warrant for 
the annual meeting next month. 

From all-we can learn the system is a 
good one, is practical and inexpensive, 
after the initial cost. For the past ten 
years the cost of maintenance of the Le- 
Baron system, in Arlington, did not 
average more than $5 a year. 

The LeBaron compressed air whistle 
is one of the 25 systems in use in New 
England. ‘The whistle installed recent- 
ly at Central Falls, R. I., is operated by 
an electric air compressor of 74 horse 
power. ‘The air of the system is stored 
in three large steel tanks tested to 165 
pounds pressure, and charged at 110 
pounds each. The system has a ca- 
pacity of 160 blasts. It is entirely auto- 
matic in operation, the air being main- 
tained between 95 and{110 lbs. atall times. 
The compression starts to work automa- 
tically when the pressure reaches the 


- minimum of 95 pounds and this is liable 


to happen through loss of air from test 
blows, leakage and alarms. 

‘The system was first installed in 
country in Arlington, 10 years ago, 
there Mr. LeBaron has completed and 
perfected all the details. During that 
time it has worked in a most satisfactory 
manner and the cost of maintenance has

The Town 
of Manchester last year spent only a few 
dollars short of $22,000.00 for the sup- 
port of her schools. This is $49.91 per 
pupil. The average amount raised by 
taxation in the 354 towns and cities of 
Massachusetts for schools per pupil is 
$31.53. It will therefore be seen that 
Manchester ranks high in this respect. 
In fact, there was only one other town 
in the county that stood higher, and that 
was Nahant. Nahant raised $50.84 per 


pupil. In the whole state Manchester 
ranks as No. 8. In 1907 Manchester 
ranked No. 5. The town ranking No. 


1 in the state is Lincoln, which raises 
for school support $65.79, and the smal- 
lest for 1908 was 
Other places surrounding Manchester 
rank as follows: Beverly, No. 32, 
$35.23; Wenham, 24, $37.66; Hamil- 
ton, 65, $30.98; Salem, 81, $29.47; 
Rockport, 189, $22.60; Gloucester, 
220, $21.33; Essex, 248, $20.10. 

Manchester is very fortunate to be so 
‘well fixed’’ that it can surpass every 
other town and city in the whole state, 
except seven, inthe amount of money 
per pupil spent for schools. [tis a bless-

‘THE matter of building a public bath 
house and pavilion at Singing Beach, 
Manchester, will be brought before the 
town meeting next month for action.

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MOTH SUPPRESSION ON THE NORTH SHORE 


Col. Sohier give Some Interesting Figures on the Situation at 
Manchester and Beverly. 


Confer With Beverly Officials. 


A conference on the question of con- 
tinuing the fight against the moth pest 
the coming spring and summer, between 
members of the Beverly city government 
and Col. Wm. D. Sohier and other 
members of the summer colony was 
held last week at Young’s hotel in Bos- 
ton. The plan proposed, so far as 
Beverly is concerned, was that the city 
should appropriate $7,500 this year and 
the state would appropriate $7,500 more 
and Col. Sohier would raise $7,500 
from the summer residents, making $22,- 
000 in all. Last year Beverly raised 
$5000 for this work. 

Our shore land is a valuable asset, 
said Col. Sohier, and if the woods should 
be denuded of the white pine they would 
lose a great deal of their natural beauty. 
The time to do this work is now. The 
pine groves can be protected, for where 
there is no deciduous growth, it has been 
demonstrated that the young ‘caterpillar 
cannot live on the pine alone. 


State Superintendent L. H. Worth- 
ley was introduced by Col. Sohier and in 
a most comprehensive manner told of 
the work which had been done the past 
year. Over 1100 acres were treated 
and excellent work had been done. 
The work was done all along the North 
Shore, in Gloucester, Essex, Manches- 
ter, Wenham and Beverly. Inall about 
$50,000 had been spent and he agreed 
with Mr. Sohier, and would say that if 
that amount had not been spent last 
year it would have taken at least $250,- 
000 this year to have accomplished the 
same results. The North Shore con- 
stitutes the largest contiguous area in the 
state and the most valuable as well. 


He spoke of the parasites.’ “hese in- 
sects had been liberated in large and 
small colonies the past two years and he 
expected excellent results as already num- 
bers of them had been located. 


Some 200,000 have been liberated. 
Small plantings of these colonies have 
been made in several localities on the 
North Shore. He said that Jast year the 
work was somewhat handicapped on ac- 
count of the drougth, it being difficult to 
get water to the sprayers in some locali- 
ties in the woods, but in anormal season 
that would be counteracted. 


Members of the Beverly summer col- 
ony endorsed the good workbeing done 
and expressed their willingness to sub- 
scribe to the fund for carrying on the 
work. Among them were John T. 
Morse, Thomas H. Silsbee, Arthur Sils- 
bee and Col. Cranmore N. Wallace. 


The Conditions in Manchester. 


‘“ The same proposition will be made 
to the Selectmen of Manchester and to 
the town of Manchester,’’ said Col. 
Sohier to the BREEZE man a few days 
ago. ‘A number of the summer resi- 
dents are already much interested in this 
work, and many of them are now spend- 
ing large sums of money in attempting 
to protect their own woods from de- 
struction by gypsy moths. 

“Tn order to make their work of any 
avail, it is necessary for the authorities to 
co-operate and that the various gypsy 
moth colonies which now threaten de- 
struction to all of the woods in Man- 
chester should be thoroughly treated. It 
is of no avail for one owner to clear his 
land if the caterpillars are allowed to de- 
velop upon the land of his neighbor and 
to migrate across as soon as they have 
defoliated the trees upon which they 
hatched out.’’ 


Mr. Worthley explained the condi- 
tions on the North Shore, and the cut 
which is printed herewith is made up 
from a plan made in his office after thor- 
ough scouting in the woods. A glance 
at the map will show that there are col- 
onies spread all along the Manchester 
woods and down to the Gloucester line, 
situated but a short distance back from 
the shore, and that if these colonies are 
not thoroughly cleaned out and cared for 
this year, a very large area of woodland 
will be destroyed, and next year it will be 
impossible with any reasonable amount 
of money, to preserve either the forests 
which add so much to the value of Man- 
chester, or the woods that are immedi- 
ately upon the shore frontage. 


‘© The caterpillars are spread from the 
Beverly to the Gloucester line,’’ said 
Mr. Worthley, ‘‘starting with the 
Hanks colony, so-called, where there are 
about 30 acres that need to be treated. 
There is a small colony of about 30 acres 
a little west of Rrookwood road. ‘The 
piggery colony situated between Brook- 
wood road and Crooked lane, contains 
nearly 300 acres, and it may be neces- 
sary, if there is not enough money avail- 
able to treat this section, to try and iso- 
late this colony by clearing a_ protective 
belt around it, tangle-footing and spray- 
ing the trees for 100 to 200 feet in width, 
thus starving the caterpillars out. This 
colony alone would require $15,000, if 
any thorough work was to be done.

Inthe Bennett hill colony 14 
acres have been treated, and 15 more re-

colonies just over the line which will 
soon spread into Manchester if they are 
not cared for, and several smaller col- 
onies and slight infestations along the 
Manchester-Essex road which will have 
to be cared for in connection with the 


other work.’’ 


Philip Dexter, who owns so much 
woodland on his various roads running 
from Nianchester toward Magnolia Sta- 
tion, is preparing to take up an active 
campaign this summer with two spraying 
machines of his own, and will care for 
the woods at that end of Manchester at 
his own expense. 

It is understood that the Summer Res- 
idents’ Committee has asked the select- 
men of Manchester to co-operate in this 
movement, and that the town of Man- 
chester will be asked to appropriate a 
sum of money to be paid to the state 
treasurer and to be spent in this cam- 
paign. If this is done the summer resi- 
dents will be asked to contribute their 


share of the money, so that at least three 
times asmuch money will be spent in 
the Manchester woodson the gypsy moth 
colonies immediately adjoining the same 
as the town of Manchester itself appro- 
priates. 

It is proposed this year to buy four 
more power spraying machines making 
eight in all that will be available for work 
in the woods so that the spraying can be 
done earlier, more thoroughly, and more 
acres can be cared for at one time, thus 
preventing the defoliation which took 
place last year in some of the woods that 
could not be sprayed before the caterpil- 
lars had done considerable damage. 

Mr. Worthley stated that the condi- 
tions in all of the woods treated were 
very much better this year than they were 
last, and that in many places where there 
were thousands of egg clusters last year 
they could only be counted by tens this 
year.

~ first sin. 
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THE FIRST SIN. 


At the Baptist church, Manchester, 


‘ Sunday, Jan. 31, Rev. Theodore L. 


Frost delivered an interesting sermon on 
‘* The First Sin.’’ Mr. Frost took for 
his text Genesis 3: 6—‘‘She took of 
the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave 


- also unco her husband with her; and he 
: did eat.”’ 


‘Tam sure,’’ said Mr. Frost, “‘that 
we found a great deal of truth as we 
studied the creation and the possibilities 
of the first two human beings that came 
into this world. I feel that we were 
strengthened and helped after we con- 
sidered the first institution, the first mar- 
riage. The first three scenes in the 
human race are indeed bright scenes, 
but the fourth is one of sadness, a scene 
of degradation and disgrace. 

* I should like to speak therefore on the 
Notice in the first place the 
temptation to the first sin. Many phil- 
osophers have recognized the evil in hu- 
man nature, but they seem to hesitate to 
take up the problem of evil in life. In- 
dividuals have tried to explain sin, but 
after we have studied all the philosophers, 
the only true explanation of sin is that 
which isfound in the Holy Scriptures 
from God. At the very bottom of the 
first sin we find marks of the evil one; 
that same evil spirit who is leading many 
astray today was the basis of the first sin. 

** For some reason Adam was separ- 
ated from his wife, and Eve was left 
alone. As she was thinking, one of the 
animals of the garden came up to her 
and began to speak. The animal was 
possessed of the evil one, and he used 
the vocal cords of the beast so that it 
could talk. The first thing he does is to 
say, © Did God say that ye shall not eat 
of any tree of the garden?’ He intend- 
ed to awaken doubt. “That is always the 
way. Notice thathe used the general 
name for God. [The tempter did not 
want to call woman’s attention to her 
personal relation with God, that God 
was her convenant God. He wanted to 
get woman away from God as far as 
possible. He tried to awaken doubt. 
Once awaken doubt and it is very easy 
to awaken superstitious fears. 

“The woman answered and _ said, 
“Yes, we can eat of all the trees of the 
garden, but of one we can not eat, for 
in the day that we touch that tree we 
shall surely die.” The woman fails to 
recognize the temptation. She does not 
see that the tempter in animal form is 
trying to lead her away from God. She 
fails to see that she is being tempted. 
We very often fail to recognize the evil 
one. She began tothink that perhaps 
God had been hard on her, in not let- 
ting her and her husband eat of every 
tree in the garden. 

; ‘© The devil was ready with an answer. 
Ye shall not surely die,’ says the 


tempter. He denied God’s truth. He 
said God had not spoken the truth. 
‘Then he even mocks God by using the 
words that God used. Instead of death 
the devil promises something better. Is 
not the devil today making many fair 
promises, and holding out many bright 
things to people everywhere? Don’t be 
fooled. The devil was aliar from the 
very beginning. 

“Notice in the second place the act 
of sin, a brief and sad story. “That beau- 
tiful creature had been undermined. 
She looked up to the tree and it looked 
pretty. She saw that the fruit was good 
to look upon. She reached up and took 
hold of the forbibben fruit. She ate. 
She took the first bite, and then Adam 
came up. She could easily influence 
him to partake of the fruit. 

‘* Notice in the third place the signi- 
ficance of the act. ‘These beautiful 
creatures looked at the trees and_ said, 
‘They are ours.’ God says ‘No, 
they are not all yours. The tree of the 
knowledge of good and evil belongs to 
me.’ The boundary was made very 
plain and simple, and it was stated in 
very plain language. Truethey honored 
and revered God, but all that God re- 
quested of man and woman was to be 
just to their Creator, that they use their 
own trees and that they be just in their 
dealings with him. The first sin was an 
act of disobedience, but it was more an 
act of injustice. 

“The first lesson in morality is not 
obedience. A good many children obey 
before they understand voluntary acts. 
The first lesson is the inculcation of fair 
play. It was the first lesson that the hu- 
man race failed to learn.. Some people 
today need to learn this lesson of justice 
forthey do not treat their fellow men 
fairly. Sometimes they do not want to 
treat God fairly. This first sin was a 
fall from the heights of justice to the 
depths of injustice. 

““ Notice in the fourth place the con- 
sequences of the act. As soon as_ these 
beautiful c’eatures had tasted of the for- 
bidden fruit, their eyes were opened, and 
they realized that they were not clothed. 
They felt that their clothing had been 
taken away. They were no longer 
clothed in the garment of innocence. 
‘They were naked in the hideousness of 
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A SOLID FOUNDATION

their sin. The ground was cursed. 
Work was no longer work, but toil. 
They were driven from the garden and 
the ground not only brought forth roses 
and fruits, but herbs. “The consequence 
of their sin was paradise lost. The evil 
of the first sin is felt today through the 
tremendous force of heredity which has 
been going on throughout the ‘world 
since that time. 

‘* Notice in the last place God’s rela- 
tion towards these first two sinners: 
Man’s sin and God’s grace and mercy. 
What did God do? Did he let the 
tragedy go on? He called unto man _ 
and clothed him in outward attire. Do 
you doubt that God is not interested in 
the human race. Does he not love us 
still? Go back and read about the crdss 
on Calvary. Is that not a proof that ~ 
God still loves the human race? 


“* Only one taste and the human race 
was corrupted. Only one sin and per- 
haps a life is wrecked forever. Why 
are men so selfish and will not share 
with God? God has his part in our 
varden of life. Why are we so foolish? 
Are we getting happiness? I don’t be- 
lieve there is a man or woman who is 
getting satisfaction who is unfair and un- 
just towards God. I am going to ap- 
peal to you onthe ground of pure justice, 
on the ground of fair play. You want 
man to be fairin play. God hasa claim 
upon our lives because He has made us. 
God has paid that terrible price for our — 
redemption by the agony on that cross — 
on Calvary. That makes another obli- 
gation on our part towards God. Why — 
not use him fair. He is seeking for ~

Some of the wonders of ‘‘ Wireless 
Telegraphy’’ were explained in an in- 
teresting lecture on the subject by A. B. 
Tripp of West Somerville. Mr. Tripp 
is a student at Tuft’s college. But 
though young, he is thoroughly steeped 
in his pet subject, and has a pleas‘ng way 
of interpreting a string of statistics and 
solid facts with a bit of pleasantry that 
wins the smiles of the audience. 

From 7.30 to 8 o'clock, prior to the 
lecture, a reception was held, the officers 
of the club being in the receiving line, as 
follows: Mrs. George A. Kitfield, vice 
president; Mrs. Edward S. Knight, cor- 
responding secretary; Mrs. G. W. 
Blaisdell, recording secretary; Miss 
Bertha Stone, treasurer, and Mrs. Dun- 
can T. Beaton, chairman reception com- 
mittee. During this part of the pro- 
gram Roland Knight rendered a few se- 
lections on the piano. 

Mr. Tripp’s apparatus had been placed 
on the stage and he used this more or 
less during his talk. 

He started in with a history of wire- 
less telegraphy, in which he told the au- 


dience that this, like all other great in- 
ventions, was not the work of one man. 
Many men had experimented along this 
line. One record is given, he said, of a 
device of this sort, minus the electrical 
part, which was in use 300 years before 
the birth of Christ. Another method 
was in use, according to records, in 
which two massive magnets were used, 
but the magnets were lost, and none so 
strong were ever again invented. Lind- 
say hada patent granted him for such an 
instrument 32 years before Marconi was 
born. When Prof. Dolbear applied for 
a patent on suchan instrument he was 
laughed at by men of science and told 
that such an idea was contrary to science. 
He fought four years for the patent, 
which was granted him in 1886. 

Mr. Tripp said, however, that, even 
though he did not originate the wireless 
idea, Marconi deserved a distinct recog- 
nition, in that he has made the wireless 
telegraphy system one of commercial 
success. He, unlike the other inventors 
and experimenters, went into the busi- 
ness for the money there was in it. 
There are, in this country today many 
systems which are more practical than 
the one Marconi invented, because any- 
body in this country has a right to ex- 
periment along that line. In England 
such a right is denied and the Marconi 
system stands alone today. 

Mr. Tripp explained the theory of 
electric waves, and showed with instru- 
ments brought for that purpose how the 
signals were given to vessels. He gave 
an exhibition of the facility with which 
signals might be sent from one station to 
another, and showed a practical test of the 
working of the transmitting machine, 
when he sounded a fire alarm bell with 
it. 

The signal lights, on two approach- 
ing vessels, which, coming within a 
thousand feet of each other, in a fog, 
might be changed from white to red, 
was an easily understood record of the 
use of such instruments at sea. Mr. 
Tripp spoke briefly and graphically of the 
recently averted catastrophe in the case 
of the Republic, and said the time had 
come when all vessels at sea ought to be 
equipped with this sysem, just as rail- 
roads are equipped with the block signal- 
ing system. Hesaid that in that case 
traveling by sea in a fog would be safer 
than traveling by rail on land. 

Mr. Tripp showed a very small in-

This, he 
said, might be carried in a pocket by any 
soldier and with it messages sent a dis- 
tance of 50 miles. The cede, in all 
wireless messages, is usually the same as 
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the Morse telegraph code. 

In speaking of its usefulness in saving 
life, Mr. Tripp said that, leaving out the 
recent accident on the Republic, if each 
of the lives which have been saved by 
means of the wireless telegraph were 
valued at $5000 each, the sum would be 
enough to equip every port on the Atlan- 
tic coast with such outfits. He told of 
several cases in which accidents had been 
averted, and one of these was the case of 
a mammoth vessel owned by the Stand-

ard QOjil company. 
with a wireless transmitter, they were 
able to save a whole cargo. We all 


know the methods of that company,’’ 
said the speaker, ‘“ and can readily real- 
ize that if that cargo had been lost, we 
would have been forced to pay a cent 
more for every gallon of kerosene or 
naphtha used for some time to come.’’ 

Mr. Tripp gave as his closing remarks 
an account from a morning newspaper of 
50 years hence, telling how Mrs. Walter 
Wellman had a wireless telephone con- 
versation with her husband this morning, 
in which she learned that he will soon 
reach his destination, the north pole, and 
is enjoying the trip in his airship, which 
is proceeding at the rate of 75 miles an 
hour. Mr. Wellman said he heard the 
symphony concert, given in New York 
last evening and ion it in his cabin 
on board the airship. Mrs. Wellman 
says her husband is standing his journey 
well and is in good health and looking as 
well as when he started. 

He also invited the hearersto an. im- 
aginary trip across the Atlantic and he 
pictured the detection of an absconding 
bank cashier by means of various ‘‘wire- 
less’’ devices, including telephone, pho- 
tography, etc. 

The lecturer told of listening any- 
where in this country to an opera being 
given in Berlin, and seeing the work of 
the opera stars and described the way in 
which a forgetful man might sign papers, 
deeds or checks 600 miles from where 
he happened to be at the time of signing. 

The whole thing sounded so much 
like a fairy tale that the audience laughed. 
Mr. Tripp responded to that laugh: 
“Well, you just wait 50 years and see.’’ 

Refreshments, consisting of ice cream, 
cake and fancy crackers, were served 
after the lecture.

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Oak from Sunken British Frigate Re- 
covered after 130 Years Under 
Water for Use in D. A. R. 
Continental, Hall, 
Washington. 


Through the courtesy of Mrs. Otis 
M. Stanley of Vine street, Manchester, 
we are pleased to print the following in- 
teresting clipping. Mrs. Stanley’s son, 
Otis, and Leslie Mason, another Man- 
chester young man are employed by the 
firm referred to and are at present work- 
ing in Springfield. 

‘“Norcross Bros. Co. have at their 
shop to manufacture into building finish 
a quantity of English oak, which has 
been under water 130 years and which 
was originally used in building the British 
frigate Augusta. 

“The wood is darkened by age and 
its long submergence, and the employes 
of the corporation are having the tough- 
est time of their lives to work it into fin- 
ished product. It is so hard that their 
keen edged tools and machine knives 
make slow headway against its grain, and 
frequent sharpening takes up a good por- 
tion of the workmen’s time. 

‘“ The frigate Augusta was sunk in the 
Delaware river, near New Salem, N. J., 
in 1777 and has been lying there all these 
years. 

“ About two years ago some private 
individuals of New Jersey, who are very 
act.ve in the society of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, had the hull 
of the old frigate raised and when the 
timber obtained from it had been thor- 
oughly dried, it was shipped to Worces- 
ter. 

‘Norcross Bros. Co. have the con- 
tract to build a beautiful marble building 
for the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution in Washington, holding two sep- 
arate contracts, one of which has been 
fulfilled and the second of which they 
are now working on. ‘These contracts 
represent an expenditure of about 
$1,000,000. The timbers of the old 
British frigate are being worked into pan- 
els, wainscotting, ceiling beams and win- 
dow castings for what is to be known as 
the New Jersey room of Continental 
hall, D. A. R. building, also into some 
few articles of furniture to be placed in 
the New Jersey room, such as a table 
and chairs. 

*“ But the great novelty for the Wor- 
cester shop hands, in connection with the 
D. A. R. contract, is the experience 
which they are having with ‘pickled’ 
wood, as they call it.’’

AFTER DEATH WHAT? 


I Is There a Second Chance? 

At the Baptist Church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, Rev. Theodore L. 
Frost delivered the first sermon in the 
series, ‘‘After Death What.’’ Mr. 
Frost took for his text Hebrews 9:27,— 
‘‘Tt is appointed unto men once to die, 
and after this cometh judgment;’’ Fol- 
lowing are a few excerpts from the ser- 
mon: 

‘“‘Death is so common that we often 
fail to observe the phenomena of it. 
God’s word has a great deal to say about 
the life to come. ‘Is there a second 
chance?’ To answer, there are two 
arguments—frst, from reason; second, 
from Scripture. 

‘* Considering the first, if there is a 
second chance, why not a_ dozen 
chances? ‘The early years of life are 
for forming good habits and character. 
As a man grows older, his character 
hardens, and we could not convince him 
to become a Christian if it was not the 
power ofthe Holy Spirit. The power 
of God’s Holy Spirit can work miracles. 
‘The argument of habit shows us that 
there is no second chance beyond the 
grave. After this life, the Godless man 
or woman is subjected to punishment 
and pain. [The argument from suffer- 
ers show us that there is no second 
chance. 

““ Tt is easy to be good with good peo- 
ple, and to be bad with bad people. 
According to God’s word, after this life, 
the soul is not associated with godly 
souls, but is associated with souls in the 
same stages of degradation and sin. If 
it were not for the presence of God and 
the good, we could not live inthis world. 
If Christianity is blotted out, how long 
would our country be a safe place to live 
in? Isit likely that God is going to give 
us a second chance when he is trying to 
influence you into his kingdom now? 
The word of God is the final voice. 
Between death and judgment there is no 
chance for repentance. 

*“-You may ask, how about the heath- 
en? Is God going to send all those 
millions who have never heard of him to 
punishment? No; if the heathen live 
up to their highest ideal in life, they will 
be received by God. 

““Those who reject God, must be 
lost. From all these arguments we can 
see that there is no second chance, ac- 
cording to reason, and according to 
scriptute. 

““ May we never be able to say when 
we come to the river of death, “I have 
missed it.’ ”’

Tue Appropriation Committee recom- 
mends appropriations in so many of the 
articles of the annual Town Warrant for 
Manchester town meeting next Monday, 
that we report only what they do not re- 
commend. Under this heading may be 
placed: Publishing valuation list; con- 
crete sidewalk, Beach street, toward the 
beach; concrete sidewalk, School street, 
from Vine street to Brook street; con- 
crete sidewalk, northerly side Bridge 
street. The matter of new bathhouse 
at Singing Beach, for which, by the way, 
four or five thousand dollars will be 
asked, instead of $7000, and the matter 
of dredging channel at Masconomo park, 
are placed under the “‘ We make no re- 
commendation’’ head. 

On the matter of investigation of the 
subject of sewerage the committee re- 
commends that $300 be appropriated for 
a committee to work on this question. 

The park commissioners call for $3000 
for maintenance of parks. $2000 is re- 
commended.

The committee recommends that 
$3000 be appropriated for dredging the 
inner harbor. ‘They make no recom- 
mendation on dredging a channel to the 
Masconomo Park. It appears to us that 
there is more need of dredging a chan- 
nel to our new parkand public pier, than 
in dredging the channel in the inner har- 
bor, inasmuch as the inner harbor was 
dredged only three years ago. 

For highways, concrete, clearing snow, 
etc , a total appropriation of $25,110.00 
isrecommended. For schools $23,000, 
and for special on schools, $3325.00. 


Town Meeting Talk. 


If there is any, we haven't heard it. 
It is the “‘ quietest’’ before-town meeting 
we have known. If there is any work 
being done, and talk being made for any 
of the candidates, it is beyond our sight 
and our hearing. 


Only one new candidate for any office 
has appeared since our last issue,— 
Jacob H. Kitfield, who is running for 
assessor, for 3 years. Mr. Bell’s term 
expires this year. He is a candidate for 
re-election. Mr. Meldrum is also 
running and Mr. Kitfield is the third one 
in the field. One will be elected. 


For selectmen there are four candi- 
dates,—the old board (of 1907), Fred 
K. Swett, Edward S. Knightand Walter 
R.*Bell. N. P. Meldrum is the only 
new candidate. Three will be elected. 

It is funny how the votes run some- 
times. For instance, last year everybody 
was sure Mr. Swett was a winner, any- 
way. [here was no concerted move- 
ment to throw him down. Yet he lost. 
His own friends defeated him. It is al- 
ways well to bear such things in mind. 
Every vote counts, and every voter should 
cast a ballot not for one, or two, but for 
three selectmen. 


Town meeting will be called to order 
at9 a.m. The forenoon will be taken 
up with reports and business of minor 
importance. Election will begin at 12 
o'clock and the polls will close at 5.30. 
The evening session will begin at 7 
o’ clock, probably. 


Owing largely to the fact that the town 
report was out so early this year, the 
Finance Committee were able to finish 
their work earlier than usual. Their 
last session was held Monday. Their 
report was distributed about town Thurs- 
day afternoon. “They recommend total 
appropriations of $191,343.32, $27,175. 
00 of which may be classed as new and 
special appropriations outside the routine.

Special Meeting of West Beach Cor- 
poration. 


A special meeting of the West Beach 
Corporation was held at Marshall’s hall, 
Beverly I'arms last night for the purpose 
of taking action on the matter of trans- 
ferring certain rights atthe Beach, which 
meant, practically, an exchange of prop- 
erty on the western end of the beach 
between the Preston heirs and the cor- 
poration. A large number of voters 
were present, all intensely interested in 
the question at issue. A large plan was 
displayed at the head of the hall. 

President James B. Dow called the 
meeting to order and presided. Clerk 
Charles H. Hull read the call, and the 
proposed terms of the transfer. M. J. 
Connolly, the corporation counsel, was 
present, and explained in detail the pro- 
position, and claimed it would be for the 
corporation’s best good to pass the same. 

Among those who spoke on the ques- 
tion were James J. Nugent, George F. 
Wood, Daniel W. Hardy, Forester H. 
Pierce, Wilbur J. Pierce, William M. 
Moriarty, J. Albert Mayberry, Stephen 
J. Connolly, John C. McCarthy and 
Alexander Campbell. 

Mr. Hardy made the following mo- 
tion: °° That the West Beach Corpor- 
ation accept the proposition of land ex- 
change and rights upon the condition 
that the Preston heirs remove all restric- 
tions.’

‘This was put to a vote, the check list 
being used, and the names called, to 
which the voter answered ‘‘ Yes’? or 
‘“ No, ’’ with the result that 46 voted in 
favor to 37 against Mr. Hardy’s motion. 

The outcome of this vote puts through 
the scheme, provided that the Preston 
heirs will make concessions to the extent 
of withdrawing restrictions upon the land 
which the corporation would acquire. 
The heirs have heretofore refused to 
make these concessions. The outcome 
of last night’s action practically puts the 
burden on the Preston heirs, as to 


-whether or not the changes willbe made. 


The matter of reconsideration of the 
vote of last week, whereby bathing was 
to be allowed off the pier and floats at 
all time, was not taken up as was ex- 
pected. ‘This matter therefore remains 
as voted at the last meeting, which was 
that bathing will be allowed.

Hearing on New City Charter. 


At the State House Tuesday a hearing 
was given on the new city charter as pre- 
sented by the Business Men and Board 
of Trade, and while many appeared in 
favor of it, there were also many against 
the charter proposed, though all were in 
favor of some revision. The charter 
proposed has as one of its features the 
doing away with all Ward representation. 
If such were to go through it would 
mean, we believe, with many others, that 
Beverly Farms would be the .oser there- 
by. Augustus P. Loring took this 
position at the hearing “Tuesday. 

Mr. Loring said that he did not be- 
lieve in the present draft as it took away 
ward representation. He believed that 
the sections of the city should be _ repre- 
sented as under the present charter. He 
said that he believed that the town form 
of government was the best for it was 
closer to the people. “The new charter 
would give the politicians more control 
and would provide salaries for those hold- 
ing the offices. He said that he had not 
heard of many extravagances and he 
thought the city well governed. He felt 
that it was a mistake to get the shoe 
machinery company in Beverly when the 
finances were in the condition they were, 
but as long as they were here the city had 
to provide accommodations that did not 
exist at that time. He said that he _ be- 
lieved that the estimate of Mayor Trowt 
was an honest one and that its increase 
was in the belief that the departments 
would know how much money they have 
to spend and to keep within that appro- 
priation. He said that under the old 
town form of government that, while 
the Farms had a representative in the 
board of selectmen, he was elected by the 
uptown people and he believed that the 
present system of ward representation 
was the best. Under the _ proposed 
charter it would be doubtful if that sec- 
tion would be represented. 

Mayor Charles H. Trowt said that he 
was not opposed to a revision of the city 
charter, but that he believed in it, but 
not in the proposed charter. He thought 
that much haste was being shown in the

_ MANCHESTER TOWN MEETING 


Articles of Warrant, 72 in Nomber Disposed of in Record Time. 
$193,000 Appropriated. 


Manchester’s annual ‘Town Meeting 
the past week went through in record 
time. When the meeting adjourned 


Chairman Frep K. Swett,

Wednesday night every one of the 75 
articles in the warrant had been acted

Re-elected Selectman. Also Assessor for 3 years 


upon. With the exception of a few 
odds and ends, the business of the year 
had been disposed of. Appropriations 
amounting to over $193,000.00 had been 
made. 

‘The warrant this year, while it covered 
a lot of ground, had nothing of moment- 
ous import, such as an additional water 
supply, which has been before the town 
for the past three or four years. 

‘There was very little outside the rou- 
tine business expenditures called for. 
The proposition to build a $7000 bath- 
house at Singing Beach was not accepted 
by the voters, though it was voted to in- 
struct the commissioners to bring in plans 
for a $2000 building. 

It was voted to spend $3000 for dredg- 
ing the channel in the inner harbor, 
while the proposition to dredge a chan- 
nel to the pier at the Masconomo Park 
failed. 

The school appropriation, $23,000, 
was one of the largest. For highways 
$21,000 was appropriated, besides $5000 
more for concrete sidewalks. 

The selectmen were instructed to look 
into the matter of laying the dust on the 
streets, and also to look into the matter 
of purchasing a street brush, —something 
new for Manchester. 

The election Monday did not contain 
many surprises. Chairman Edward S. 
Knight was reelected to the board of se- 
lectmen, as was also Walter R. Bell. 
Fred K. Swett was returned to the board 
with a handsome vote,—321. This is 
one of the largest votes, if not the largest, 
ever given a selectman in Manchester. 
The voters evidently took occasion to 
repudiate their action of last year, when 
Mr. Swett failed election. 

Mr. Bell was re-elected a member of 
the board of assessors, in a three cor- 
nered fight, by a handsome majority. 

‘The result of the vote for school 
committee and for park commissioner 
was somewhat surprising. Mr. Reed’s 
margin over Mr. Beaton for the latter 
position was only four votes. Dr. 
Tyler's big vote for school committee 
was something to be proud of. 

Last year’s license vote was 260 no to 
182 yes,—a difference of 78. ‘This 
was cut down this year to the small mar- 
gin of 26, which showed that the no- 
license element was losing ground.

Town Clerk A. S. Jewett called the 
annual Town Meeting to order Mon- 
day at 9 o’clock a. m. and after reading 
the warrant, Raymond C. Allen was 
chosen Moderator by a unanimous vote. 
28 ballots were cast.

On motion of F. K. Hooper all un- 
expended balances were returned into 
the treasury. 

Art. 3. On motion of EP. Stanley 
it was voted that the polls be open at 12 
o'clock and close at 5.30. 

Art. 2. To hear and act upon the 
reports. Report of Water Commission- 
ers. Under this report the recommend- 
ations of the commissioners as covered 
by Art. 15 of the warrant was taken up 
on motion of F. J. Merrill. 

Art. 15. $2000 and receipts was ap- — 
propriated for services and extensions. 
$8,500.00 for maintenance; $300.00 for 
meters; $350.00 for official salaries,— 
$150.00 for chairman and $100 each for 
other two members. 

Under article 2, all other reports con- — 
tainedJn the auditor’s report, were acted — 
upon and accepted. None of the re- 
ports evoked any discussion until the Tax 
Collector’s report was reached: F. K. 
Hooper wanted to know why the col- 
lector had not collected all the taxes. 
W. C. Rust and H. T. Bingham were — 
of the opinion that taxes levied on real 
estate could and should be collected. 

Mr. Bingham was of the opinion that 
property could be sold for taxes on the 
description in the assessors’ books; Bev- 


erly had used this method. Mr. Stanley 
felt that the probate records of property 
were the only ones to be used in such a 
case. 

Mr. Rust wanted to know . where 
Tuck’s Point fund, $6,000.00, was in- 
vested.

F. K. Hooper offered the following 
motion: ‘That the town appoint a 
committee on appropriation to consist of 
-nine members, who shall serve without 
pay, the same to be called a Committee 
on Finance, to whom shall be referred 
all articles of the Town Warrant calling 
for expenditures of money. 

E. S. Knight. If this committee is to 
be a regular thing the own by-laws 
should be amended so as have this 
committee. [he moderator appointed 
on that committee: F. K. Hooper, Al- 
fred C. Needham, Francis P. Ayers, 
Geo. W. Blaisdell, B. S. Bullock, C. 
L. Crafts, D. T. Beaton, F. J. Merrill 
and P. H. Boyle. 

Under Art. 6, O. T. Roberts offered 
this motion: ‘‘I move, That the se- 
lectmen be, and they hereby are in- 
structed to make use of chloride, tarvia, 
asphalt, oilene (or any other chemical 
of approved efficiency), to be used in 
diluted form in our water carts, to the 
end that our streets may be made as near 
dustless as a due regard for reasonable 
“economy and the health and comfort of 
our citizens may suggest, based upon the 
best methods as practiced at Newton, 
Beverly and other up-to-date cities and 
towns in our country.’’ Carried, 
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Mr. Roberts also presented under Art. 
6, the following motion: ‘‘I move, 
That the selectmen be and hereby are 
instructed to investigate the cost and 
practicability of a street brush,suitable for 
use on the tar macadam streets of our 
town, and report in time for action at 
our adjourned meeting in April.’? Car- 
ried. 

Art. 18. On motion of Librarian D. 
L. Bingham $1450 and the surplus dog 
tax of 1907 ($245.10) was appropriated 
for the support of public library. 

Under Art. 6 F. J. Merrill referred 
to the way the concrete sidewalks had 
been injured during the past winter, 
when on several occasions ice picks had 
been used in clearing the walks about 
town of ice and snow. If this is con- 
tinued, he said, it is a matter of only a 
short time, when new walks will have to 
be built. 

Under Art. 70 F. K. Hooper moved 
the following sums be appropriated: 
State tax $22,000; County tax $20,000; 
town miscellaneous $1,500; retiring 
water bonds, old issue $6,000; retiring 
water bonds, new issue $6,000; water 
bonds, int. old issue $1,920; water 
bonds, int. new issue $6,400; Memorial 
Building maintenance $800; Town hall 
and common $2,500; legal expenses 
$1,000; contingent expenses $1,000; 
interest on money hired $1,500. Voted. 


Art. 7. O. T. Roberts moved $2000 
be appropriated for clearing snow. 
Voted. 

Art. 8. ©. T. Roberts moved $100 


be appropriated for clearing snow from 
Central Pond. Voted. 

Art. 9. W. C. Rust moved $500 be 
appropriated for care of and improve- 
ments on Wenham Road and Essex Old 
Road. Voted. 

The school appropriations were made 
next. At this juncture there was some 
discussion as to whether or not large and 
important appropriations should be made 
with only about 60 of the voters present. 
It had been customary to go over only 
the unimportant business in the morning 
and the voters knew this. The senti- 
ment seemed to be, however, that the 
voters ought to be present. The meet- 
ing had been properly called and there 
were not so many of them at work, but 
what there oughtto be a large attendance. 

Art] "10> Schools- b> A; -Lane 
moved £23,000 be appropriated for the 
support of public schools for the ensuing 
year, this amount being divided as fol- 
lows: Supt., $1000; teaching, $15,000; 
supplies, $1500; miscellaneous, $1250, 
transportation, $1150; janitors, $1600; 
fuel, $1500. 

F. K. Hooper of the appropriation 
committee said that the school committee 
had come before the former committee 
and asked for this amount,—the same 
amount as last year, practically. The 
town, he said, was appropriating some- 
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thing like $50 per pupil per year, and 
ranked 8th among the towns of the state 
in this respect. He didn’t know why 
the schools cost so much here. ‘The 
committee did not feel like recommend- 
ing a cut down in what the school com- 
mittee called for, as they desired to main- 
tain the efficiency of the schools.

Art. 11. On motion of E. A. Lane 
$300 was appropriated for care of ahd 
improvements on school playgrounds. 

Art. 12. $100 was appropriated for 
medical inspection of schools. 

Art. 13. $225 was appropriated for 
shingling the old part of the High 
school. 

Art. 14. Finishing two rooms in old 
part of the Highschool. F. K. Hooper 
said he didn’t know as all these articles 
ought to be acted upon this morning, 
there being so few voters present. The 
voters had a wrong impression, he said, 
that no business was to be done at the 
morning session. People should sacrifice 
something in order to get out to the 
meeting. 

E. P. Stanley said it had always been 
the custom to act on the reports only and 
hardly any articles of importance were 
ever taken up in the morning. 

W. C. Rust thought if people didn’t 
come out to the meeting it showed plain- 
ly they were not interested. 

O. T. Roberts was of the same opin- 
ion as Mr. Hooper and Mr. Rust. As 
regards the voters being busy today and 
not able to get out, it was all moonshine. 
He was of the opinion, too, that if the 
additional rooms were needed at the 
High school for the commercial course, 
they should be finished. 

M. C. Dodge wanted to know how 
many were taking the Commercial course 
at the High school. 
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Mr. Lane said there were over 80 pu- 
pils at the school at present. Some 30 
were taking part of the Commercial 
course. The chemical labratory was be- 
ing used now for the typewriting room, 
and it was found that the chemicals have 
a bad effect on the typewriters. ‘The 
course was an assured success. 

W. C. Rust moved $3000 be appro- 
priated for finishing the two rooms, and 
furnishing them. Voted. 

D. T. Beaton moved that Art. 24 
(bath house at Singing Beach) be as- 
signed to 8 o'clock in the evening. 
Voted. 

Art. 44.  “‘Shall an act passed by the 
General Court in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and eight, entitled, ‘An Act to pro- 
vide for the protection of forest or sprout 
lands from fire’ be accepted by this 
Town?’ The ballot: 49 votes cast. 
38 Yes; 10 No; 1 blank. 

Previous to balloting the town cierk 
read the law. 

W.-C. Rust thought some of these 
laws passed at the State House too re- 
strictive. 

D. L. Bingham thought it a pretty 
good law. A measure of protection and 
safety; not a hardship. 

James Beaton. A little bit too severe 
for the people of a village like Manches- 
ter. Can’t burn leaves in your own 
yard unless you have plowed ground. 
He thought the citizens ought not to pass 
on it until more notoriety was given it. 
It should be published in the papers and 
acted upon at a future meeting. 

The moderator read the act again. 

E. S. Knight. The act has been pub- 
lished in the BREEzE and had been posted 
about town, too. 

F. K. Hooper thought the act was in 
the interests of protection and was along 
the right line. 

E. S$. Bradley. An excellent thing. 
He had seen some very indescreet fires 
set and this law would be a protection. 

G. E. Willmonton. The intent of the 
act is to protect forests and not dwellings. 

A. B. Dunn was of the opinion that 
the law was a little too restrictive, too. 

Ballots were then cast and resulted as 
above. 

Art. 45. $300 was appropriated for 
a new safe for the Town Clerk’s office, 
the one being used at present having 
been condemned. 

Art. 16. The matter of opening up 
the road used by water commissioners in 
construction of new plant, referred to 
joint board of Selectmen and Water 
Commissioners to be reported at ad- 
journment of this meeting. 

In connection with this article O. T. 
Roberts said that this was one of the 
most attractive wood drives in town,— 
only one hill its entire length. He be- 
lieved our wood drives a valuable assest; 
can’t have too many of them. This 
road ought to be taken care of by the 


town and added to those beautiful drives 
we already have. 


F. K. Hooper and W. C. Rust both 
hoped the road could be kept open for 


summer use.

Art. 30. On motion of E. P. Stan- 
ley $1500 was appropriated for State and 
Military aid. 

Art. 31. On motion of E. P. Stanley 
$250 was appropriated forthe observance 
of Memorial Day. 

Art. 32. Care of treeseaa Faywaam 
Hooper said he understood no’ money 
had been spent the past year for setting 
out new trees. He thought this was 
wrong. ‘Trees ought to be planted every 
year, a few each year. 

D. L. Bingham. It is useless to 
plant trees as Jong as the present system 
of street construction and concrete side- 
walks is used. There was no question 
in his mind but that the trees along our 
highways are being killed. Some sort of 
trench ought to be dug around the trees, 
the sidewalks bricked around thetrees in- 
stead of concreted, thus giving a chance 
for water to soak into the ground to feed 
the trees. 

At 11.55 arecess of five minutes was 
declared in which to prepare the polls 
for balloting. 

Balloting for town officers was started 
at 12 o’clock, and the polls were closed 
at 5.30. 487 ballots were cast, out of a 
total registration of 620. ‘lhe result of 
the election will be found in another 
column. 

When the polls closed at 5.30 it took 
but 15 or 20 minutes to complete count- 
ing the votes. The vote was announced 
at 6 o’clock. 


Monday Evening Session. 

The Monday evening session was 
called to order promptly at 7.30. After 
the result of the ballot had been read by 
the moderator, Walter R. Bell, the suc- 
cessful candidate for assessor for 3 years, 
was sworn in by the moderator. “Town 
Clerk A. S. Jewett was also sworn in. 
Selectmen Knight, Bell and Swett were 
then sworn. When Mr. Swett entered 
the hall he was given a hearty hand- 
clapping by the voters. 

W. C. Rust congratulated the town 
on having voted No-license and thanked 
the selectmen for the manner in which 
they had enforced the law the past year. 
He had been knocking around here for 
80 years and had never seen things as 
quiet as the past year.

_ sors’ books. The last list published was 
a disappointment. 
I D. T. Beaton thought this matter of a 
_ valuation list was a needless expense. 
It was so people could know how much 
their neighbor’ s property was assessed for. 
_M. E. Gorman. Manchester cannot 
spend any money to better advantage than 
in publishing this list. More property 
changed hands here in the five years after 
the last list was printed in 1901 than in 
the 25 years preceding. 

R. A. Mitchell had had occasion to 
look up valuation of property in the past 
year and had always found the asseSsors 
‘very courteous in getting out their books, 
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the trouble every time he wanted to 
know something along this line. A 
printed list would go a long way toward 
his particular need. 

F. K. Hooper. The town voted to 
appropriate $300 for this purpose last 
year, if it could be done for that figure, 
and left it right there. No direct appro- 
_ priation was made. 
_ M. E. Gorman. Mr. Lodge said the 
_ book could be printed for $300. 
 F. K. Swett. We were given a rough 
} estimate by a printer that the book could

Art. 44. Bathhouse at Singing Beach. 
F. K. Hooper said the committee had 
carefully considered the matter and did 
not think it wise to recommend such a 
large expenditure this. year for such. a 
project. He said they had carefully es- 
timated the financial condition of the 
town, the amount in hand, the receipts 
for the coming. year, the amounts we 
would have to pay out anyway, and then 
recommended the amount it’ would be 
possible to spend, and still maintain a 
low tax rate. If everything in the 
warrant went through the tax rate would 
surely go up. Something had to be cut 
out. He realized there was great need 
of better facilities at the beach, but he 
couldn’t see how the town could afford 
a $7000 bathhouse. 

Mr. Hooper moved that $2000 be ap- 
propriated for the erection of a new bath- 
house at Singing Beach and for grading 
about same. 

D..T. Beaton spoke on the question. 
He first congratulated his opponent, Mr. 
Reed, on winning out, wished him suc- 
cess,.and thanked the voters for previous 
elections. With reference to bathhouse 
Mr. Beaton said that every citizen knew of 
the necessity of improved bathing facili- 
ties. “Lhe commissioners thought the 
town might be willing to go- as high as 
$5000 if something satisfactory could be 
obtained at that heure. “They proposed 
a bathhouse of 68 rooms, with a large 
hallway in center, waiting room on 
either side, one side of house for ladies, 
one for gentlemen, four water closets, 
four basins, four shower baths, a piazza 
12 ft. wide around the front and both 
ends, which would afford a shade and a 
shelter. “Fhe condition of bathhouses at 
present was something rediculous. He 
thought the town should own- its. bath- 
house, clean out. the old shacks there 
now and put up a good house. 

Mr. Beaton moved an amendment, 
that $6000 be appropriated for the 
erection of a bathhouse, according to re- 
vised plans. 

F. K. Hooper asked how many rooms 
in the present structure and how much 
had it cost. 


Mr. Beaton. Six rooms, one of 
which is use by caretaker. Cost about 
$250. 


Mr. Hooper hoped the amendment 
would not prevail. He didn’t think the 


town could afford to build a $6000 bath- 


house this year. 


Vote on the amendment counted, 
two-thirds being necessary.

Art. 6. $18,000 wasappropriated for 
the maintenance and improvements of 
highways, bridges, sidewalks, etc., in- 
cluding salary of superintendent of streets, 
and $3000 was appropriated for crushing 
stone. 

Art. 58. Lorenzo Baker moved 
$1000 be appropriated for the con- 
struction of a concrete sidewalk on the 
easterly side of School street, from Pleas- 
ant to Mill streets. 

F. K. Hooper said the committee 
recommended $500 for this work this 


year. Here was $4000 called for for 
concreting this year. No town had so 
many improvements as Manchester. 


He believed in it, but to go into this 
thing radically and extremely is too 
much. He felt that part of this could 
be done this year and the rest next year. 

L. Baker. We don’t come here and 
ask for this money for the sake of asking 
for it. Anyone who could see this street 
would say it was needed here more than 
anywhere else in town.

It was moved that $3000 be appropria- 
ted for dredging the inner harbor the 
same to be expended under the direction 
of the selectmen. 

F. K. Hooper. The Town has al- 
ready spent $3000 in dredging inside the 
draw bridge and several of the abuttors 
have spent something. The job was 
about half done. ‘‘I am in favor of 
completing the job.

this year. Complete what we have be- 
gun first.’’ ; 
C. L. Crafts. ‘““Ido not think we 


ever had a better chance to use this word 
‘economy’, Mr. Hooper speaks of, than 
here.’’ 

F. P. Knight. ‘* The word economy 
could well be used in a business venture. 


If my business warrants $10,000 invested 
to carry it on successfully I believe it 1s 
economy for me to hire money to do it. 
Now the town of Manchester was asked 
to appropriate $3000 to dredge the har- 
bor a few years ago. I believe I said at 
the time the citizens would save by 
spending this money, on their coal bills. 
Did you ever know me to falsify on any- 
thing? I say to you tonight, you saved 
50 cents a ton on every ton of coal you 
bought since then. Why? We can 
freight our coal for 60 cents a ton less 
than we could three years ago and you 
have benefited by it. Up to three years 
ago Boston prices were frequently 50 
cents less than prices here. “Today some 
of the kinds of coal are higher than here. 
I was approached last summer to raise 
the price of coal in this town. I said 
‘no.’ It doesn’t take much figuring to 
find out what a saving of 25 cents a ton 
on 10,000 tons of coal used in the town 
in the course of a year amounts to.’’ 
Mr. Knight favored dredging the inner 
harbor. 

E. P. Stanley said he had always fa- 
vored dredging. He had _ always 
preached on the benefit to the town de- 
rived from opening up the water ap- 
proaches to the town. By making the 
water approaches accessible the demand 
for boats increases, and boats are assess- 
able property. Dredging is more of a 
necessity to the town than streets. We 
want better water facilities to induce peo- 
ple to come here to build. Many of you 
depend on the summer people for a liv- 
ing,—yes, all of you. Were it not for 
them you would all have to go fishing for 
aliving. As Mr. Slater once said, in 
summer we rob the summer people, and 
in winter we rob each other, and if it 
were not for the summer people we 
would have to rob each other the year 


round. Our valuation instead of being 
over $13,000,000, would be nearer 
$13,000, were it not for them. There 


is nothing that pleases these people more 
than good water facilities. 
The vote was taken on appropriating 


$3000, and resulted in 101 in favor to 87 


against. 
Art. 63. Improving School play- 
ground. Austin Morely was of the 


opinion that something should be done to 
utilize this property which the town had 
spent good money for. For the past 
month the lower portion of the field had 
been covered with two feet of water. 
He had seen boys from out of town come 
there to play ball in the summer and they 
had gone away disgusted. He thought 
the town ought to take up this matter. 

F. K. Hooper moved to pass over, on 
the ground that the town could notafford 
to do the work this year. 

Mr. Morley. If the people would 
express themselves here as they do on 
the streets the article wouldn’t be passed 
over. 


The motion to pass over did not pre- 
vail. 

E. P. Stanley moved the subject mat- 
ter of this article be referred to a com- 
mittee of five to report at the adjourned 
meeting. Voted. 

The moderator appointed the school 
committee, the chairman of the board of 
selectmen and Austin Morley. 

Art. 60. Improvement of sidewalk 
on Beach street near the property of J. 
S. Reed. Mr. Reed spoke of the need 
of doing something at this point. The 
walk is below the level of the street and 
the water rises to his steps in rainy 
weather at times. 

F. K. Hooper moved this matter be 
referred to the selectmen for them to 
take such action as they see fit. Voted. 

Art. 64. G. E. Willmonton stated 
that the town could take no action on 
the purchase of the estate of the late 
Hannah B. Allen (The Old Corner 
Store) in its present form, and he moved 
that it be referred to the board of select- 
men with instructions to obtain purchase 
price and report at the next meeting. 
Voted. 

At 9.45 the meeting adjourned to 7.30 
o’ clock Tuesday evening. 


Tuesday Evening Session. 


The Tuesday evening session was 
called to order by Moderator ‘Allen 
promptly at 7.30 0’ clock. 

Art. 20. On motion of James Hoare 
$5700 was appropriated for the mainte- 
nance of the fire department, $250 to 
reimburse F. J. Merrill for loss of horse 
used in going to fire, and $2500 for in- 
stalling new compressed air fire alarm 
system. 

Mr. Hoare explained that gas power 
was about to be installed at the pumping 
station where the present whistle is now 
located and it would be necessary to 
make a change. 
commissioners a compressed air whistle 
would be the best to install. 

F. K. Hooper asked if no further 
action were taken by the town if the 
whistle would be located on the engine 
house. 

Mr. Hoare replied that the manufac- 
turer and inventor had been here and 
they thought the engine house the best 
place for it. 

Mr. Hooper moved that the whistle be 
placed elsewhere. Toocentral, too low 
an elevation.

If any 
dredging was to be done $1000 would be 
needed for handling the dredging material 
and throwing it on Masconomo Park for 
filling. Unless we fill in the park by 
some such means as this, not many of us 
here will ever see the park completed. 

W.C. Rust. It is economy to use 
the dredging material in this way. He 
would amend the motion that $2000 be 
appropriated, by adding that $1000 be 
appropriated for handling the dredging 
material. 

M. J. Callahan asked what park this 
had reference to, and on being informed 
that it referred to Masconomo Park, he 
moved an amendment to the amendment, 
that the matter be indefinitely postponed. 
He objected to any further expense in 
Masconomo Park. 

It was finally voted that $2000 be ap- 
propriated for maintenance of parks, and 
$1000 for handling dredging material. 

Art. 25. $250 was appropriated for 
coustructing new plank walk at Singing 
Beach. 

Art. 26. Commissioner F. A. Rowe 
moved an appropriation of $4,200 for 
dredging at Masconomo Park. 

M. J. Callahan. ‘* With due respect 
to the Park Commissioners who are en- 
deavoring to accomplish something at 
this famous park, they are trying to im- 
prove this public dump by spending all 
the surplus money they can get hold _ of. 
Of the abortions ever perpetrated and 
put onto the town of Manchester this is 
the worst. Why, we are surrounded by 
parks. We have Tuck’s Point, one of 
the best parks on the coast. And at 
Singing Beach, that beautiful spot, they 
want a bathhouse with lavatories, etc. 
The whole town is apark. You preach 
economy. ‘There was never a _ cent 
spent here to better advantage than the 
money spent on our streets. But this 
public dump! Who will ever see it 
completed? [ would like to see that 
famous boulder, so much talked about, 
and engraved in cold letters of stone the 
word ‘REST.’ (Applause.) Here in 
the rear of the Town hall ts the place to 
fill in and when you build a new Town 
hall you will have a place to put it. 
Spend your surplus money here, in the 
heart of the town, where the towns- 
people can mingle. together under the 
protection and watchful eye of our 
efficient police force. Down there (the 
park) there is no shade, no protection. 
Money spent there is thrown away. 
Spend the money in the center of the 
town.’’ 

Mr. Callahan moved indefinite post- 


ponement. 

M. E. Gorman. ‘‘ The Park Com- 
missioners not only want to spend all our 
money, but they want to také up all our 
time in town meeting. The time has 
come when we ought to abolish our park 
commissioners and put the parks in the 
hands of the selectmen, as it used to be. 
Put your surplus money in roads, wood 
drives. Carry the people out in the 
country, to the hills back of us,—that is 
what we want.’’ 

Mr. Gorman moved we abolish our 
present board of park commissioners. . 

Commissioner F. A. Rowe. ‘‘It 
makes a difference who asks for money. 
What good is there in dredging the inner 
harbor when you can’t get in nor out. 
You can’t pass under the railroad bridge 
when the tide is in, and you can’t get 
over the flats under the bridge when the 
tide is out. Ifyou dredge the outer har- 
bor you can get to a landing at all times. 

T. C. Rowe thought the channel to 
the pier at the park ought to be dredged. 

The motion on indefinite postpone- 
ment lost. 

E. S. Bradley was of the opinion that 
money spent on dredging was a good 
investment for the town. ‘There ought 
to be a means of approach to the town 
without interference by a drawbridge. 

F. K. Hooper at this time called for 
the article which, had assigned to this 
hour, but Mr. Rust waived his right. 

Austin Morley advised doing this 
dredging and dumping it onto the park. 

Mr. Hooper. ‘‘ This dredging is 
money well spent, but you can’t do it 
all in one year. What we do we ought 
to do well. 

G. S. Sinnicks. How wide a chan- 
nel and how much of a basin do you pro- 
pose to dredge? 

Commissioner Standley. The plan is 
on file at the selectmen’s office. 

Mr. Sinnicks. Can that dredging be 
done according to plan for $4200? 

Mr. Hooper said the plan: could not 
be found when the appropriation com- 
mittee wanted it. 

E. P. Stanley was of the opinion that 
the dredging was much needed. Chan- 
nel ought to be wide enough to allow 
boats to moor in it. Should wait until 
next year.

We havea plan of proposed 
channel. The plan we couldn’t find 
was the bathhouse. 

A. C. Needham verified Mr. Beaton’s 
statement. 

Mr. Sinnicks wanted to go sn record

The motion on dredging was put and 
was lost, 45 voting yes, 63 no. 

Art. 33. Moth suppression. 

Chairman E. S. Knight of the select- 
men offered a motion that the town ap- 
propriated $7,500 for the extermination 
of the gypsy and browntail moth, pro- 


vided $7,500 was appropriated by the 
state and that the summer residents raised 
$7,500 the whole to be paid into the state 
treasury, the accounts to be audited by 
the state treasurer. 

On motion of Mr. Knight the priv- 
ilege of the floor was granted to Col. 
Wm. D. Sohier, a member of the high- 
way commission. Col. Sohier reviewed 
what had been done in exterminating the 
moth pest, and the need of continuing 
the work this year. He said Beverly 
had agreed to raise $7,500 under similar 
conditions proposed for Manchester. 
The work was needed. He said that 
in doing the work preference would be 
given citizens of the town. 

Mr. Knight’s motion was 
unanimously. 

Art. 33. $3,838.32 was appropriated 
for moth suppression as required by law. 

Art. 66. W. C. Rust offered the 
following motion: ‘‘ That the town 
improve Central Pond, so-called to in- 
crease and maintain its purity by con- 
structing a new concrete dam and by 
constructing a concrete wall near the 
eastern side of said pond parallel with 
the existing wall onthe eastern side of 
pond, and by cleaning out the pond sub- 

wstantially as outlined on the plan sub- 
mitted to this meeting.’’ 

Mr. Rust spoke of the odor and im- 
purities at Central pond and outlined. his 
plan in detail for making the place “‘clean 
and sweet’ and do away with the chance 
for disease to spread from this source 
later. In brief his plan was to construct 
a new dam, near the police station, and 
build a sort of canal, of concrete, from 
the upper end of the pond to the dam, 
through which the refuse would flow. 
The pond had-been used for a skating 
park for young and old since 1825. 
$5500 would do the work as he pro- 
posed. 

T. C. Rowe wanted to know who the 
“we’’ was, that Mr. Rust referred to. 

Mr. Rust said it was customary for 
editors to use ‘‘ we.’’ He was not using 
it in this manner, but he had had a little 
assistance in working this thing out “‘ and 
that makes the ‘we.’ ”’ 

Mr. Rowe was satisfied. 

Daniel Sheehan didn’t know whether 
it was a natural or artificial pond, but he 
would call it a cesspool. Best way to do 
was to wall it in on both sides, and have 
only a brook.

No Herring Torching in Manchester 
Harbor? 


Manchester, we are pleased to note, 
has at last been drawn into the bill and 
the discussion which accompanies it, re- 
lating to the prohibition of herring torch- 
ing. First it was Lynn and vicinity. 
Now Mayor Hurley of Salem has pre- 
sented a petition and the bill which ac- 
companies it follows: 

Section |. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to display torches or other 
light, designed or used for the purpose 
of taking herring or other fish, in Na- 
hant bay, Beverly harbor, Salem bay and 
vicinity and any inlets therein, or in any 
waters westerly and north-westerly of a 
line drawn from East Point, Nahant, to 
Egg Rock, to Ram island, to Tinker’s 
island, to Lowell island, to Baker’s isl- 
and, to the eastern end of Great Misery 
island, then to the southern point of 
Gale’s Head, Manchester, including 
Manchester harbor and Bass river, Bev- 
erly, and its tributaries; provided, how- 
ever, that any if the boards of health of 
the cities of Beverly and Salem and’ of 
the towns of Manchester and Marble- 
head may, within the months of October 
to April, inclusive, of any year, grant 
such permits for such taking, with such 
restrictions, as in the judgment of said 
board or boards shall not constitute a 
nuisance, and may at any time revoke

Section 2. Whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this act shall, fora first of- 
fence, be punished by a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $200, or by im- 
prisonment for not Jess than six months 
nor more than 12 months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment; and for a 
second offence, by both such fine and 
imprisonment.

The Manchester Parks. 
Editor of North Shore Breeze, 
and, with your kind indulgence, 
Citizens of Manchester: 

The question of the hour is Manches- 
ter Parks. 

It has been said, and rightly, may be, 
that it would be a good thing to abandon 
the Park Commissioners; but should the 
whole community be deprived of beauty 
spots here in Manchester because men 
have been elected to the high office of 
Park Commissioners that have only the 
one thought of spending the money lav- 
ishly? Isthere aman in thetown, who, 
if he owned the land of the so-called 
Masconomo Park, would in the first 
place undertake to fill it with rubbish? 

My personal view of the matter would 
be, first, to procure a drawing of the 
land and from this to have a solax print, 
showing the walls running to the water's 
edge at alltimes of tides, the walks on 
same, the grass plots, shrubs and trees, 
that all might see the Park and comment 
on something at sight. 

Under this plan any one or all of your 
Park Commissioners could be unseated 
from office (if called upon to do so), 
and any new board could take up the 
work where their predecessor left off. 
When any appropriation was called for 
everyone would know just what was to 
be done with the money. [think even 
at this late day there should be something 
of the kind produced by the present com- 
missioners, which might help them to 
great advantage. 

I am much interested m Masconomo 
Park and feel that with close study of the 
surroundings and good management, that 
the board of commissioners, working in 
harmony, should strive for the best re- 
sults at the least expense. 

There most certainly should be some- 
thing done and-done at once to stop the 
waste of land on the Old Mill point, as 
so termed. ‘That point of land is and 
has been wasting away quite as fast as 
the Beach street side has b°en making. 
This has got to be done. Why not do 
itnow? It would be better to stop all 
other operations on the park, and remedy 
this one by doing this.

ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Oliver Goldsmith was a man who left 
a mark on English literature which will 
never be effaced. And yet he was far 
from being either a deep or an accurate 
scholar, and was wanting in many of 
those traits which are supposed to be in- 
separable from lasting renown. Born 
in a poor and obscure Irish hamlet, re- 
ceiving but a haphazard kind of educa- 
tion, deformed and weakly and an ob- 
ject of ridicule to his youthful compan- 
ions, in some way he got into college 
and out again, vibrated for atime be- 


tween squalid poverty and reckless dis- 


sipation, a mere waif apparently upon the 
current. When he found himself ob- 
liged to do something for a living, he 
tried several occupations but failed in all, 
he somehow got a smattering of medi- 
cine, managed to be called ‘‘doctor,’’ 
and set out on foot on a ramble through 
Europe, with only his clothes and_ his 
flute; with the latter he could often pro- 
cure a supper anda bed, and after tramp- 
ing as far as Italy he returned to England 
without ashilling, but with material for 
his future poem, ‘‘ The Traveller.’’ 

Again he tried his unskilled hand at 
several callings; now as a strolling play- 
er, now as usher in a school, at one 
time obtaining an appointment under 
the East India Company, which was 
speedily revoked, and then betaking him- 
self to the lowest literary drudgery, that 
of a bookseller’s hack. Few more Pie 
able instances are on-record than Gol 
smith’s incompetence and blundering a 
capacity for any pursuit by which a man 
could gain .a livelihood; at the age of 
thirty he seemed doomed to toil all his 
life like a galley slave at the oar. 

But Goldsmith, with all his defects of 
education and character, with his many 
weaknesses and shortcomings, had some- 
thing which many of the wits of his day 
Jacked; and that was a command 
of pure, mellifluous language, and the 
erudite as 
well as the most ignorant by use of sim- 
ple incidents, and with meagre and _ in- 
accurate knowledge, which the greatest 
writers in England might strive to equal 
in vain. After six years of desultory 
work, he at last astonished the literary 
world of London with his poem, ‘‘ The 
Traveller,’’ and soon after with the 
novel which made his fame, ‘* The 
Vicar of Wakefield;’’ not a work of the 


certainly, according to the 
rules of art, and open to criticism in 
many particulars, yet by its mingled 
sweetness, pathos and humor touching a 
chord which seems to secure for it a 
lasting reputation. 

Goldsmith’s success as a dramatist was 
not flattering, though his play, ‘‘She 
Stoops to Conquer,’’ at once took the 
public by storm and is still reproduced. 
Other works came forth from his busy 
pen at brief intervals; in his compilations 
and abridgments, as his “‘ Animated 
Nature’’ .and his Histories of Rome, 
Greece and England, while his ignor- 
ance and carelessness sometimes provoke 
a smile, his pellucid style and poetic 
taste serve to make the pursuit of knowl- 
edge a pleasure; even after more than 
sixty years, the present writer recalls with 
gratitude the easy introduction to English 
history which was thus afforded to him. 

But the work of Goldsmith by which 
he is best known, and by which his 
name will live, is beyond question ‘“The 
Deserted Village.’ This poem, with 
its touches of humor and pathos, its pic- 
tures of village life and natural scenery, 
will be read as long as language shall 
have power to charm. A severe critic 
like Macaulay may find defects in it, as 
there are spots on the sun, but it will 
still remain one of the choicest produc- 
tions of the English muse. ‘The even- 
ing scenes of Sweet Auburn, the vignet- 
tes of the preacher's modest mansion,

the noisy urchins just let loose from 
school, the broken soldier shouldering 
his crutch to show how fields are won, 
the village schoolmaster skilled to rule, 
the good parson at church with his un- 
affected grace, who ne’er had changed 
nor wished to change his place, and 
many other pictures, are as beautiful as 
art has ever limned. ‘The philosophy 
and political economy of the poem are 
not on a par with the poetry; but Gold- 
smith was not a philosopher or political 
economist. The contrast is well drawn, 
however, between the happy past when 
“‘every rood maintained its man,’’ and 
the time “‘when wealth accumulates and 
when men decay,’’ and however pessimis- 
tic may be its tone, it has a moral for 
days like our own. 

Among other things which he lacked, 
Goldsmith lacked the gift of conversa- 
tion; he did not shine in company 
though he painfully aspired to, and some- 
times made himself ridiculous, provoking 
Garrick’s famous line, tie wrote like 
an angel, and talked like poor Poll.’’ 

He often felt himself overshadowed, 
and shrunk into moody silence or petu- 
lantly withdrew. On the whole, like 
many geniuses, he was much of a trial 
to his best friends, who _ praised his 
talents and bore kindly with his faults. 

Goldsmith’s works will always be ad- 
mired; asa writer, he fully justifies the 
oft- quoted enlogy of Johnson’s epitaph, 

“He touched nothing that he did not 


adorn.’’ Asa man, his life affords one 
of the saddest illustrations of misim- 
proved opportunities. He never knew 
the love of wifeand children; if he had, 
his life might have been different; his 
**Jessamy Bride,’’ who finds a mystenl 
ious place in his biography, was pro- 
bably the only woman he ever really 
loved. Perhaps he was too selfish and 
inconstant by nature to make any woman 


happy. His last days were passed under 
a cloud; to the question of one of his 
medical attendants whether his mind 


were at ease, he replied, ““ No, it is 
not;’’ these were the last recorded 


words of Oliver Goldsmith.

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It was voted in Manchester 
meeting last week, to have the select- 
men look into the question of treating 
our streets to prevent dust. In con- 
nection with the motion O. T. Roberts 
read an extract from an address delivered 
by Charles W. Ross of Newton, before 
the Mass. Highway association last fall, 
as follows: 

‘Take the item of watering the 
streets and see what a saving you. can 
make when you can use some of the 
appropriation for treating the roads. In 
the first place, after a road is treated, it 
saves the expense of teaming the water, 
as well as the drain on the water supply, 
which this year has been very heavy. 

‘Tf you apply any of the oils, asphalts, 
or the different cheaper preparations 
which can be put on the street, costing 
say from two to five cents per sq. yard 
for dust laying purposes, you have put 
onto the surface of the road a finish 
which is almost waterproof. We have 
used a great deal of terracolio-tarvia and 
asphaltoilene, and those materials can be 
used in the village where the people walk 
across the street a great deal. You can 
save the surface of your street, get rid 


of the dust, also save the watering. 
Even if it costs a littlke more you have a 
finished surface which is dustless for 
twenty-four hours in the day. 

‘‘ Tf you treat a macadam road with 
tarvia A. or tarvia B., costing 7, 10, 12 
or 15 cents per sq. yardf’a great saving 
is made in two years. You can save the 
surface of the road and get rid of the 
dust. 

“The difference between that and 
the expense of maintaining the street 
water, etc., shows it certainly would be 
cheaper to use some preparation of that 
kind than depend on the ‘old-fashioned 
way of watering the streets.’’ 


A Few Comparisons. 


We were interested a few days ago in 
looking over the account of the Rock- 
port town meeting and the list of appro- 
priations. While, perhaps, conditions 
render a comparison of the two places 
unfair, itis of interest to note a few 
comparisons between the appropriations 
made by Manchester and* Rockport. 
Rockport is considered part of the North 
Shore and is populated to a large extent 
by summer visitors, though not by such 
a select class of people who have sum- 
mer homes in Manchester.

To Abate Motor Boat Nuisance; Must 
be Provided with Underwater 
Mufiler. 


That motor boats shall muffle their 
exhausts is a provision which is incorpo- 
rated in a bill favorably reported to the 
general court Tuesday by the committee 
on legal affairs. 

For some time’ the idea has been 
agitated by residents of the river and 
water front, and many cities and towns, 
and at the hearing which was given by 
the committee a large number of citizens 
from various localities appeared in sup- 
port of the proposition. 

The bill as reported. provides that it 
shall be unlawful to use a boat, propelled 
in whole, or in part, by gas, gasoline of 
naphtha, unless it is so constructed and 
used as to muffle in a reasonable manner 
the noise of the explosion. 

Any person who operates a boat in 
violation of the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $25. 

This act is to take effect 30 days after 
its passage.

To Build New and More Sumptuous 
Hotel Than Colonial Arms. 


The Gloucester Times is authority for 
the statement that from the ashes of the 
ruins which marked the complete de- 
struction of the Colonial Arms hotel, 
which was laid waste by fire, January 1, 
1908, will shortly rise a grander and 
more up-to-date structure for the accom- 
modation of people who delight to come 
here for the summer months and _par- 
ticipate in the pleasures which the place 
affords during that time. 

While the plans for the new structure 
have not been as yet perfected, the main 
idea of the promoters of the new enter- 
prise is pretty well defined and it is their 
purpose to make a radical departure from 
the style of architecture, building, mat- 
erial and all other of the component parts 
of the Colonial Arms hotel. 

‘The purpose of those interested is to 
provide something entirely different from 
anything which has ever been attempted 
in hotel architecture and construction in 
this section and probably in the whole 
country. 

The main hotel will be after the Vene- 
tian style of architecture, and some even 
assert that it will border upon the Vene- 
tian palace type, but the men interested 
in the matter say that this is putting it a 
little too strong, although they admit that 
Venetian modes will be followed. 

The hotel proper will occupy the site 
formerly occupied by the Colonial Arms 
hotel, and will probably rise four stories 
high. While the Colonial Arms hotel 
was built in the form of a crescent, with 
the concave side fronting upon the water 
and the piazzas almost over the water, 
and the convex side facing to the south- 
ward or inland, with its handsome main 
entrance and porte cochere, the new 
hotel will have the same relative position 
as to front and rear, but instead of being 
crescent in shape, will have severe 
straight lines, two large wings, jutting 
out at right angles from the central figure 
and actually extending out over the wa- 
ter. 

Stout piers of durable material will be 
laid in the water to support the structure 
above the surface. Besides these struc- 
tures over the water, there will be piaz- 
zas and sun parlors in the center of the 
court formed by three sides of the build- 
ing, for the accommodation of those who 
have an eversion to being directly over 
the water, and by those varied attractions 
it is planned to satisfy the tastes of all the 
guests. 

The main hotel will not be so large 
and of course will not cover so much 
ground as the Colonial Arms _ hotel, but 
to meet this deficiency, so far as the ac- 
commodation of large number of guests 
is concerned, the gentlemen behind the 
movement have another plan by which 
they think the guests will derive greater

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SOLOMON VS. MODERN WOMAN. 


Subject of Mrs. Kate Upson Clark's Lecture 
Before Manchester Woman's Club. 


The Manchester Woman’s club held 
its regular semi-monthly meeting “Tues- 
day afternoon at the Chapel, when Mrs. 
Kate Upson Clark of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
gave her highly interesting lecture on 
“Solomon versus the Modern Woman,’’ 
the great subject of womanhood. 

She told of the wonderful nature of 
the Book of Proverbs and advised _ its 
reading more carefully and more often. 
From chapter 31 from which she 
gathered her subject material, Mrs. 
Clark read of the prophecy taught King 
Lemuel by his mother, of the praise and 
properties of a good wife. Where there 
is no vision, people perish. Mrs. -Clark 
called this chapter the birthday chapter, 
as there are 31 verses in it. 

‘Throughout the verses woman's in- 
dustry is the prevailing idea. She worked 
willingly with her hands. When she 
didn’t have any work, she went out and 
sought it. [his model woman of Solo- 
mon worked in her home and worked a 
great deal. One should take pride in 
whatever one does and do it the best 
possible, and also artistically. “This 
woman had her own money, had what 
she earned. 

Mrs. Clark alluded here to the un- 
married woman found in many countries, 
and found in America in all her glory. 
She conducts clubs, supervises over the 
youngsters in the family and so on. 
The good woman worked in the field. 
When she saw a good field, she bought 
it. Her industry and strength were 
ahead of ours. Mrs. Clark said that the 
future woman would own a piece of land 
for cultivation and would live practically 
all the time out-of-doors. 

The speaker again said: ‘‘ Strength 
and honor of work are hers and in_ her 
conviction she never faltered. She, 
clothed with dignity, kept her place in 
her family, and her children rose up and 
called her blessed.’’ This idea cannot 
be emphasized too much, for too often 
the mother gives up in every respect to 
her children and becomes as the speaker 
expressed it the “‘door mat of the 
family.’ 

This woman, the Bible tells us, was a 
happy woman and enjoyed the works of 
her hands and that is the way all should 
be. ‘*She opened her mouth with wis- 
dom; and in her tongue is the law of 
kindness.’’ The last of this verse is 
most beautiful and the speaker illustrated

When Postmaster Wheaton took the 
office ten years ago the receipts of the 
year were $5085. ‘The receipts haye 
steadily increased until last year (ending 
April 1, 1908) they were $9090. Up 
to March 1 of this year they had in- 
creased to $10,300, and it is reasonable 
to assume that with the close of the year 
(April 1) they will have reached very 
nearly the $11,000 mark.

Founder of Society with Long Name 
Dead. 


George T. Angell, founder of the 
Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, died “Tuesday 
morning shortly after 2 o'clock, at his 
apartments in the Westminister, Boston. 

He was the editor of Our Dumb Ani- 
mals, which he founded in 1868.

Reviews Decision on Pipe_ Laying. 

The Engineering Record of Feb. 27, 
has an article on the case of Langsford 
vs. the Inhabitants of the Town of Man- 
chester, which is cited as being one of 
the few important cases of this nature, 
and on which a decision was handed 
down by the Supreme Judicial Court of 
Mass. some months ago. “The opinion 
as written by Judge Morton was printed 
in full. 

It will be recalled that Judge Morton 
ruled that a judgment be entered on the 
verdict as rendered by the lower court. 

The case grew out of the action of 
contract brought by Mr. Langford to re- 
cover for alleged extra work and mater- 
ials done and furnished in laying 
water pipes in Manchester in 1891. 

‘“The contract speaks for itself,’’ 
says Judge Morton in his closing para- 
graph. ‘And while the circumstances 
under which the contract was entered 
into may be shown for the purpose of 
aiding in its interpretion, the parties can- 
not be allowed to affect its construction 
by evidence of oral or written statements 
or declarations as to what was intended 
to be included in it made betore or after 
its execution.’’

AFTER DEATH, WHAT? 


Can We Escape the Resurrection? 


Rev. Theodore L. Frost delivered a 
very interesting sermon at the Baptist 
church, Manchester, Sunday evening on 
the above topic. Mr. Frost took for his 
text John 5:28, 29, ‘‘Marvel not at this: 
for the hour cometh, in which all that 
are in the tombs shall hear his voice, 
(29) and shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection 
of life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of judgment.’’ 

Following are a few excerpts from the 
sermon: 

““ There are some people in this world 
today who hold to the doctrine that death 
ends all; no future life beyond the grave; 
no resurrection. “Those who desire to 
live evil lives still hold to that old doc- 
trine,— eat, drink, and be merry; for 
tomorrow we die.’ ‘They care nothing 
for the hereafter. Is this a safe doc- 
trine? no hereafter? Is it correct? Is 
it reasonable? Is it scripture? Can we 
escape the resurrection? 

“To answer this question, we will 
first take it from reason. Whena man 
dies he simply closes the first chapter of 
his life. Whenan animal dies that is 
the end of it. Animals have no char- 
acter. Animals and men are of two 
different orders of life. Animals cannot 
develop a beautiful character, but man 
can. First, to prove that there is a re- 
surrection from reason, there is the ar- 
gument from man’s destiny. We are 
all “conscious of imperfections in our 
lives. Wedon’t seem to be satished 
with this life and with the solution of our 
intellectual problems. 

**'The moral life is far from satisfac- 
tory. In spite of care mistakes have 
been made and the moral life has not 
reached its ideal. Is it reason or com- 
mon sense then to suppose that there 
will be no chance 
intellectual, moral or spiritual growth? 
Of course there’s a chance for develop- 
ment. To people of evil activity, this 
argument cannot apply. 

*“The next argument is the moral or 
ethical argument. Some don’t believe 
in future punishment. It is certain that 
a good many people who are evil are 
trampling upon the good people, and 
are not being punished for their sins. 
Some of the lowest men are not found 
in the penitentiaries. Some of them are 
looked upon as respectable, yet their 
hearts are as black as the blackest crim- 
inal’s. It seems reasonable to suppose 


in the hereafter for 


that they will receive their just desserts. 
God must demand that those who are 
not punished here must be punished in 
the hereatfer. 

‘“Then there is the historical argu- 
ment. You have heard how the Indians 
used to bury weapons and earthen ves- 
sels with their dead so that the departed 
one might use them when they reached 
the ‘Happy hunting ground.’ The 
Greeks used to place a coin in the 
mouth of the corpse to pay its way over 
the river Styx. We find these beliefs 
cropping out down through the ages 
among different people. “That means 
something. It shows there is something 
down deep in the human heart which 
points to a resurrection 

‘“Summing up our arguments from 
reason we find that God’s love for man 
and man’a destiny show there must be a 
chance for perfection in the hereafter. 
The moral argument shows that there 
must be a punishment for the evil. The 
historical argument shows us that there 
must be a resurrection. 

‘“'Then we have the argument from 
scripture, for we must have something 
to back up our arguments from reason. 
The 15th Chapter of I Corinthians states 
that the dead shall rise. Those united 
with Christ shall rise because Christ rose 
from the dead. Thatisa strong proof 
for the resurrection. If Christ had not 
risen from the dead then all our hopes 
would be in vain. ‘This resurrection of 
Jesus Christ rests upon a historical basis. 
It is as strong as it can be possibly. 
The righteous rise because they are unit- 
ed with Christ in the right, and the un- 
righteous because the Divine right de- 
mands their punishment. Death cannot 
blot out the souls of the wicked and can- 
not/stop their existence. The scripture 
passages concerning the resurrection 
are many and strong. ‘The resurrection 
rests upon God’s holy words. Men 
may avoid God here, they may shun 
duty, but friends, while you are avoiding 
God in this life there is another chapter, 
another sphere of existence. You must 
stand before the judgment bar of the 
Son of God, you must be made manifest 
before Jesus Christ. How are you go- 
ing to face God in eternity? You must 
meet him sometime and answer for the 
evil that youhave committed. We have 
all sinned, and there will be no chance, 
hope or satisfaction in trying to gain an 
entrance into the Kingdom but by our 
own works. Unless we have righteous- 
ness and cleave unto Christ, we cannot 
at last stand before the judgment bar free 
from condemnation,’’

A DREDGING SUGGESTION! Did it 


ever occur to you, Mr. Voter, that in 
the pretty little seashore resort, Man- 
chester, there is not a public landing 
where one may land in a boat at any or 
all times? True, the Town Wharf is a 
public landing, but no boat can pass 
under the railroad bridge at high tide to 
reach this landing; nor can a boat pass 
under the bridge at low tide because the 
channel immediately under the bridge 
cannot be dredged by the town and wi// 
not be dredged by the railroad, thus leay- 
ing a mud bar at this point. 

But you say there is a pier at the Mas- 
conomo Park. Yes, there is a pier 
there, but it can be reached only at high 
tide. When the tide is out the pier is 
high and dry and no boat can get within 
500 yards of it. Consequently the only 
place to land is at some private wharf. 

This is something for the citizens to 
consider. Here town of over

Fortunately 
he slipped in, not out, for had he fell the 
opposite direction he would have been 
treated to a cold water rather than a mud

of the previous year, an increase of 525,- 
629 stations. Of the total, there were 
1,103,144 exchange and toll stations 
connected to the Bell system by toll or 
long-distance lines, but operated by some 
7,700 local, co-operative, and rural in- 
dependent companies or associations hav- 
ing sub-license or connection contracts.

PRESIDENT TAFT IS COMING TO MANCHESTER. 


Said to Have Told New Hampshire Senator His Plans Were Made to That End. 


The probability of President and Mrs. 
Taft and family spending the summer at 
Manchester seems more likely every day, 
though no direct statement has yet been 
given out, as far as we know, that they 
will come. Yesterday morning’s Bos- 
ton Globe, however, has a despatch 
from its Washington correspondent, A. 
Maurice Low, whose despatches are as 
a rule to be relied upon, to the effect 
that President Taft will spend part of the 
summer at Manchester or its vicinity, 
but the exact place has not as yet been 
made public. 


Senator Gallinger went to the White 
House Wednesday, the despatch says, 
and told the President that the people of 
his state were very anxious to have him 
spend the summer in the White Moun- 
tains, but Mr. Taft said his arrangements 
for the summer had been made. 

As we mentioned last week Mrs. ‘Taft 
was on to Manchester a week ago Mon- 
dav and looked over the Edward Robin- 
son house off School street, opposite the 


Essex County club grounds. It is prob- 
able this is ,the house they will 
occupy. 


MANCHESTER FIRE DEPARTMENT CALLED OUT. 


The Manchester fire department was 
called out by an alarm from Box 52 at 
the Central station yesterday afternoon at 
3.10 fora slight blaze at the stable of 
Smith’s Express Co: on Elm street. “The 
fire started underneath the building, on 
the southerly corner, under the harness 
room. 

Luke Glidden, the stable man, was 
just preparing to take out the large wag- 
onette to go to the school house for the 
children, when as he entered the harness 
room he detected a smell of smoke and 
at the same time saw a little jet of flame 
coming through the floor around the 
water pipes. He was quick to give the 
alarm, and getting an axe he choppeda 
hole through the floor and soon had a 


small hose pouring water through the 
bole. The department responded with 
its usual promptness, and turned one 
line of hose into the corner of the base- 
ment where the fire seemed to have ori- 
ginated. 

As to the origin of the fire there is 
some doubt. Some think it might have 
originated from spontaneous combustion, 
as there was considerable manure, straw, 
etc., under the stable. 

The damage was about $25.00. 

Had the fire got started it would have 
been a difficult one to fight. The build- 
ing is large and besides ten or more 
horses in it at the time, there is a large 
quantity of furniture stored in the upper 
portion of the building. 


Moderation In Eating. 


‘*The Gastronomic Sin’’ was the 
subject of Rev. L. H. Ruge’s sermon at 
the Congregational church last Sunday 
morning. Not only did the preacher 
draw attention to the necessity of moder- 
ation in eating, but to the Lord’s word 
through Paul that ©“ whether ye eat, or 
whether ye drink, or whatsoever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.”’ 

Mr. Ruge spoke of the increase in 
epicureanism; of the desire and ambition 
of many to get up new dishes to please 
the appetite. ““It has been said,’’ said 
he, ‘‘that God sends the food, but the 
devil sends the cook. And it might be 
said, without destroying the epigram, 
‘and man is the sufferer.’ 

‘© We have been told that the Indian 
is dying off by civilized cooking,—be- 
cause of excesses in eating. What is 
the significance of the ‘intestinal bath?’ 


The Romans were proficient in this. 
They could eat three or four meals or 
banquets in a single night. 

“* The stomach is the divine labratory 
where the work of creation is forever 
goingon. “The Creator operates through 
that which He creates. Moderation in 
eating not only prevents, but also cures 
many troubles. 

‘*T believe all the good things of life 
are for God’s children. There is not a 
pleasure in this world but what we can 
enjoy if indulged in with moderation.”’

AFTER DEATH, WHAT? 


Heaven and Hell—What? 

At the Baptist church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, the pastor, Rev. 
Theodore L. Frost delivered a sermon 
onthe above topic. This was the last 
sermon in the series, ‘After Death, 
What?’ Mr. Frost chose for his text 
Acts 1:25, ‘“ That he might go to his 
own place.’’ Following are a few ex- 
cerpts from the sermon. 

‘’ There will be a resurrection of the 
unjust and evil as well asthe good. The 
resurrection of the just will be to Heaven, 
the resurrection of the unjust will be to 
Hell. The question arises: What are 
Heaven and Hell, places or conditions? 
We well try to answer the question. 

** First, Heaven. Whatare the terms 
which describe Heaven in the Word of 
God? They are eternal light, glory, 
knowledge, rest, holiness, service, wor- 
ship, society, communion with God. 

““Is Heaven a place? Yes. The 
terms we find in scripture are applicable 
to aplace. Where is the glorified body 
of Jesus Christ? What became of it? 
The disciples saw Jesus ascend into 
Heaven and take his body with him.’ 
He never discarded that body. His hu- 
man body must occupy a place. ‘Then, 
Heaven is more than a place, it isa con- 
dition. It is a condition of harmony, of 
spiritual union, and communion with 
God. Acondition of spiritual blessed- 
ness where the life is full of beauty, love, 
and righteousness. If heaven is to be 
appreciated, there must be the Heavenly 
condition in the soul and mind. 

‘Second, Hell. What are the terms 
in scripture which describe it? Scripture 
describes it as eternal punishment, eternal 
banishment from the face of the Lord, 
eternal fire, torment, and the pit of the 
abyss.

The dredging of the channel and basin 
in the inner harbor has progressed quite 
favorably the past week. Up to Wed- 
nesday night as much work had been 
done, and as many cubic yards of mud 
had been removed as was removed when 
the work was done two years ago, and 
the work is not yet completed, so that it 
can be seen the town is having much 
more done this year than two years ago. 
It can readily be seen how fast the chan- 
nel fills in when it is realized that when 
the work was completed two years ago 
the depth of channel at low water was 
six feet. It was only two feet when the 
work was started last week. The price 
paid two years ago was 45 cents per cu. 
yd. ‘The price being paid this year is 
~324 cents. This low figure was obtained 
owing to the fact the contract could be 
awarded when it was, rather than waiting 
until the company’s dredging machines 
are all busy on other work. ‘The basin 
near the landing, we understand, will be 
125 feet broad.

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As we look through our North Shore 
woods and follow along the trail of the 
hundreds of moth suppression workers, 
and see the piles of cord wood piled up 
here and there, we are lead to wonder 
if, after all, this work is being done right- 
ly, and if the thousands of dollars raised 
by the town, state and private subscrip- 
tion is being spent judiciously. When 
one sees handsome large trees felled by 
the wood choppers, and hardwood trees 
varying in height from 10 to 20 and 30 
feet chopped down, we wonder if the 
old saying that ““the remedy is worse 
than the disease’ is not very applicable 
here. It is alright to clear out the brush 
and undergrowth, and maybe certain 
kinds of trees, but when beautiful hard- 
wood trees that have stood the tempests 
of five, ten and fifteen years in some 
cases, are hewn down, it does look as if 
there is something wrong somewhere. 

We do not pretent to be well enough 
versed on this subject of moth suppres- 


- 


sion to pass our judgment on the matter. 
The fact remains, nevertheless, that 
hundreds and hundreds of beautiful trees 
are being cut down, and split into cord 
wood or burned. 


WE call attention to the following reg- 
ulation of the Gloucester board * of 
Health relative to spitting upon sidewalks, 
etc. : 


““No person shall spit on any side- 
walk or upon the floor of a railroad 
station, ferry boat, street car or other 
public conveyance, theatre, hall used for 
public gatherings, church, store, building 
used for the storage or preparation for 
market of fish or other food, or on the 
steps or floor of an entrance way leading 
to said places and owners or occupants 
are requested to place warning cards 
against spitting in conspicuous place and 
furnish spittoons where needed; spitting 
into gutters or portions of the street not 
used as a sidewalk is not forbidden.’’ 


The Manchester board of health, we 
think, would not be far amiss in making 


some such regulation for this town. 


Manchester’s sidewalks are very nearly 
all concrete. Spitting upon any kind of 
sidewalk is bad enough, but a walk of 
solid material offers the worse possible 
condition. 


William Harvey Allen. 


William Harvey Allen, one of Man- 
chester’s best known and respected citi- 
zens, passed away last Sunday morning 
at his home on Norwood avenue, at the 
age of 60 years, 3 months, 23 days. 
He had been in failing health for six 
years, but had been confined to the 
nouse only a week previous to his death. 

Mr. Allen was born Dec. 3, 1848, in 
that part of the town known as North 
Yarmouth, in a house still standing on 
Forest street, adjoining the Essex County 
club property. He wasa lineal descend- 
ant of William Allen, one of the origin- 
al settlers of the town, being of the 
eighth generation. He was a son of 
William Harvey and Susan (Poland) 
Allen. His whole life was spent here. 

Like many young men of his day Mr. 
Allen learned the wood carver’s trade. 
After the death of his father, however, 
he carried on the little farm at North 
Yarmouth, where he was born, for some 
years. He conducted a milk and vege- 
table farm. After this he did carpenter- 
ing and was one of Roberts & Hoare’s 
most valued men until he was elected a 


member of the board of selectmen in 
1902. 

For a number of years Mr. Allen 
served the town as a member of the 
school committee, being a member of 
the board at the time the G. A. Priest 
grammar school was built. He also 
served a number of years as a member 
of the Library Trustees. In 1902 he 
was honored by the citizens by being 
elected a member of the board of select- 
men, to which office he was reelected in 
1903, 1904 and 1905, serving as chair- 
man the last two years. It was during 
his last year as chairman of the board of 
selectmen that he had his first attack of 
what finally resulted Jast Sunday in the 
crisis, death. 

Mr. Allen was a man of many good 
qualities. He was public spirited and 
had served the town on many important 
committees from time to time. He was 
for many years president of the Man- 
chester Historical society. He was also 
a member of the Manchester club. 

On Dec. 5, 1869 Mr. Allen married 
Mary F., a daughter of the late Richard 
Gilson of this town, who, with three 
children, survives him. The children 
are Raymond C. Allen, a civil engineer 
of this town, and Misses Susan W. and 
Marion C. Allen. Mr. Allen himself 
was an only child. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon from his late home on Nor- 
wood avenue, the Rev. Dr. Rider of 
Gloucester officiating. Many friends, 
relatives and former associates, attended. 
‘The bearers were Fred K. Swett, repre- 
senting the board of selectmen; Edward 
A. Lane, with whom deceased had 
served on the school committee and as 
library trustee for many years; James 
Hoare, Horace Standley, Postmaster 
Samuel L. Wheaton and David McKin- 
non. Burial was at Rosedale cemetery.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Samuel Johnson, the colossus of Eng- 
lish literature, was born in 1709, and 
died in the 76th year of his age. The 
house in which he first saw the light is 
still shown in Lichfield. As a child he 
was sickly, and was touched for scrofula 
by Queen Anne. His education includ- 
ed a fair knowledge of Latin, but he was 
deficient in Greek. In college he was 
poor, even to raggedness, but too proud 
to accept as a gift a pair of shoes, which 
he kicked down stairs in his wrath; he 
had scant respect for the college author- 
ities, and was rough and boorish though 
kind to a fault to those more unfortunate 
than himself. He left college after three 
years unable to pay his debts, and for 
thirty years he knew not the meaning of 
competence. His poverty and make- 
shifts no doubt served to increase his 
natural oddities and whimsical habits 
which have amused every reader of his 
life, and which gave some justification to 
his own saying that he had been mad all 
his days. 

He tried teaching and failed, and after 
marrying a widow with children as old 
as himself, went up to London asa liter- 
ary adventurer. Authors at this time 
lived a life of drudgery and neglect, and 
the shifts to which they were reduced 
were often alike painful and ludicrous. 
After doing hack work for some years, 
he at last discovered his powers and_ be- 
came a literary magnate and dictator. 
For eight years he toiled at his Diction- 
ary, a monumental work in his day, 
which haslong since been superseded. 
Had he left no other work, we might 
there have traced a great intellect, a 
genuine man; it had in it a clearness of 
definition, a solidity and honesty that be- 
speak our admiration, and its use of 
quotations limited as was its scope was 
then something original. He wrote the 
Rambler and Idler, periodicals now al- 
most unknown but helping to mould pub- 
lic opinion and educate taste in their day; 
Rasselas, a heavy and prosy attempt at 
fiction, which however had great vogue 
at the time; and the Journey to the 
Hebrides, still readable and entertaining. 
Johnson had no love for natural scenery;

“THE ANVIL CHORUS.” 


Rev. L. H. Ruge Hails the Exit of “ Thespi- 
ans of the Hammer Act and Sees Dawn 
of Brighter Days for the Country.” 


“© Exit the anvil chorus’’ was the topic 
of the Rev. L. H. Ruge’s sermon in the 
Congregational Church, Manchester, 
last Sunday morning. His texts were: - 

‘“Be strong and of good courage.’’— 
Joshua r., 9. 

“* Tift up the hands which hang down, 
and the feeble knees, and make straight 
paths for your feet, lest that which is 
lame be turned out of the way; but let it 
rather be healed.’’—Hebrews xu., 12- 
ies 

The preacher said, in part: 

‘“ Look up the definition of ‘ exit’ and 
you will see the force of the subject. It 
means the departure of an actor from the 
stage, as at the conclusion of an act or 
scene. Come, it’s time, you persistent, 
melancholy Thespians of the hammer 
act, to get off the stage. One would 
think, by the way some magazine scrib- 
blers are still at it that reflex action had 
resulted from so much sledge-swinging. 
Exit—the chorus, the curtain is down, 
the audience is clamoring for the next 
act. Only the rag-tag exponents of a 
cheap morality are dawdling behind. 
Exit—the doleful motley. 

‘“We have all imagined ourselves 
Cromwells, who was called “the ham- 
merer, and all crowded into the chorus. 
The show has had a Jong run but the 
season Is over. 

“© “To the poor Indian’ even digs up 
his rusty tomahawk, so tainted is the at- 
mosphere with the epidemic of hammer- 
ing; but the hammer and tomahawk be- 
long to the same class; burnthem ‘The 
Wall street hunt is over, Roosevelt is off 
for Africa. Off to the jungle with you, 
knights of the holy sledge, and stay along 
while, please, until the national pulse is 
normal again. 

‘“Theré is something farcical about 
the reform epoch. ‘This national disil- 
lusionment seems to be accepted by us as 
the final standard of patriotism. How 
we pity the past periods of prosperity. 
How happy we are that we are innocent 
lambs no longer and belong to the bear 
species now. Weare so glad weare no 
longer victims of hope and dreams and 
air,castles. Wewrap our gloom about 
us and enjoy the cnill fogs as a_ virtue. 
We say we are enamored of the white 
light, but we are in rapport with the 
darkness and count it noble. How we 
rejoice in the incredibility of God and his 
power in the world and in the credibility 


THE FIRST CHILD, 


Rev. Theodore L.. Frost, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, Manchester, 
delivered his first sermon in the series of 
“The First- Things,’’ last Sunday on 
““ The First Child.”” Mr. Frost chose 
for his text Gen. 4:1, “‘I have gotten a 
man with the help of Jehovah.’’  Fol- 
lowing is a brief outline of the sermon: 

“*Sometime after Adam and Eve had 
been driven from their beautiful home in 
the garden of Eden, a little baby boy 
came into their home. What did this 
child inherit? We must go back to the 
first sin. The first human pair violated 
their contract with God. Man did not 
confine himself of his own tree, but took 
hold of God’s tree. He became unjust 
with his Maker. Asa result this spirit 
of sin has come down through the ages 
and the whole human race has been pol- 
luted and made foul on account of that 
act of injustice. An act is something 
peculiar to the individual life and 
cannot be transmitted but the spirit which 
prompts acts can be handed down. 
Adam and Eve did not hand down their 
evil action, but the spirit. So Adam and 
Eve transmitted to Cain a sin-stained 
nature. ‘This little child had an inherit- 
ance in their sin. 

‘© Cain not only inherited sin, but he 
inherited a strong body. How many 
are born with weak bodies, unable to 
fight the physical battle of life. Cain al- 
so inherited a clear, strong mind. He 
was born just outside of Paradise, so 
there must have been some good quali- 
ties in him. It was too bad that he came 
to such a wreck and ruin. 

“Then, notice Cain’s occupation. 
Adam’s occupation was farming, and so 
it was natural that Cain should become a 
farmer. His parents had considerable 
wisdom, and they did not bring up their 
child in idleness. “They. taught him 
how to work. He had his share in the 
domestic economy and he was taught 
how to till the soil. 

‘© Cain hada strong rebellious nature 
and he wanted to do something. But, 
he went at it inthe wrong way. Hewas 
determined that he should conquer the

John T. Goldsmith. 
John T. Goldsmith, who died at his 


home in Beverly last Saturday noon at 
the age of 68 years, after a short illness, 
was a native of Manchester. He was 
born here Oct. 18, 1841, and attended 
the public schools of the town. When 
a young man he went fishing to the banks, 
Manchester at that time sending quite a 
representative fleet to the banks, and 
from here and Gloucester Mr. Gold- 
smith made many trips. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, Mr. 
Goldsmith enlisted in the 18th Massa- 
chusetts and after serving there was trans- 
ferred to Company E of the 32nd Mass- 
achusetts. He was in many of the hard- 
est fought campaigns of the war and saw 
the battles of the Wilderness, Spottsyl- 
vania, Laurel Hill, Chickominy and Cold 
Harbor. He was captured by the con- 
federates at Long Bridge, Va., and had 
some interesting experiences while a pris- 
oner of the rebels serving at Libby, Dan- 
ville. Macon and Andersonville and 
finally escaping to the Union lines after 
walking 165 miles to Charleston. 

After the war he settled in Beverly. 
A widow and two sons survive him. 

He is the first of an interesting family 
of five boys to go.

Is SUMMER coming? Look over this 
week’s Breeze. The paper has in- 
creased eight pages within the past four 
weeks. 


Drepcinc! The prevailing  senti- 
ment in Manchester seems to be decid- 
edly in favor of having the town dredge 
a channel to the town pier at Mascono- 
mo Park, and of having a basin dug out 
near the pier. [he matter is to be 
brought up again at the adjourned meet- 
ing next Monday night. An appropri- 
ation of something over $4000 is needed. 
Too much emphasis cannot be laid on 
the necessity of Manchester providing 
suitable public landing places in the town 
if it is to cater to its summer business. 
A large proportion of our summer col- 
ony have boats, and during a greater 
part of the summer there are large yachts 
and power boats in the outer harbor. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE. 


If the town is to benefit by these “‘ float- 
ing palaces,’’ they might be termed in 
some cases, suitable and convenient 
landing places must be provided so that 
the small boats from these yachts may 
land. 

Whatever may be said against the 
proposition the fact yet remains that 
there is not a public landing in town, 
except the pier at Tuck’s Point, where 
a boat may land at all hours. If the tide 
is high the drawbridge bars the passage 
into the inner harbor, and if the tide is 
low the undredged channel directly be- 
neath the drawbridge prevents passage. 
And there you are. 

Now, is it not the easiest and most 
businesslike way open for the town, to 
dredge a channel to the pier which the 
town owns at Masconomo park, so that 
at high and low tide boats may land, 
without intruding on private property? 


Manchester Public Library. 


The annual report of the state free 
public library commission was submitted 
to the legislature a few days ago. ‘The 
following reference is made to the Man- 
chester Public Library: 

The trustees report, with grateful 
appreciation, that ever since the town, in 
1871, came into possession of the Ly- 
ceum Library of about 1000 volumes as 
the nucleus for a free town library, it 
never has failed to appropriate each year 
the sum asked for by the trustees. From 
this small beginning the library has grown 
to a present total of about 13000 volumes, 
with a circulation well above 20,000. 

‘“ The need of a reading room is man- 
ifest, but until the Grand Army post that 
occupies the large western room in the 
building shall cease to need it, there is no 
present prospect of obtaining the space 
desired. Work with the schools grows 
in interest and importance, and books are 
purchased frequently as required for 
teachers and scholars in their studies. 
Many pupils visit the library to consult 
the reference books. 

“* Gifts of value from friends of the 
library—notably summer residents—have 
been received. For the ‘‘ History of 
All Nations,’’ in 24 volumes, beautifully 
illustrated, thanks are due to Henry S.

Manchester was visited by two fires 
the past week although neither caused 
any great loss.

derstand why men should take the trouble 
to travel to such remote regions as the 
Peak country or the Lake district, above 
all, the barbarous Highlands, when they 
could enjoy the comforts of their own 
firesides; though he was lured by Bos- 
well to the far off Western Isles, the call 
of the mountain and the glen made no 
appeal to his urban tastes; he was a man 
of the city, and anything outside of Lon- 
don was as foreign to him as Abyssinia 
itself. 

In the judgment of Macaulay, the 
Lives of the Poets is Johnson’s greatest 
work; but inthis he is very unequal; 
his lives of Dryden and Pope have been 
adjudged the best, and that of Gray the 
worst. His failure to appreciate and ad- 
mire Milton is one of the strangest con- 
trarieties of the critic’s character. The 
lives are not merely biographies; they 
are more properly critical estimates of 
the poet’s work. They are now seldom 
read. QOnthe whole, we must think of 
Johnson as a great light in the literary 
firmament; his lustre will never fade, 
but his massive mind didnot move in 
channels which make his writings attrac- 
tive to present day thought and expres- 
sion. 

Johnson’s style is always dignified, but 
it is often cumbrous; it lacks ease and 
variety; he was fond of Latinisms both 
in his words and the structure of his 
sentences; his labored and formal per- 
iods have a stateliness in their march, 
but they seem as if always on parade, 
they are never allowed to break step or 
appear in fatigue dress; in a word, he 
wrote JoAnsonese; his pages are divided 
into rather short paragraphs of quite uni- 
form lenght, and his sentences are often 
too long and too complicated, one in the 
Life of Pope consisting of no less than 
eight different subjects. But while he 
had little grace or vivacity, while his 
tread is always ponderous and slow, what 
liveliness he had being of the elephantine 
variety, his works are a model of plain, 
forcible correct English; and while not 
exactly those most in demand in circulat- 
ing libraries, are marked by solid .rea- 
soning, high ethical tone and profound 
thought. He wrote not to pleas-, but 
to instruct. 

Johnson shone at his best in the midst 
of his literary companions, among whom 
he ruled with a kind of despotic sway. 
They were men of mark and genius, 
Burke, Goldsmith, Reynolds, Gibbon, 
Garrick, and others; they were some- 
thing more than satellites to the great 
luminary. Roswell, his servile biograph- 
er, was a man of very inferior talent, a 
mere parasite and sycophant, but he has 
written one of the best Lives of any great 
literary man that has come down to us, 
simply because he lets his master speak 


for himself, shows him to us just as he 
appeared to his friends with all his ex- 
travagances, his sagacious and senten- 
tious wisdom, his crushing retorts, his 
sarcastic humor, his ponderous logic, his 
foibles and his weaknesses as_ well as his 
genius and power. 

On the whole, Johnson impresses us 
as a great, large-souled man; as Carlyle 
calls him, ‘‘a giant, invincible soul, a 
man who was under the noble necessity 
of being true.’’ It would be easy to en- 
large upon the defects in his character; 
he seems to have labored under some 
peculiar mental perversity; he would not 
believe in the Lisbon earthquake, but he 
could believe in the Cock-lane ghost; 
he was a master of reasoning, but was 
himself mastered by the most absurd 
whims and prejudices; he could trample 
upon all the amenities and civilities, and 
stand bareheaded in the rain in Lichfield 
market-place as a sort of penance for an 
unfilial act of his boyhood; perhaps the 
best excuse for his often rude and un- 
civilized manner is that of Boswell, ‘“he 
had nothing of the bear but the skin.’’ 

But to point out spots in the sun is an 
ungracious task; after all deductions are 
justly made, it must be said of Samuel 
Johnson that he was a mass of genuine 
manhood, one of the most virile writers 
that our English tongue can boast. He 
is a igure, unique, isolated, dominating. 
For massiveness of intellect, stern mor- 
ality and indomitable will, he has hardly 
hada peer. We can accept Macaulay’s 
dictum, ““he was both a great and good 
man.’ After a life of strange contrasts 
and vicissitudes, and physical and mental 
suffering, the sun shone out brightly at 
its setting After an almost morbid fear 
of dying, his death-bed was a scene of 
christian tranquillity and hope.

soil. If he had relied on God he would 
have done well, but he did not, he relied 
on his own strength and trusted himself. 

“© Then look at Cain’s ruin. He was 
a man almost before he was a boy; he 
was in advance of most children now 
adays. He came well equipped for ma 
terial success; a boy likely to be a win- 
ner in life, and he did win, don’t think 
he didn’t. Even an evil life will achieve 
something. Cain built a city, founded 
a dynasty and was the progenitor of 
those who forged weapons of war. Be- 
sides accomplishing something, he 
carried the human race just one step 
farther into sin and degradation. Adam 
and Eve had been unjust to their Maker; 
Cain slew his brother. How quickly 
one sin leads to another! 

** Lastly, let us ask when we do any- 
thing, What will be the consequences? 
How will this act affect that other per- 
son’s life? Shall you give to the future 
generation a handicap because you re- 
belled against God? Will your life bless 
the future? Or, will it cause sad hearts? 
Will it mean strength for human weak- 
ness? Think of it. . How does your 
life affect the human race? 

‘© Education cannot eradicate the sin 
in one’s soul. Qvne thinks that all they 
have to do to cover up a sin is to get 
hold of some good books. There must 
be something more than books to take 
away the stain of sin from the _ heart. 
Just because a child is born of Christian 
parents, that does not make him a re- 
deemed soul. There is a power that 
will bring us into the ranks of the re- 
deemed and that power comes from — 
Jesus Christ.’’

*“ With sorrow we have to report a 
great loss to our Corporation. Andrew 
Standley, our friend and fellow Director, 
died February 22, 1908. He was aman 
of sterling integrity, honest in purpose, 
progressive in action, genial in dis- 
position, honored and beloved by all. 

‘© Ata meeting of the Directors on 
June 14, 1908, Mr. William H. Ger- 
rish was chosen to fill the vacancy. 

‘* The property of the Corporation 1s 
in fair condition. 
the buildings adding each year to the cost 
of repairs. 

“* The notes raised for building of pier, 
purchase of bath houses and costs of 
Preston law’suit, having been signed by 
individuals, it has been our purpose to 
pay them off as soon as possible. ‘This 
has led us the last two years to ask our 
friends to assist us in keeping the beach 
clean. 

“Through the kindness of Mr. 
George Lee in giving us permission to 
dump the seaweed and debris on his field 
and also through the generous gifts of 
friends we have been able to do good 
work in this respect this year.

Not a Dissenting Vote on Matter of Dredging Channel at Masconomo Park, Man- 


chester. 


Plans for Expending $5000 on School Playgrounds Accepted, 


$800 Appropriated. Committee Appointed to look into 
Subject of Sewage for Manchester. 


The adjourned Town Meeting in 
Manchester Monday evening brought 
out more or less talk along the line of 
sewerage for the town andacommittee of 
five citizens was appointed to look into 
the matter and report at some future 
meeting. 

The matter of dredging a channel at 
Masconomo Park was brought up again, 
and much to the credit of those who 
have worked so hard to bring this about, 
.the town voted to spend $4250 for this 
work. In March it was voted down, 
but when it was brought up this week 
not a vote was cast against it. 

The channel to be dredged will be 50 
feet wide, and the basin on the easterly 
end of the channel, near the pier, will 
be 150 feet long by a little over 100 feet 
wide. ‘The motion to do the work was 
made by Walter C. Calderwood, who 
has worked indefatigably to bring about 
the desired end since the original motion 
was voted down at the March meeting. 
It is because of his work largely that the 
unanimous vote was brought about. 


As to the question of sewelage, no 
direct talk was made on the subject, 
though a committee was appointed to 
look into the matter and report to the 
town at the next annual meeting, or at 
some special meeting. 

The proposition to clean out Central 
Pond, which has been termed a “‘ cess- 
pool’ at various times in town meeting, 
or to make any improvements along this 
line was voted down, for this year at 
least. 

Plans for improving the school play- 
grounds were presented by the special 
committee appointed at the March 
meeting. ‘“[he:plans call for an expend- 
iture of some $5000, and $800 was 
raised to do part of the work this year. 
The field is to be graded and a wall 
built along by the brook. 

The total appropriations of this meet- 
ing were $5350.00, which, added to the 
$193,123.42 already appropriated, brings 
the grand total to $198,473.42. It was 
voted to raise by taxation $120,000.00.

PRESIDENT TAFT IS TO HAVE THE STETSON HOUSE AT 
BURGESS POINT, BEVERLY. DEFINITELY DECIDED. 


It has been definitely decided now that 
President Taft is coming to the North 
Shore, and Monday the announcement 
was made that the Stetson house at Bur- 
gess Point, owned by R. D. Evans, 
would be the one occupied by the chief 
executive and his family. 

The report was verified by Mr. Evans 
Tuesday, when the Breeze man called 
on him at his Boston office, and also by 
T. Dennie Boardman, through whose 
office the house was leased to the presi- 
dent. 

Though several places were visited by 
Mrs. Taft on her recent visit to the 
North Shore the choice was finally sifted 
down to two. places,—the Robinson 
house at Manchester and the Stetson 
house at Beverly Cove."! As regards loca- 
tion the Robinson house was the choice, 
but the house was too small, and it is for 
that reason, chiefly, that the Beverly cot- 
tage was taken. ‘This has 24 rooms, 
besides servants quarters in another build- 
ing. 

The Stetson house is owned by R. D. 


Evans, who also owns Dawson Hall, the 
beautiful place occupied by Mr. Evans 
and family summers, which is just across 
the avenue from the house to be oc- 
cupied by the President. 

The house is reached by a long avenue 
leading off Ober street. On the corner 
are the summer homes of A. Shuman 
and Mrs. F. H. Peabody, while on the 
aveuue are the cottages owned by N. 
W. Rice, Thomas P. Beals and Col. 
William H. Sohier. 

With autombiles at their disposal Bur- 
gess Point is not so far from Manchester 
and the rest of the North Shore as one 
would imagine. The distance from 
Manchester is about six miles. The 
Montserrat station would be the one used 
by the Tafts, probably, in preference to 
Beverly. Corning street, running from 
Montserrat to Hospital Point, would 
give almost a straight road from the 
Montserrat station to. the President’s 
house. 

It is said that the Tafts will move on 
to the North Shore early in June. 


AN EASTER SERMON 


Rev. L. H. Ruge Preaches on ‘The Great 
Apocalypse in Nature” at Congregational 
Church, Manchester. 

At the Congregational church, Man- 
chester, on Easter Sunday morning, 
Rev. Louis H. Ruge, the pastor, 
preached an Easter sermon on “‘ The 
Great Apocalypse in Nature.’’ He said 
in part: 

Text: “‘ Waiting for the apokalupsin 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ I Cor. 1: 7. 

“The Greek word apokalupsin signi- 
fles an uncovering, an unveiling, a re- 
velation. From apokalupsis we get the 
word apocalypse. Let us then read the 
text in all its simple significance: 
‘Waiting for the uncovering, the un- 
veiling, the revelation of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.’ 

‘*Thereare many wonderful revelations 
in nature, but we walk through the fields 
with eyes holden and see nothing. In 
the buttercups and bees under our feet, 
in the whispering trees and the song of 
the thrush, in the lights and shadows on 
the hills, in the pastel tints of the fading 
light of day there is a revelation, an apo- 
calypse in natural history. 

‘Tclimbedthe rocksand slanting ledges 
of the North Shore here in company 
with aman the other day and we were 
like the two disciples on the way to Em- 
maus, our eyes were holden; but had a 
geologist gone with us he could have un- 
veiled the stony face of nature and caused 
her to tell the tale of the making of a 
planet. We have an apocalypse of na- 
ture in the science of geology. 

*“We live inthis form of flesh and yet 
comparatively few know even the first 
things about the body in which they live. 
But the whole structure is unveiled to the 
physiologist. It is an apocalypse of na- 
ture in the science of physiology. 

‘‘We might go on to illustrate still fur- 
ther only that we should waste time in 
this thought in the lower realm of nature. 
The highest realm of creation on earth is 
man. Let us then look for the greatest 
revelation there. Strange that science 
should look for a revelation of God in 
the lower realm. The naturalist looks 
for him in a bug, the geologist looks for 
him in astone; but when we begin to 
look for God in the soul of man we lose 
faith in finding him. 

“Jesus Christ is the highest type of 
man, look for God there. He is re- 
vealed there if anywhere in nature. We 
have a number of unveilings in Christ. 
On the Mount of Transfiguration he re- 
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BLYNMAN TOTAL LOSS. 


Well Known North'Shore Hotel Burned to the 
Ground Last Friday. Unoccupied for 
Several Seasons. 


It is thought that the fire at the Blyn- 
man hotel, Magnolia, last Friday after- 
noon, was of an incendiary origin. As 
reported in our issue of last week the 
fire was discovered about 1.45 and 
though the firemen of Manchester and 
Magnolia put up a good fight, the large 
structure was doomed and within an 
hour it was flat on the ground. 

Fred Staples, a driver for Gorham 
Davis, was the first to discovor the fire. 
He was on his way to Magnolia village 
from the 1.35 train. At that time the 
fire seemed to have gained a good foot- 
hold in the building for the upper 
portion was enveloped in flames and 
smoke was coming out the windows and 
through the cupola on the roof. As 
soon as he saw the fire Mr. Staples 
whipped up his horses and made all haste 
to the Magnolia engine house, where he 
notified the men there of the fire, and 
they in turn notified the Manchester fire 
department by telephone. 

When the Manchester department 
arrived on the scene Chief Hoare knew 
the hotel was doomed and the attention 
of the firemen, together with the appa- 
ratus from Magnolia, which answered 
the call for help, was turned to saving 
the cottages and other buildings near the 
hotel. In this they were successful. 

The Blynman hotel was erected about 
40 years ago by the late Allen Knowl- 
ton and for atime after his death was 
conducted by Warren Knowlton, a son. 
Three winters ago extensive improve- 
ments were made and an_ addition 
erected, costing, it is said, in the vicinity 
of $20,000. Mr. Knowlton had some 
financial difficulties and before things 
were finally straightened out L. M. 
Clark and W. H. Coolidge, who have 
spent their summers at Magnolia for 
several years, bought the property, it 
being their stated intention at the time to 
have the hotel structure torn down, and 
summer cottages erected for their own 
use. 

‘There was no furniture in the hotel at 
the time, and it is not known that there 
was anybody in the building. It had 
been unoccupied for two summers. 
The building was worth about $40,000. 
No insurance was carried on it. 

In its balmy days as a summer hotel 
the place was patronized by some of the 
best known people of the country, many 
of whom now have summer cottages 
along the North Shore. After Magnolia 
Point was developed, however, and the 
Oceanside and other hotels were built, 
the Blynman lost some of its patrons. 
Occupying a knoll overlooking Crescent 
Beach and the ocean, it was a delight- 
ful location for a resort of this sort. 

The building was a total loss.

Manchester was visited by another fire 
Monday afternoon. Shortly before 2 
o’ clock an alarm from Box 31 was rung 
in for a brush fire on the hill adjoining 
Spy Rock, or Wetherbee’s Hill. As to 
the cause of the fire it is believed by 
some that sparks from the engine on the 
1.30 train set the dry grass afre. Others 
lay it to the moth suppression gang. 
Owing to the high wind that was_ blow- 
ing, the fire spread rapidly up over the 
hill and into the pine trees and brush be- 
yond. The flames leaped some 30 or 
40 feet in the air. The fire engine 
quickly arrived on the scene and put in 
some good work. The all out sounded 
in about an hour. But for the excellent 
work of the fire department and the efh- 
cient management of Chief Hoare the 
flames would have spread on to the houses 
on Summer street and on the hill.

ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 


Continued from page 3 


What was Said and Done at Adjourned 
Town Meeting. 


Moderator R. C. Allen called the 
meeting to order at 7.35. 

W. C. Calderwood immediately took 
the floor and called for Art. 26, and 
under this article moved that $4250 be 
appropriated for dredging a channel from 
the main channel to the pier at Masco- 
nomo Park. The motion was seconded. 

A. Cunningham asked the park com- 
missioners how people were to get to 
the pier this summer, by airship or sub- 
way. (Referring to the mud dumped 
on the park. ) 

Commissioner H. Standley replied 
that there was a road there and he pre- 
sumed people would walk the road. 

W. C. Rust hoped this matter of 
dredging would go ,through tonight. 
When the town bought that place it was 
one of the great arguments at the time 
that there would be a public landing 
there. A pier was built and ever since 
then we have been trying to get a chan- 
nel dredged to the pier. He thought 


the town could find enough money to do 


this without much trouble. 

Chairman E. S. Knight of the board 
of selectmen read a letter bearing on the 
subject from Major Henry L. Higginson, 
in which Mr. Higginson very strongly 
endorsed the movement and expressed 
the hope the channel would be dug. 

Austin Morley: Where is the orig- 
inal plan for the improvements of this 
park? 

Chairman F. A. Rowe: 
ectmen’s office 

Mr. Morley. The citizens ought to 
know how much it is going to cost to 
finish the park. It has already cost 
$40,000 or more and _ the citizens 
should know how much more it will cost 
to complete it. We ought to have an 
approximate estimate. 

F. K. Hooper explained that the ap- 
propriation committee had failed to re- 
commend this appropriation purely from 
a financial standpoint. With the pre- 
sent valuation and to maintain same tax 
rate the town cannot do all these things. 
Something must be cut out, so this was 
not recommended. Such matters, he 
thought, ought to be left for the citizens 
to decide in town meeting. He believed 
the town should spend something each 
year in dredging. ‘This work ought to 
be done. It is true you are hampered 
in coming up and down the river. He 
referred to the time when he engineered 
legislation at the State House for making 
the B. and M. better the facilities at the 
drawbridge, but the town lost its back- 
bone because they were persuaded by the 
B. and M. it would cost a few thousand 
dollars. 

» The vote was put onthe motion to 


In the sel- 


dredge and 145 votes were cast, all in 
favor. 

The selectmen reported in this con- 
nection as follows: 

To the Citizens of the Town of Manchester; 

GENTLEMEN: 

At the annual town meeting the ques- 
tion of dredging under the drawbridge of 
the B. and M. was referred tothe select- 
men. 

‘The matter was taken under consider- 
ation by them. “The Harbor and Land 
Commissioners denying jurisdiction, a 
letter was addressed to the president of 
the B. and M. and an interview was 
given your chairman by him, but noth- 
ing was accomplished, as the railroad 
company refused to do anything, claim- 
ing that no one had jurisdiction except 
the Secretary of War at Washington. 

The conditions at this bridge are as 
follows: First, the channel as dredged 
by the state and town gives us an aver- 
age depth of six feet at mean low water, 
both above and below the railroad; un- 
der the draw we have an average depth 
at mean low water of two feet or less. 
This of itself forms a bar which obstructs 
navigation and nullifes the work of both 
state and town. It also prevents the 
channel from clearing itself and obliges 
us to dredge above the draw at periods 
of three to five years in order to main- 
tain our present depth of water. Sec- 
ondly, the draw ifself is altogether too 
narrow, its present width being less than 
33 feet, which is not wide enough to ad- 
mit craft which our present depth of wa- 
ter warrants. In fact we are informed, 
that no barges are being built today that 
can come through the present draw. 
But one of the greatest objections to this 
structure is its construction, with the 
truss work all below the level of the 
track, the same obstructing navigation for 
a period of from three or four hours at 
ever tide. 

We should demand a draw of not less 
than 40 feet wide with the truss work 
above the level of the track, giving free 
access at all times. 

We would recommend that the sel- 
ectmen or a committee be instructed to 
appeal to the Honorable Secretary of 
War to order the B. and M. to con- 
struct a drawbridge 40 feet wide with the 
truss work above the level of the track 
and to dredge underneath said draw, or 
allow the town to dredge underneath said 
drawbridge, that we may obtain a depth 
at that point of six feet at mean low 
water.

F. P. Knight and was adopted:

I move that the selectmen be in- 
structed and are hereby authorized to ap- 
peal to the Honorable Secretary of War 
to order the Boston and Maine railroad 
to construct in Manchester inner ha:bor 
a drawbridge 40 feet wide with the truss 
work above the level of the track and to 
dredge or allow the town to dredge un- 
derneath said drawbridge, that we may 
obtain a depth at that point of six feet at 
mean low water. Any expense to be 
incurred under this vote to be paid for 
from town miscellaneous.’’ 

Park Comm. Standley asked if the 
town cared to take some action on having 
the mud thrown onto the park, either in 
part or in whole. He said it could be 
run on for $1000. 

A. Cunningham wanted to know what 
the speaker meant by “‘run on,’’--the 
same method as used this spring? 

A. Morley believed the mud should be 
taken care of. If the present plans of 
the park are not sufficient let some emin- 
ent engineer take it up and prepare plans, 
even if it costs the town $200 or $300, 
and let us know what it is going ;to cost 
to finish the job. 

G. S. Sinnicks said he understood the 
contract which the town had with the 
dredging concern called for distributing 
the mud over the park and that the mud 
would be scraped off the roadway. It 
looked as if it will have to be handled 
again. Cheaper to take it outside. 

No action was taken on dumping the 
mud on the park. 

Art. 16. Relative to the road built by 
the water commissioners F. J. Merrill 
offered the following: 

*“We recommend that the selectmen 
be instructed to petition the county com- 
missioners to lay out said road as a 
county road including also Pine street. 
We believe this road will become an 
important thoroughfare and will open up 
a large territory much of which is capable 
of development for summer residence 
and this plan seems to your committee 
to be the best way to dispose of the 
matter.’ 

Adopted. 

Mr. Merrill explained that the com- 
mittee had had an informal meeting with 
the Hamilton officials and that they were 
strongly in favor of the above plan. 

W. C. Rust moved the report be ac- 
cepted and the recommendation adopted. 
Voted unanimously. 

Art. 63. School playgrounds. The 
committee presented plans and reported 
as follows: 

““ The plan calls for a retaining wall 
to be built along the line of the brook, 
to be carried up two feet above the pres- 
ent grade filled in with about three feet 
rise to 240 feet, which would carry it 
back to about the centre of the diamond. 

*“A running track of six laps to the 
mile to be built around the field. A 
space of about 120 feet square to be 
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levelled off for athletic sports, 2800 cu. 
yds. of filling will be required to do the 
work, The loam should be stripped off 
and piled in some convenient spot to be 
spread after the filling is completed. 
The approximate cost of this work will 
be about $5000. We think it advisable 
that the town begin the work the pres- 
ent year and we recommend that $800 
be appropriated to build the retaining 
wall from the lower end of the school 
house lot adjoining Norwood avenue to 
the land of Eric H. Wetterlow.”’ 

M. E. Gorman raised the question 
whether by raising the grade of the 
playgrounds water wouldn’t be forced 
back onto land of Eric Wetterlow. He 
suggested deepening the brook for some 
distance back, and using $1000 of the 
£5000 for this purpose. 

Mr. Morley said the plan they had 
made would not injure Mr. Wetterlow’s 
land in the least. “The water would not 
overflow onto his land. The grade is 
taken from the center of the baseball 
diamond and flows to the brook. 

R. C. Lincoln. Does that plan (dis- 
played on the platform) include all to be 
done this year and in the future? 

Mr. Morley: Yes. 

Dr. Tyler explained the plan more in 
detail, telling how the field would be 
nice and dry, how the baseball field 
would be greatly ifmproved, and how it 
could be used for football in the fall and 
how space would be set off for such 
sports as jumping, throwing the hammer, 
etc. He thought $5000 a big sum, and 
that the job could be done for less. 

E. P. Stanley moved the report of the 
committee be accepted and the recom- 
mendations adopted. 

Art. 64, relative to purchase of cor- 
ner building, owned by estate of late 
Hannah Lee Allen. When it was re- 
ported that the property could not be 
bought for less than $10,000 it was 
passed over without a word of discussion. 

Art. 66. Improvements at Central 
Pond. W. C. Rust reported and pre- 
sented plan, together with report of En- 
gineer R. C. Allen. 

The committee recommended that the 
town clean out Central pond and repair 
the dam, that the amount of $1500 be 
appropriated for that purpose, and that 
it would be for the benefit and purity of 
the pond to have the by-laws of the town 
regarding to the pollution of the pond 
and waterways enforced. 

In the engineer’s report the estimated 
cost was as follows: Low wall in pond, 
$2640; high wall, $3000; extension of 
Elm street wall, $100; concrete dam, 
$1800; clean within wall of the water 
way proposed only, $300; clearing en- 
tire pond, $1500. 

Mr. Rust recommended. further that if 
this plan is not accepted. by the town, 
that at least the-dam be repaired and the 
pond be cleaned out. He called -atten- 


: 6“ ; 
tion to poor enforcement’’ of the by- 
laws of the town. If the by-laws were 
enforced there would be no refuse mat- 
ter there and there would be no need _ of 
cleaning out the pond, or building a 
wall. 

A. Cunningham inquired what by- 
laws did the speaker refer to. 

Mr. Rust called attention to Sections 
11, 12 and 13 of the town by-laws, 
which were read by the moderator. 
They had to do with cesspools, drainage 
from same, etc. 

Mr. Rust said further that nobody had 
a right to let their cesspools flow into the 
pond, or any drain or anything except 
ordinary drainage water. Yet these 
soil drains run in the whole length of the 
brook and pond, some 40 or 50 of them. 

Selectman Swett. Do the citizens 
want those by-laws enforced? 

(No reply was made. ) 

Mr. Swett. The last speaker (Mr. 
Rust) wants this Jaw enforced in regard 
to the pond. Does he want it enforced 
in regard to the inner harbor? 

Mr. Rust. We have spent enough 
money in the harbor already. 

Mr. Morley. If you enforce that 
law there is not a house in the center of 
the town but what would be vacated in 
three days. 

A. Cunningham. ‘This is a big ques- 
tion. He moved the report so far as it 
pertained to appropriation of $1500 for 
cleaning out the pond and repairing dam, 
be adopted. 

F. K. Hooper didn’t think the pond 
any worse as regards health that it was 
40 or 50 years ago. If the cost is not 
excesssive we ought to build a new dam. 
More water leaks out through the dam in 
the dry weather than flows into the pond. 

M. E. Gorman hopedthe town would 
not spend a dollar to build a new dam or 
clean out the pond. Some day adam 10 
or 12 feet wide will be built there and 
the tide water can wash in and out twice 
aday. ‘The matter ought to be indef- 
nitely postponed. 

Daniel Sheehan hoped nothing would 
be done. Years ago the best people of 
the town, millionaires and others, used 
the water of this pond for washing and 
even drinking, and now the Italian work- 
man wouldn’t wash his dirty overalls 
with it, it was so dirty. Boys used to 
swim in it, and jump and have a good 
time. The last boy he saw swimming 
in the brook came out looking as if his 
body was covered with molasses. There 
used to be trout in the brook, but they 
have been killed off, and the slimy look- 
ing eel has taken its place. You may 
shovel it out, scrape it out, or sandpaper 
it out if you please, but the stink of the 
cesspool will hang round it still. 

T. C. Rowe was of the opinion that 
if the flood gate at the dam was properly 
taken care of it would go a long way to- 
ward eliminating the stench, etc. 


It was then voted not to accept the 
recommendations, so that nothing will be 
done this year toward improving the 
pond. 

The report of the committee was ac- 
cepted. 

Joseph N. Lipman resigned as pound 
keeper and Thomas Baker was unani- 
mously elected to the position. 

The report of the board of health was 
taken from the table, and on motion of 
Austin Morley it was voted that a com- 
mittee of five citizens be appointed by 
the chair to look into and _ investigate the 
subject of sewage and see what it is best 
to do in the matter, to report at the next 
annual meeting or at some special meet- 
ing, and $300 was appropriated for its 
use. 

The moderator appointed the board of 
health,—E. S. Knight, F. K. Swete 
W. R. Bell, G. W. Blaisdell,—and 
Oliver ‘T. Roberts. 

On motion of E. A. Lane the free 
use of the town hall was granted for the 
graduation exercises in June, and for the 
class reception. 

The selectmen reported that repairs 
were needed in the upper part of the 
police station building, and for this pur- 
pose $150 was appropriated. 

The board also reported that certain 
encroachments are being made on 
Church street. 

It was voted to accept the report of 
the board and that their recommenda- 
tions be adopted, and that the $150 be 
taken from Town hall, Common and 
Wharf appropriation. 

F. K. Swett called for the petition of 
George L. Knight and others for laying 
pipe across Friend street and forthe vote 
of the selectmen regarding same. 

Clerk Bell of the board read the peti- 
tion, which follows: 

We the undersigned property hold- 
ers of Manchester respectfully petition 
your Honorable Board for permission to 
dig up Friend street for the purpose of 
laying a drain across said street from a 
point on land of Geo. L. Knight near 
present town culvert, to connect with 
land of Thomas Baker on easterly side 
of his lot. Also to put in a catch basin 
on southerly side of Friend street, the 
same to be arched and covered with a 
heavy cast iron cover, set below grade.”’ 

““G. L. Knicut, 
THomas Baker, 
Wm. F. Powers.’’ 

He read also the record of the board 
meeting, to the effect that the matter be 
placed before the town for decision. 

H. T. Bingham said it was due the 
town to know why this petition was not 
granted and why it was brought before 
the town. 

W. C. Rust did not see why the pe- 
tition should not be granted; other 
people have had the privilege of laying 
pipe across the street. He moved the 
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petition be granted. 

Chairman Knight arose to a point of 
order, as this matter, he said, lays en- 
tirely with the selectmen, according to 
the law. The moderator ruled the point 
well taken. 

F. K. Swett said that had Mr. 
Knight taken this position at the time the 
petition was presented, he (Swett) 
wouldn’t have voted to bring it before 
the town. 7 

G. S. Sinnicks. If the selectmen have 
this power, why do they bring it before 
the town. 

M. E. Gorman moved that the select- 
men be requested to grant prayer of pe- 
titioners. 

E. S. Knight amended by adding 
** provided it be done under conditions 
consistent with the laws of the common- 
wealth and the by-laws of the town.’’ 

There was considerable arguing back 
and forth, but the vote on the amend- 
ment was finally taken, and lost by a vote 
of 56 to 41. The original motion was 
then carried unanimously, which was 
that the selectmen be requested to grant 
petition. 

The report of the finance committee 
was accepted. 

It was also voted to pay the moderator 
$25 for his services. 

It was voted to raise by 
$120,000. 

The meeting was dissolved at 9.50.

Ir was evident from the tone of the 
adjourned Town Meeting in Manches- 
ter Monday night that the next big pro- 
blem to confront the town is sewerage. 
This and kindred subjects seemed to be 
the keynote of the meeting. 

While there is nothing to cause alarm 


in Manchester’s health conditions, -—in 
fact, the town can boast the lowest death 
rates of any town in the state with one 
or two exceptions, there is no question 
but what a system of sewerage must be 
installed here within the next decade. 

The inittial step in that direction was 
this vote passed Monday night: 


““Voted: That a committee of five 
citizens be appointed by the chair to look 
into and investigate the subject of sewer- 
age and see what it is best for the town 
to do in the matter, and to report at the 
next annual meeting or at some special 
meeting.’’ 


Moth Suppression,—State Supt. 
Makes His Annual Report. 

The annual report of the state super- 
intendent for suppressing the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths was transmitted to the 
legislature last Friday. It shows that 
$375,745 was expended by the state dur- 
ing the year and that $430,569 was spent 
by the cities and towns in this work. 
In addition the sum of $16,395 was ex- 
pended by the state in obtaining and ex- 
perimenting with parasites, making a 
grand total devoted to this work of over 
$800,000. 

Relative to the work on the North 
Shore the reports says that: ‘‘ After 
several conferences, with the approval of 
His Excellency the Governor, an agree- 
ment was made whereby this office, 
from its appropriation, the town of Man- 
chester and the city of Beverly and the 
North Shore residents, would all con- 
tribute to a fund to be deposited with 
the honorable State Treasurer. It was 
also arranged that the expenditure from 
this fund for the purpose of suppressing 
the gypsy moth in the North Shore 
woods should be under the direct super- 
vision of this office.’’ 

The report contains the 
recommendations: 

‘*1. To continue the field work at its 
maximum efficiency, an appropriation of 
$150,000, in addition to that ‘already 
provided for the year 1909, should be 
made. 

“2. To continue the work of impor- 
tation of parasites and for work on 
fungous and bacterial diseases, an appro- 
priation of $15,000, in addition to any 
unexpended balance, should be made. 

‘3. To provide for the uninterrupted 
continuation of the work against the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths, that the 
work may not suffer from legislative de- 
lays in the winter and spring, when 
most effective work can be done, a suit- 
able appropriation should be made fur a 
period of at least three years.’’ 
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SMoraniae aie ace an steal run 
into Boston would do well to acquaint 
themselves with the city by-laws, if the 
experience of a Manchester young man 
are to serve as any criterion. ‘This 
young man, who owns acar, wheeled 
around a street corner on one of the 
principle thoroughfares a few days ago 
and using the utmost care as to the hand- 
ling of his machine brought it to a stop 
in front cf a place of business. Much 
to his surprise a few minutes later a cop 
summoned him into court, the reason 
given being that my good friend had 
brought his car to a stop and left it stand- 
ing in the wrong direction. The re- 
gulations as to right and left side of the 
street for trafic are being enforced in 
Boston and when you bring your vehicle 
to a stop you want it headed in the dir- 
ection of the tide and not “‘ head-on’’ 
against it.

veals the glory of God. ‘There isa re- 
velation of his glorified body to the two 
disciples on the way to Emmaus. Saul 
on the way to Damascus had an apo- 
calypse as well as John on Patmos. 

‘“But I have an apocalypse of Jesus 
Christ; you too may have it. He un- 
veils to me the matchless philosophy of a 
patient mind under tortures at the hands 
of relentless foes. 
me the abnegation of self that stands for- 
ever unrivaled. His life isan apocalypse 
in mora.s, not only in moral intuition, 
but in the unfolding of the moral intui- 
tions and bringing them to perfection, 
until he stands as the only perfect test of 
manhood. You say it is all idealistic? 
True, and yet the truth he taught and 
embodied is practically fundamental in 
the making of perfect manhood today. 

“‘We havean apocalypse in his immor- 
tality. “Iwo of the disciples on the way 
to Emmaus are favored with a demon- 
stration of man’s immortality. The 
country along the way Is beautiful. The 
landscape is dotted with fruitful vineyards 
and gardens. ‘The birds sing their 
sweetest songs. The sunshine temper- 
ed by balmy breezes falls upon their faces, 
but they are sad. The way is historic 
in associations of the rise and fall of Is- 
rael. The tombs of the patriarchs and 


His life reveals to- 


prophets.look down upon them. ‘Their 
faith is shattered, their hopes are dead, 
their dreams are gone. Their tragic 
cry: ‘We trusted that it was he that 
should redeem Israel’ rings along the 
Appian way of a dying nation and it 
comes back to them in a moaning echo 
of despair. 

“Could anything short of a demonstra- 
tion of their Lord’s immortality have 
satished them? Can their crucified and 
dead [Leader demonstrate over death? 
And this is the only thing after all that 
counts, the only thing that signifies. You 
may say that for you this brief life is suffi- 
cient in itself, but for me the greatest 
happiness, the highest achievement is 
nothing if there is no life beyond the 
grave. Immortality is the epic cry of 
the ages, nothing else counts beside it. 

‘‘When the risen Christ joined these 
two disciples their eyes were holden. So 
are ours. ‘The veil is not over the face 
of nature after all. It is not over God’s 
face it is over ours. We are pilgrims of 
darkness walking in the light. Withthe 
hope of Israel’s Redeemer in_ their 
hearts, with the testimony of the dis- 
ciples theirs that the Lord was risen, 
with the very risen Christ unveiling the 
mysteries of the scriptures to them they 
are still blind. And do we hope that 
men today shall see what these men 
failed to see? 


‘“Then he vanishes. Soa fact is de- 


monstrated today and doubted tomorrow. 
The truth comes and goes. We have a 
consciousness of it now but for how long 
atime? Do not let the ability of the 
Lord’s glorified body to appear and dis- 
appear at will, a mere incident, assume 
too large a place in the reason. Scien- 
tists can do that almost now with an un- 
glorified body, a body still in the bond- 
age of corruption. Who knows the 
powers still to unfold inthe body and 
mind when it may be made transparent 
and transluscent now, and it is even held 
that it may be made invisible soon. 

“The Lord did not stay long after his 
resurrection. He vanished completely. 
He might as well from an unseeing 
world. So doweall vanish. We ap- 
pear and disappear. ‘Today we see a 
man walk the streets. We talk to him, 
we touch him. “Tomorrow he is gone. 
Shall we see him again, shall we talk to 
him, shall we touch him again? Is he 
the only thing a creator destroys in the 
universe? Shall the song stop half sung 
in the throat of the singer?—Shall the 
harmony in a harp of gold be half played 
and all the strings snap at once?—Shall 
the whirling planet disappear mid-way in 
its orbit? Shall the sun be blotted out at 
noonday? Not until the reason of God 
rocks on its throne. 

“*There is a great apocalypse in nature 
still coming. It will be a revelation in 
glorified human nature, doubt it not.

We wait for this revelation. The apo- 
calypse is not finished, for the poor rea- 
son of man is still veiled. But then 
“we shall see face to face,’ then 
we shall ‘ know even as weare known.’ 
There is a coming climax to human 
creation. 

*‘T stood in the throng that surrounded 
a veiled statue. I listened to the stirring 
strains of musicians. I heard liquid 
words in eloquent eulogy of a dead man. 
But what avails it if the man is less than 
the marble figure? When the veil was 
removed it was the apocalypse of a 
shadow even if in stone.

It 
was death exalted above life. 

“‘Only the great Apocalypse to come 
makes that unveiling of any worth.

‘The musicians of heaven shall 
strike up a strain never yet heard by 
mortal ears and a tongue shall extol the 
Lamb never yet loosed, and it shall be 
the unveiling of Him who is alive for- 
evermore, the exaltation of the incarnate, 
infinite, eternal life of God above the 
resurrected dead. And every knee shall 
bow at the unveiling, and every tongue 
shall extol the glories of the anthropic 
man who ‘brought life and immortality 
to light’ in the natural realm of man.’’

MODERN INVENTION DRIVES HISTORIC OLD FIRE 
ENGINE FROM HOME IN MANCHESTER FIRE STATION. 


THE ‘‘TORRENT,’’ BUILT IN MANCHESTER IN 1832. 


We present above a picture of the old 

* Torrent,’’ Manchester’s first fire en- 
gine, built in 1832, and kept in active 
service for 53 years, a most remarkable 
record. 

Interest centers in the old engine just 
at present from the fact that it has re- 
cently been taken from its home of the 
past few years in the basement of the en- 
gine house and is to be removed to the 
town property at the Stone Crusher, on 
Pleasant street, for storage. 

Considerable of history centers around 
the ‘‘ Torrent’ aside from its age, 
merely. ‘To begin with it is one of the 
oldest fre engines inthecountry. Then 
again it was manufactured in Manches- 
ter, a fact which few people of today 
can realize,-—that Manchester was one 
time the home of the manufactory of 
fire engines. 

According to Lamson’s History of 
Manchester Col. Eben Tappan began 
building fire engines in 1826 ‘* without a 
previous knowledge of foundry work or 
special instruction in mechanics.’’ In 
1832 he built the ‘‘ Torrent’’ a suction 
engine, which was used in the great fire 
of 1836, and was afterward bought by 
the town. ‘‘ This engine did good ser- 
vice until laid up in 1885, a period of 53 
years, a most remarkable record.’’ The 
Salem Daily Telegraph of June 6, 1888, 
in commenting on this subject said: 
‘“The plans were entirely his own 
models and patterns. ‘The village black- 
smith did the iron work under Mr. Tap-

pan’s immediate supervision. The 
brasswork came to Mr. Tappan from a 
Boston foundry inthe rough, and Mr. 
Tappan’s own hand finished and fitted 
it. He also did all the work of the cop- 
persmith. In short, with the aid alone 
of the blacksmith, to whom reference is 
made above, the engines from Mr. Tap- 
pan’s hands were the result of his own 
unaided skill and industry.”’ 

The subject of the above picture is the 
identical engine referred to in the fore- 
going paragraph. 

The onward march of progress and 
up-to-date methods now make it nec- 
essary to move this relic of almost a cen- 
tury ago from its very appropriate home 
in the engine house to the dump, we 
might say. The installation of a com- 
pressed air fire alarm whistle makes it 
necessary for the room formerly occupied 
by this old time fire fighter to be utilized 
by the machinery used in connection 
with the whistle. 

We might suggest that the town ought 
to take some action toward providing a 
more suitable home for this old relic, 
than the stone crushing plant, that it 
might be preserved and handed down to 
future generations not only as a reminder 
of the old method of fighting fires, but 
as a sample of the manufactory product 
of the earlier days of the town. 

The hose reel shown on the left of the 
above picture is not as old as the fire en- 
gine, but it has long since been replaced 
by more up-to-date equipment.

GOLF. 


Changes at Essex County and Myopia 
Hunt Clubs. 


In last Saturday’s issue the Boston 
Transcript commented on changes and 
improvements at the Fssex County and 
Myopia Hunt clubs, as follows: 

Midsummer tournaments at the Essex 
County Club have attained great popular- 
ity, the last three or four years, and now 
that the club has made a fresh axe raid 
upon some of its woods, with the idea 
of providing freer play and fewer out-of- 
bounds, the links are bound to make a 
better impression upon visitors. The 
club has some golfers with progressive 
and up-to-date ideas and the visit of Wal- 
ter J. Travis, last fall, drew from that 
master of the game a number of sterling 
ideas which are being acted upon. One 
change that will be greatly appreciated 
will be the elimination of the two cross 
bunkers at the thirteenth hole, which 
were an aggravation and not conducive 
to good golf.. The hole will be length- 
ened to two full shots. New traps will 
be set in about the course, deep and filled 
with sand. 

At Myopia. 

When the Myopia Hunt club at Ham- 
ilton gets a new trap on its classic course, 
golfers in general want to know about it, 
and to see it. In other words, Myopia 
is the standard bearer of the golfing 
world this side of the Atlantic, and pro- 
blems of the links are threshed out there 
in the most thorough fashion before 
moves are made. ‘The chief alteration 
since last season is at the tenth hole, the 
“‘Alps,’’ and Herbert C. Leeds is en- 
thusiastic over it, so much so that he 
thinks it equal, if not superior, to any 
other golf hole in the world. The hole 
is 400 yards long, and the drive is over 
an elevation not undeserving of the name 
which the hole bears. A slice lands in 
a peck of trouble down in “‘ Jonesville,’’ 
so-called, a series of pot bunkers; a 
pull is dangerously near the stone wall 
and out-of-bounds. A good drive hith- 
erto has left the player a reasonably sim- 
ple second shot to the green, with noth- 
ing to impede the roll of the ball and an 
incline to help the final stages of the 
roll. 

Now there is a deep trap straight 
across the fair green, guarding the put- 
ting green, and it is a case of carrying 
that trap or playing safe by going short. 
To carry it means two long shots, under 
ordinary circumstances, and with a strong 
following windthe problem will be to 
carry the trap @nd not go too far; with 
an adverse Sana: it will puzzle the player 
to know whether to take a chance on 
getting safely over, or play short and take 
the pitch of seventy-five yards or so. 
But woe betide the player who goes into 
the trap!

THE proposed new electric railroad 
from Beverly to Boston will bea great 
benefit to the North Shore in furnishing 
quick transportation to business men who 
must go and come every day. 

We can foresee the probability that 
most of the shore residents in Beverly 
Cove, Pride’s, Wenham and Hamilton, 
and even Beverly Farms and Manches- 
ter, will find it to their advantage to 
drive up to Beverly and take oneof these 
swift, modern electric trains direct to 
Boston, where they alight in the heart of 
the city, via underground tunnel to Post- 
office Square. 

The Boston & Eastern’s engineers 
plan to have trains go from Beverly to 
Postoffice Square, Boston, in 23 minutes. 
This will not only be a saving of from 
23 to 30 minutes in the present average 
time required to reach the heart of Bos- 
ton, but it will save the transfer to the 
elevated trains in the North Union sta- 
tion, always rather unpleasant on account

of the ill-ventilated waiting room, the 
great amount of traffic encountered in 
crossing the street, and the climb up- 
stairs to the elevated train. It will also 
be cheaper, the contemplated fare being 
22 cents on five-fare tickets, instead of 
30, from Salem. 

All the preliminary engineering plans 
were completed some time ago and the 
approval of those plans by the Massa- 
chusetts Railroad commission has been 
secured. So the building of the railroad 
is now regarded asa certainty. 

The only unfinished link is the per- 
mission to construct a tunnel under Bos- 
ton harbor to make entrance to the city, 
the petition for which is now before the 
Mass. Legislature being heard by the 
joint committee of the Senate and House. 


Ir doesn’t look just right! The state 
law relative to moth suppression says the 
town of Manchester must spend $5000.00 
the coming year; Essex, adjoining, must 
spend $436.53. 

Now everybody knows that Manches- 
ter hasn’t almost twelve times as much 
woodland as Essex; nor six times as 
much; nor three times as much. We 
do not dispute that Manchester can af- 
ford to spend $5000.00 about as well as 
Essex can afford to spend $436.53, but 
the fact remains that effective work can- 
not be done if one town does its work 
thoroughly and the adjoining town only 
half does its work. If Manchester and 
Essex adjoin the same work must be 
done across the line into Essex as on the 
Manchester side of the line if best results 
are to be obtained. 


A wor.p’s fair in Boston! The 
Herald last Sunday announced the incep- 
tion of a movement to commemorate by 
an International Exposition in Boston, 
in 1920, the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the Landing of the Pilgrims and 
the Founding of New England. Steps 
are being taken to establish a permanent 
organization, which should represent the 
leading financial, commercial, industrial, 
educational, artistic and religious inter- 
ests of New England, for the consum- 
mation of this project.

Torch Fishing now Prohibited. 


Gov. Draper last week signed the bill 
to prohibit torching for herring along the 
North Shore. ‘The bill has been changed 
considerably from the form in which it 
was submitted by the petitioners and the 
town of Danvers has been included in 
its provisions. As it is signed by the 
governor it reads as follows: 

Section |. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to display torches or other 
light, designed or used for the purpose 
of taking herring or other fish, in Nahant 
bay, Beverly harbor, Salem bay or in the 
vicinity or in any inlet therein, or in any 


waters westerly and northwesterly of a: 


line drawn from East Point, Nahant, to 
Egg Rock, to Ram island, to Tinker’s 
island, to Lowell island, to Baker’s 


island, to the eastern end of Great Mis- 
ery island then to the southern point f 
Gale’s Head, Manchester, including 
Manchester harbor and Bass river, Bev- 
erly, and its tributaries; provided, how- 
ever, that the boards’ of health ofthe 
cities of Beverly and Salem and of the 
towns of Danvers, Manchester and 
Marblehead may grant permits for the 
display of torches or other lights for the 
purpose aforesaid, within the limits of

‘prite it on a neatly printed letter head; that 


their respective cities or towns during the 
months of October to April, inclusive, 
of any year, with such restrictions as in 
their judgment will prevent the same 
from constituting a nuisance; and they 
may at any time revoke any such permit. 

Section 2. Whoever violates any pro- 
vision of this act shall, for a first offence, 
be punished by a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $200, or by imprisonment 
for not less than six months nor more 
than 12 months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment; and fora second offence, 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

‘The governor some time ago signed a 
similar bill applying to Lynn harbor and 
the Saugus river.

Lincoln Steffens Speaks in 
Peoples Forum at Magnolia. 


Lincoln Steffens, famous as an exposer 
of civic corruption, east and west, spoke 
in the Village church, Magnolia, last 
Sunday evening on ‘‘Civic Betterment.’’

Get 
the candidates for office to pledge them- 
selves if elected to do those definite 
things. They will promise readily 
enough. ‘Then see that they do them.

David Butler. 

David Butler, a well known and re-

At the time of the firm going west and 
his severing his connection with them, 
he was presented with a valuable watch 
and chain by the employees of the es- 
tablishment, showing the esteem in which 
he was held. He has always cherished 
that gift, and today, after 45 years, the 
watch is in excellent condition and fine 
working order. 

Since then Mr Butler has been en- 
gaged in different occupations, part of the 
time as carpenter. Of late years he has 
led 4 more retired life. 

Mr. Butler was twice married, his 
first wife being Mary Ann Lee, a daugh- 
ter of the late Edward Lee of Manches- 
ter. His second wife, Charlotte E. 
Willmonton, daughter of the late Dea- 


con Jacob Willmonton, survives him. ”

town; also nine grandchildren. 

Mr. Butler was an honest, law abid- 
ing citizen, of quiet disposition, kind and 
open-hearted.

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NEW MEN’S CLUBHOUSE AT MAGNOLIA 


HE Norru SHore Breeze of Au- 
gust 8th last, published a statement 
of the need of a clubhouse at 

Magnolia for the men who work. It is 
not always that even our good dreams 
are realized. ‘This dream, however, is 
approaching realization. A structure far 
more beautiful than the air-castle that it 
succeeds is nearing completion and will 
be opened for inspection May 3lst. A 
view of the building from the southeast 
as it looks in its unfinished state adorns 
this issue of the BREEZE. 

The article referred to set forth the 
need of this buildingin the following 
terms: 

““In the first place, the men employed 
by the cottagers, by the guests at the 
hotels and by the hotels themselves have 
no adequate place of amusement. “They 
are not wanted about the hotels when off 


duty. [hey are not wanted loafing in 

the public square. Yet where can they 
? 

o! 


‘“ There are no bowling alleys in Mag- 

nolia; no theatres; no gay streets. 
* « * me > 

“*In the second place, it is remarkable 
that under these circumstances some en- 
terprising promoter has not put up a 
cheap bowling alley or other place of 
amusementto become a_ nuisance to the 
community but to supply the natural de- 
mand for recreation. If forestalled by 
a building with which competition would 
be hopeless, this will not be likely to 
come to pass. Unless so forestalled it 
is practically inevitable because there is 
the prospect of money init. A bowling 
alley is lucrative 

““In the third place, the rapidly in- 
creasing class of chauffeurs demands 
more good accommodations than can be 
obtained in Magnolia at a reasonable 
price today. ‘Irue, there are several 
boarding houses here, some of them 
good ones, that are not full. Some 
chauffeurs are fortunate enough to have 
obtained rooms in private houses. On 
the other hand, at least fifteen chauffeurs 
are being boarded at the Oceanside at a 
cost of eight dollars a week for room and 
eight dollars a week for table-board. 
Why are they there if they could obtain 
good rooms and board at a less figure in 
town? The hotel management is not 
anxious to keep them. Quite the con- 
trary. If they felt able to recommend

with perfect confidence rooms elsewhere, 
they would gladly do it and relieve them- 
selves of a serious problem. If twenty- 
five more good rooms were added to the 


stools for fourteen guests. The writing 
room is at the end of the lobby on this 
side of the building with the manager’s 
office adjoining it. At the opposite end 
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available accommodations for chauffeurs 
in Magnolia and an excellent restaurant 
were maintained, all at reasonable prices, 
it would be a distinct advantage to all 
concerned.’’ 

An examination of the floor-plans will 
show that these needs have been met ad- 
mirably in the building that has been 
erected. [he basement contains four 
well lighted bowling alleys, a pool room 
for four tables, a gymnasium and a toilet 
room. It contains also a suite of three 
rooms with bath for the women who 
have charge of the restaurant. 

On the first floor directly in front of 
the entrance and across the vaulted lobby 
is the restaurant, with pantry and _ spaci- 
ous kitchen on the right. On the right 
also and partially separated from the 
main restaurant is the lunch counter with

of the lobby is a cosy card room. ‘The 
coat room is under thestairs. And from 
the lobby across from the coat room one 
enters the handsome assembly room. 
This room is 60 feet long and 30 feet 
wide, and is to be used for the general 
purposes of the club and for dances and 
entertainments of all sorts. 

The second floor contains twenty-six 
single bedrooms and two bathrooms, 
which include shower baths in their 
equipment. “Two of these rooms will 
be required for the manager and his as- 
sistant and twenty-four are to be rented. 
Both in front and at the back of the 
building there are inviting porches and 
on the grounds in the rear there are to 
bea clay tennis court, a quoit ground and 
a croquet ground. 

This brief description of the building’ s 
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main features is sufficient to show its 
adaptation to what is required of it, but it 
gives no idea of the beauty of the inte- 
rior and the attractiveness of the various 
rooms. ‘The assembly room is finished 
in a rich brown stain with tinted walls. 
The restaurant is green. The lobby and 
corridors are alight brown. The wood- 
work of the bedrooms will be left natural 
and the walls papered. The bathrooms 
and the pantry will be papered with 
cleanly Sanitas. “The basement will be 
white. Comfort, durability and beauty 
with economy have been sought in every 
detail and the result will bear inspection. 

The cost of the building furnished 
and complete will be as nearly as can 
now be estimated $27,870. It was de- 
cided after bids for the general contract 
had been received to reject them all and 
build by the day. This was not because 
the bids were high. ‘The architect con- 
sidered one of them extremely low. 
But the event has justified our procedure 
inasmuch as we shall save by it between 
$1000 and $1500. The lowest bid for 
the contract, which covered only certain 
parts of the construction of the building, 
was $16,000. Extras have been added 
to this sum sufficient to bring it up to over 
$16,500. The cost to us by the day 
will figure up to only $15,150. This 
result is due very largely to the efficiency 
and economy of the foreman Wm. L. 
Wilkins who has worked with single eye 
for the best interests of the clubhouse. 
But he is not the only one to whom 
praise is due. [he carpenters have been 
faithful without exception, seconding his 
efforts heartily. The plumbing, too, 
has been done admirably by F. A. 
Regan’s men, Mr. Regan aiding the club 
also very generously in the purchase of 
stock. John L. Abbott has been in 
charge of the painting and has put his 
heart into it, while he and the other 
Magnolia painters have been generous 
beyond their means in their subscriptions 
to the enterprise. [hese as well as 
George Gonia, the bowling alley builder, 
have done our work by the day and have 
given full value for the money. ‘The 
sub-contractors and the firms of whom 
we have bought our stock have helped in 
the work no less substantially, however. 
** A penny saved is a penny earned,’’ and 
we have been saved a great many pen- 
nies by the ‘‘ rock-bottom prices’ given 
us by the firms on our roll of honor: 
John J. McDonald, who did the electric 
wiring; O. J. Biggs of Gloucester, who 
did the tinning; J. F. Pope & Son of 
whom we bought our lumber; A. W. 
Hastings, who sold usthe doors, sash 
and blinds; the Freeman Mfg. Co. 
from whom our screens are coming; the 
J. B. Hunter Co. and the Trask Roof- 
ing Co. and L. E. Andrewsand J. May. 
Morley, Flatley & Co. have done our 
excavation and stone work very cheaply. 
H, W. Butler & Son have given us low

rates on teaming. Samuel Wolf was 
considerably below all competitors on 
the plastering and brick work. All of 
these have contributed largely of their 


prohts to the cause and the same may be 
said as truly of the furnishers of the 
house: T.. H» <Hunt, Jones, “Me 
Duffee and Stratton, Walter M, Hatch 
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& Co. and L. T. Allen, the dealer in 
window shades. Boston and its vicinity 
have been raked with a_ fine-toothed 
comb in search of the ideal combination 
of quality and cheapness and the tanta- 
lizing search has not been wholly in vain.

The subscriptions amount at the pres- 
ent writing to $11,567. ‘The balance of 
about $16,000 will be owed the Glou- 
cester Safe Deposit and Trust Co., who 
hold a mortgage on the property with 
interest at 5 per cent. ‘This debt when 
reduced to $10,000 will cease to be a 
burden as the building will probably then 
become self-supporting. Such reduction 
will be made the goal of next summer's 
efforts. 

That there is just ground for thinking 
that the building can pay its running ex- 
penses and the interest on $10,000 be- 
sides will be seen from the following es- 
timate of the income:

The expenses will be for superintend- 
ence rand care of the building and 
grounds; for laundry; for water and elec- 
tricity; for taxes possibly and insurance 
and interest on the mortgage; for im- 
provements and repairs; and for enter- 
tainments, music and the miscellaneous 
running expenses of such a club. No 
one can foretell with any degree of accu- 
racy the cost of water and electricity—in 
such a building. Whether or not the 
property will be taxed the state board 
will determine. “Che Women’s club- 
house is exempt. ‘The other items are 
pretty closely fixed and one can calculate 
from them with considerable certainty 
that this expectation of self-support is not 
rash. Once this has been attained, the 
gradual reduction of the mortgage will 
not be difficult. 

The restaurant is rented outright for

Aside from the additional space pro- 
vided by the new quarters, the latest and 
most up-to-date equipment and fixtures 
have been installed, putting the office on 
a par with any of the city sub offices, or 
those of large towns. 

The fixtures are all of oak, and in- 
clude two latest model carrier tables, dis- 
tributing table, mailing case, dumping 
table. Two of the latest regulation cash 
and stamp drawers have been put in near 
the delivery window. There is a 
carriers’ window for night and Sunday 
use. ‘Three closets, in keeping with the 
rest of the fixtures, have been installed 
for coats and hats, etc. ~The money 
order and register division have separate

tection. There is a rear door for deliv- 
ery of mail bags and for departure of 
same, instead of having such service 
through the front doors. 

The office is cased to the ceiling, 
with ventillating windows in every sec- 
tion. There are 48 of the latest style 
lock boxes for rent to those who desire 
them. 

A bulletin board and advertising case 
complete the outfit in the outer lobby, 
the floor of which is of maple. 

Magnolia is a sub-station of the Glou- 
cester postoffice but it has the record of 
having one of the best paying small 
offices in New England. Assistant Post- 
master Fred Lycett is to be congratulated 
in being able to bring about this last 
change in providing his patrons with 
such a good office, which, coupled with 
the first-class service contingent with free 
delivery, puts the office on a footing 
with the best in the country for towns or 
even small cities. 

The department, we understand, has 
taken aten years’ lease of the office. 
The fixtures, as may not be generally 
known, are installed by the owner of the 
building, not by the postofice depart- 
ment. 


The 24 rooms are to be attractively 
and comfortably furnished and will be let 
for the season of four months for $50.00 
and $60.00 according to location. If any 
rooms remain unengaged at any time, 


they can be hired by the week for $5.00 
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and $6.00. They will be ready for oc- 
cupancy from May 29th on. 

The club is to be under the manage- 
ment this summer of Theodore D. Mar- 
tin, who carried onthe little clubroom 
last year very satisfactorily and proved 
himself competent for this larger work. 
He will have an assistant, who has not 
yet been chosen. Henry Seaberg will 
be the second assistant. The rooms 
will be cared for by a chambermaid. 

Since May 3lst is a holiday, it has 
been decided to throw the building open 
to the public for that day. The bowling 
alleys and pool tables will invite -your 
skill. The restaurant will serve ice 
cream as well as meals. There will be 
dancing in the assembly hall in the 
evening. 

The question has been asked whether 
the building will be used in winter. 
The intention is to heat the bowling 
alley, poolroom and gymnasium so that 
they may be used in winter. The gym- 
nasium will make an excellent clubroom 
for meetings of the boys and girls and 
the men will appreciate an opportunity 
to bowl without going to Gloucester. 

Fees can be regulated so that the win- 
ter’s clubs can be self supporting like the 
summer club.

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KEEPING YOUR GARDEN GAY 


Plant New Varieties of the Old-Time Flowers 
and Mass Them Artistically. 


You probably have grown just a_ bit 
weary of the same old garden grind, the 
same old flowers from year to year, and 
may have asked yourself during the past 
winter, Does it pay? No, I do not 
think it would pay to go on in the same 
old way; neither is it neccessary, says 
Samuel Armstrong Hamilton, in the 
May Desicner. ‘There are those in 
whose gardens there is little or no variety 
from yearto year; they inherited a cer- 
tain garden policy from their mothers, 
or, more likely, their grandmothers, and 
have considered, no doubt, that it was 
the U/tima Thule of gardening. 

But, for all such, my prescription is: 
Have a modern, up-to-date garden; a 
new style garden; a ‘‘gay’’ garden if 
you will, but at least get out of the rut. 

Get the new varieties of peonies and 
phlox. For these, permanent trenches 
should be dug. Excavate to a depth of 
at least two feet, fill in four or five inches 
of broken stone for drainage, and then 
put in the best soil obtainable. This soil 
should have mixed with it a half gallon 
of fine bone-meal to a bushel of soil, and, 
if it needs humus, work in one-third its 
bulk of fine, well-rotted horse-manure. 
In these trenches set the plants, eighteen 
inches apart for the phlox, and three feet 
for the peonies. [he above varieties 


will make a garden a blaze of color, the 
peonies during the early summer, and 
the phlox from June to frost. 

The treatment of this. garden will. in- 
dicate the method to be pursued to bring 
any garden up to the standard of modern 
taste and requirements. It is well to 
grow the ‘‘old-fashioned’’ flowers of 
our grandmothers, but we do not grow 
the same varieties ina modern garden; 
we have better ones. _ There is as much 
relative difference between the peony 
Comte d’Osmont, new, and Grandiflora 
alba, old, as there is between the tallow- 
candle and the Nernst lamp, and who 
would go back to the former?
